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OUR DO-LITTLE CONGRESS. 


Taking advantage of the disagreement between the 
Secretary of War and Chairman Chamberlain, of the 
Senate Committee on Military Affairs, the “Little Army” 
members of Congress succeeded in suppressing all Army 
legislation in the third session of the Sixty-third Con- 
gress, which adjourned on March 4. This was made 
easier by the fight over the ship purchase bill and other 
complications which prevented proper discussion of the 
question of national defense. Aside from the efforts that 
were made by Representative Augustus P. Gardner, of 
Massachusetts, no serious attempt was made in either 
IIouse to force an issue on the question of giving the 
country an adequate land force. 

Early in the session, when members were hearing from 
their constituents, who were brought to something like 
a realization of the weaknesses of our national defense 
by the events in the European war, members of both 
parties, in the Senate and House, were declaring that 
some Army legislation should be passed at this session. 
If the House Committee on Military Affairs had reported 
legislation for an increase in the Regular Army and provi- 
sions for a reserve it would have passed the House by 
at least a two-thirds majority. The Militia Pay bill 
would also have met with the same reception, and any 
legislation of a reasonable character increasing the 
strength of the country’s land forces would have been 
passed promptly by the House and gone through the 
Senate without much delay. 

President Wilson in his message to Congress recognized 
the demand on the part of the people of the country for 
more adequate defense by devoting considerable time to 
discussion of the military policy of the country. He said 
on Dee. 8: “Let us remind ourselves, therefore, of the 
only thing we can or will do. We must depend in every 
time of national peril, in the future as in the past, not 
upon the standing army, nor yet upon a reserve army, 
but upon citizenry trained and accustomed to arms. It 
will be right enough, right American policy, based upon 
our accustomed principles and practices, to provide a 
system by which every citizen who will volunteer for 
the training may be made familiar with the use of modern 
arms, the rudiments of drill and maneuver, and the 
maintenance and sanitation of camps.” 

This was followed by a definite recommendation from 
the Secretary of War in his annual report for legislation 
which would increase the mobile Army to its maximum 
strength and increase the number of officers in the 
Regular Army by one thousand. He also recommended 
some Jegislation for the creation of a reserve for the 
Regular Army. later he sent to the Senate committee 
a bill to increase the authorized strength of the Coast 
Artillery Corps and to increase the number of officers 
in the Signal Corps. Secretary Garrison made it plain 
in his annual report that this legislation should be passed 
immediately and that Congress should take up the larger 
problem in the immediate future. These recommenda- 
tions he supported by one of the ablest discussions of 
the nation’s unpreparedness that has ever been sent to 
Congress. The Secretary made it plain that the country 
could not put into the field anything like an adequate 
force to defend itself against a first class Power within 
six months. He further declared that under modern 
conditions a nation that could not mobilize such a mili- 
tary force in a shorter period must acknowledge its 


defeat at the beginning of the war. The unpreparedness 
of the country to defend itself on land could not be set 
forth in stronger terms than it is in the Secretary of 
War’s report. 

With this outline of the Administration’s policy, set 
forth in the President’s message and the Secretary’s 
report, it would naturally be supposed that the leaders 
in the Senate and the House would have responded with 
legislation for an increase in the strength of the land 
forces. But by some mysterious or underground route 
the impression reached the Capitol that the utterances 
of the President and the Secretary of War, to use the 
familiar term at Washington, were for “home consump- 
tion.” While the utterances of the President and Secre- 
tary met with general approval throughout the country, 
nothing was done during the session toward putting into 
effect their recommendations. 

There is not a line in the Appropriation bill or any 
other military legislation passed at this session that will 
give the country “a citizenry trained and accustomed to 
arms” upon which the President says the country must 
depend in the event of war. Not only was there no 
effort made to bring about an agreement between the 
Secretary of War and the chairmen of the Military 
Committees on a legislative program, but the discussion 
of the question of national defense was suppressed in 
Congress by the Administration leaders as far as possible. 
It is true that there was a heated debate on the Naval 
Appropriation bill, but this was largely over the type 
of ships, and this Congress just about duplicated the 
building program of the former Congress. 

Not only was all discussion of the question of an 
increase of the land force suppressed in Congress, but 
under an executive order officers of the Army were pro- 
hibited from discussing the military situation “here and 
abroad.” They were not even allowed to say anything 
in support of the Secretary’s recommendation. The 
officers would have gladly submitted in advance any 
articles and speeches to the Secretary so that they might 
be in harmony with his policy, but they were not per- 
mitted to do this. This was all done under the guise 
of maintaining the policy of “neutrality”; as if a dis- 
cussion of the military policy of the country could have 
anything to do with our relations with the belligerents! 
David Lloyd-George, Chancellor of the British Exchequer, 
could make declarations in the House of Commons con- 
cerning our military weaknesses without protest from our 
Department of State; but according to the Administra- 
tion’s decree a discussion of the Government’s military 
policy by a company officer at a private dinner might 
involve us in the Huropean war. Not only has the dis- 
cussion of military topics in Congress and by officers 
of the Services been suppressed, but it is known that an 
effort has been made to restrict the activities of civilian 
organizations. 

There can be only one purpose in this, and that is to 
attempt to overcome the growing sentiment of the coun- 
try in favor of military preparedness, and the realization 
of the President’s idea of a “citizenry trained and 
accustomed to arms.” It is obvious that such a 
realization cannot be accomplished except through a 
campaign of education which will crystallize sentiment 
in favor of some definite military policy ; and how is this 
possible when every effort is being exerted to discourage 
any campaign of education that has for its purpose the 
adoption of a comprehensive military policy? 

About the only progressive legislation passed by this 
Congress is the provisions in the Naval Appropriation 
bill for a naval reserve. While this may not prove to 
be the success that its advocates anticipate, it is a step 
in the right direction, and if the reserve is not secured 
by the law as passed by Congress it can be amended so 
as to become effective. There is no question as to the 
necessity of a reserve for the Navy as well as for the 
Army. While the Secretary of the Navy has not made 
any pretensions, or at least has not talked much, of 
increasing the strength of the Navy, he has secured the 
enactment of something that has the appearance of giving 
the Navy a reserve. 

There is no question that the provision of the Appro- 
priation bill abolishing the “Plucking Board,” without 
enacting anything to take its place, is vicious legislation. 
All of the recommendations of the “Plucking Board” may 
not have been wise; but even admitting that injustices 
have been done to individual officers, in a military estab- 
lishment the interests of the individual must frequently 
be sacrificed for the benefit of the whole. But even this 
may not prove to be an unmixed evil, as Chairman 
Padgett, of the House Committee on Naval Affairs, in 
the last meeting of the conferees on the Naval Appro- 
priation bill declared that the House Committee on Naval 
Affairs at the next session will report out a naval per- 
sonnel bill. If this development results in the passage 
of such a bill the agitation over the “Plucking Board” 
may prove a blessing to the Navy. 

But nothing was done to increase the strength of the 
Army or other land forces. Congress did not even go so 
far as to shorten the term of enlistment, or do anything 
that would improve conditions in the Army. Owing to 
the opposition of Chairman Hay, the bill prepared by the 
Judge Advocate General for the revision of the Articles 
of War was defeated in conference. Its provisions would 
not have occasioned any expense to the Government, 
and the merits of the recommendations of the War 
Department cannot be questioned, as for about twenty 
years the Judge Advocates General of the Army have 
recommended a revision of the Articles of War. ‘To 


these recommendations Congress has again paid no 
attention. 





Until within a few years no naval appropriation could 
pass the Senate which did not receive the sanction of 
both a Northern and a Carolina Senator, each of whom 
was a member of the Senate Committee on Naval Affairs. 
In the light of that, former Secretary Meyer in an article 
in the North American Review analyzes some of the 
appropriations between 1895 and 1910. In 1899 a site 
was purchased in Frenchman’s Bay, Me., for a wholly 
unnecessary coaling station. The sum of $624,650 was 
expended before it was dismantled. Between 1895 and 
1910 improvements, repairs, etc., at the Portsmouth Navy 
Yard, Me., amounted to $10,857,693, although there was 
a large navy yard within seventy miles. Turning to the 
Southern side of the waste account it is found that a 
dock at Port Royal, §.C., showed its ability to swallow 
up public funds by entailing a public expenditure of 
2,275,000 before it was abandoned as a naval base. 
The insistence of a Carolina Senator brought about this 
absurd and costly construction. This same Senator, with 
the assistance of a Northern Senator in cutting the naval 
“melon” for the benefit of his constituents, obtained the 
establishment of the naval station: at Charleston, S.C., 
where $5,000,000 has been squandered that could have 
been profitably employed at the Norfolk Navy Yard, 
where the battleship fleet generally assembles. A part 
of these millions could have been used wisely at Key 
West, Fla., which is a supplementary base of real 
strategic value for torpedoes and submarines and a base 
of supplies to the fleet in the Caribbean Sea. Much is 
said about the great sums expended by “imperialism” 
on the German navy, but Mr. Meyer shows that in the 
fifteen years, 1900-1914, the republicanism of the United 
States expended $1,656,000,000 for its Navy against 
$1,137,000,000 spent on the German navy, or forty-five 
per cent. more, yet to-day the German navy is more 
powerful than ours. And the United States has three 
times as many navy yards’ as Germany and twice as 
many as Great Britain with her colossal fleet. Mr. Meyer 
says that he tried to abolish some of the useless yards 
by closing them, but he could not dispose of them 
altogether, lacking the authorization of Congress. The 
interests of the country would be best served, he believes, 
by one first-class naval base with suflicient anchorage for 
the entire fleet, north of the Delaware, equipped for 
docking, repairing, ete., and! another station of equal 
capacity at Norfolk, in Chesapeake Bay, with Guan- 
tanamo, Cuba, to serve as the winter station rendezvous. 
The presence of only two naval stations on the Pacific 
coast seems to Mr. Meyer a fortunate circumstance, for 
there is no necessity of continually trying to shake off 
in that region the old man of the sea, in the shape of 
useless navy yards, ete. Yet, though the total costs 
of the Mare Island Yard since its establishment in 1850 
have been $35,000,000, on account of the lack of sufficient 
depth of water none of the eight battleships built in the 
last eight years could have berthed there. 
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It is not a hopeful augury of the possibility of im- 
pressing the uninformed general voter of the necessity 
of military preparedness when a former Secretary of the 
Navy like Mr. John D. Long argues that in weakness 
there is a peculiar guarantee against war. In his letter 
to the American League to Limit Armaments Mr. Long 
displays the strange belief, the fallacy of which has so 
often been shown, that the victors in a great war are 
so prostrated by their losses as to be incapable of 
further warlike effort. ‘So far from the war operat- 
ing as a stimulus or warning to us immediately and 
abnormally to increase our war forces and armament, 
the argument, it seems to me, runs the other way,” says 
Mr. Long. “All the nations whose antagonism would 
be threatening to us in case any such antagonism should 
arise will come out of the present convulsion exhausted 
and bankrupt and with a pretty keen appreciation that 
years of peace are vital to their recuperation.” This is 
an assumption for which there is no warrant. In so 
readily accepting it as an argument for the neglect of 
proper preparations for defense, Mr. Long displays a 
degree of pacific simplicity very charming, but not 
altogether becoming his large experience in public affairs. 
Is he studying present conditions in Europe to so little 
purpose as not to realize how strong the temptation will 
be to some nation having, or seeking, occasion of offense 
against the United States to shift the heavy burden of 
war expenses to our shoulders, taking advantage of our 
relatively defenseless condition to exact an indemnity 
of us by a bold and swift stroke such as is altogether 
feasible and very far from improbable in view of current 
experience. It is the strong man armed who keepeth his 
goods in peace. We by no means consider such a con- 
tingency as we have suggested so remote as do those who 
take counsel of their sentiments or of their fears instead 
of observing the signs of the times blazoned upon the 
outer wall. So vast are the issues at stake that we 
should assume no risks that can be avoided, , especially 
upon the advice of the class of people who have misled 
us from the beginning and made our military adminis- 
tration a humiliating record of mismanagement, and 
waste of life and treasure. We do not quite understand 
why Mr. Long warns against “abnormally increasing” 
our war forces, as thus far we have seen no demand put 
forth by the representatives of the Army that calls for 
an abnormal increase. Whatever has been asked for is 
entirely within the limitations imposed by a rational, 
veasonable knowledge of our national needs. 
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We have received a copy of the twenty-third annual 
report of the Commissioners of the Massachusetts 
Nautical School, giving the operations of the school for 
the year 1914, dated Jan. 1, 1915. The Commissioners 
of the school are Rear Admiral John F. Merry, U.S.N., 
retired, Hon. John Read, late U.S.N., and William E. 
McKay. The report goes on to say that the year was 
the most successful in the history of the school, which 
has been filled to its total capacity, 104 cadets, with 
many on the waiting list. “It is a matter for regret,’ 
says the report, “that many qualified applicants were 
unable to enter owing to the limited size of the Ranger, 
the ship now used by the school. In view of the in- 
creasing demands upon the school, the Commissioners 
believe it is advisable to obtain, if possible, a larger and 
more modern ship from the National Government to re- 
place the Ranger. In addition to accommodating more 
cadets, a larger ship would provide the additional space 
needed for drills and practical work. A ship having 
lockers and berthing space for 140 students would be 
desirable.” The report speaks of the work of the annual 
cruise, and among other things publishes a long list of 
graduates who are holding positions in the merchant 
marine and the Navy. The report also says: “The 
graduates of the school continue to make good progress 
in the merchant marine. The steamship Cristobal, the 
first steamer to pass through the Panama Canal, was 
steered by a graduate of this school, and the second officer 
of the steamship Peter H. Crowell, the first Boston 
steamer to pass through the Panama Canal, is a graduate 
of the school in the class of 1912. A movement is in 
progress in San Francisco to establish a state nautical 
school in California. Information regarding the work 
and results of the Massachusetts Nautical School has 
been furnished to those interested in this movement.” 





Civilian experience as based on losses to merchant 
vessels and their cargoes in this war seems to show that 
submarines have been credited with larger powers of 
destruction than the facts warrant. J. Bruce Ismay, 
presiding at a meeting of the Liverpool and London War 
Risks Association Feb. 23, said that the shipping entered 
in this association was valued at $400,000,000; that 
the vessels identified with the association which had 
been lost in six months of the war were valued at only 
$4,250,000, and the cargoes at $22,500,000. This, he 
said, was a magnificent tribute to the efficacy of the pro- 
tection afforded by the British navy and showed that 
the submarine peril had been greatly exaggerated. Sub- 
marines had proved far less dangerous than swift, well 
handled cruisers. According to Lloyd’s returns the 
world tonnage launched in 1914 was 480,000 tons less 
than in 1913. The total for 1914 was 2,852,753 tons. 
Holland, Japan and Norway are the only large shipbuild- 
ing countries enjoying an increase. Of the aggregate 
tonnage, fifty-nine per cent. was launched in the United 
Kingdom. The output of mercantile shipping in_ the 
British Isles showed a decrease of 248,600 tons from 
1913, which year gave the highest total ever reached. 
Although the war makes the full figures not obtainable 
Germany shows a decrease of about 78,000 tons, which 
is only a shade greater than the falling off in the I nited 
States, where it was 76,000 tons. France had a falling 
off of 62,000 tons, but Japan, one of the nations en- 
gaged in this war, with 85,861 tons, had a gain of nearly 
thirty-three per cent. in the year, exceeding all previous 
totals. <A valuable table for reference is published in 
Shipping Illustrated of Feb. 27, giving the tonnage of 
vessels in all countries by years since 1892 inclusive. 
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The present war should teach us a lesson about the 
too ready condemnation of antiquated war vessels. The 
United Service Gazette congratulates the British navy 
on the fact that the Admiralty had not disposed of all 
the old gunboats and light craft, which at one time 
found a place in the coast defense system of Great 
Britain, but which have become obsolete for such a pur- 
pose by the evolution of naval armaments. These shallow 
draught midget men-of-war have been utilized, it tells 
us, for various purposes of training, ete., during the last 
few years, and laid up at naval centers in various parts 
of the Empire. But the widespreading ramifications of 
this war have once again made such vessels useful for 
war purposes, as the Turks and Germans have found 
to their cost. 
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At a recent meeting of the board of trustees of the 
University of Illinois there was authorized the establish- 
ment of a Military Information Division in connection 
with the University Military Department. The idea was 
conceived by Joseph N. Greene, cadet colonel and brigade 
commander, and is under the direct supervision of the 
commandant. Major F. 1D. Webster, Inf., U.S.A, The 
purpose of the division is “to compile impartial informa- 
tion upon all matters concerning military and naval 
questions of whatever character, and to impart it to 
the university community and to all others who may 
apply.” The university has set aside sufficient funds to 
pay three members of the cadet corps—one senior to serve 
as chief of the division and two juniors to serve as 


assistants. 
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That Hawaii with its two hundred thousand in- 
habitants will be “Belgianized” some day is the predic- 
tion made by George R. Carter, former Governor of the 
islands, in an interview at Chicago on Feb. 19. Mr. 
Carter was born and reared in Hawaii and may be 
presumed to know conditions out there pretty well. 
What he considers might have been made the strategic 
buffer against foreign attack on the Pacific coast is 
neither one thing nor another. If Hawaii is the key 
to the Vacific, he believes the key is very rusty. He 
feels that the helpless condition of Hawaii is due to the 
lack of a colonization spirit or system in the United 
States. It is perfectly willing to take possession of 
foreign territory, but it is not ready to adopt means for 
protecting it. 
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The proposition of creating a Department of the 
anama Canal Zone, with Brig. Gen. C. R. Edwards in 
command, which we mentioned several weeks ago, is one 
that will be taken under consideration when General 
Wood visits the canal, 
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THE ARMY APPROPRIATIONS. 


The Army Appropriation bill as finally agreed to 
carries $101,974,165, which is $954,853 more than last 
year. 

The main provisions of the measure as adopted follow: 

The item of $25,000 for “Contingencies, War Depart- 
ment,” includes authorization of the payment of a per 
diem allowance not to exceed $4, in lieu of subsistence, 


to employees of the War Department traveling on official 
business outside of the District of Columbia and away 
from their designated posts. 

Contingencies, Military Information Section, General 
Staff Corps, include as new items drafting and messenger 
service and the cost of special instruction at home and 
abroad and in maintenance of students and attachés, 
and for such other purposes as the Secretary of War may 
deem proper. For expenses of officers of the Army on 
duty observing operations of armies of foreign states at 
war the bill provides $15,000, and it is provided that 
the expenses of officers of the Army who, after July 1, 
1914, have been, and of officers who may hereafter be 
on duty abroad for that purpose, shall be paid out of 
the appropriation for contingencies of the military in- 
formation section, General Staff Corps, upon certiticates 
of the Secretary of War, and the amount appropriated 
for such contingencies by the Act of April 27, 1914, is 
increased to $26,000. 

At the Army Service Schools not exceeding $100 per 
month may be used for payment of one translator, to be 
appointed by the commandant of the schools, with 
approval of the Secretary of War. 

Not more than $300,000 of the Signal Service appro- 
priation of $600,000 shall be used for aerial machines 
and accessories necessary in the aviation section. 

The conferees struck out the Senate appropriation of 
$400,000 for land and buildings for an aviation school 
at San Diego, but provided for a commission of Army 
otticers to consider the selection of a site for such a plant. 

For commercial telephone service at Coast Artillery 
posts $8,500 is provided, of which $2,000 is made imme- 
diately available. 


OFFICERS AT PANAMA-PACIFIC EXPOSITION, 


The President is authorized to retain Major Gen. Arthur 
Murray, U.S.A., on the active list as an additional officer in 
grade and as commanding general, Western Department, U.S.A., 
from April 29, 1915 (his statutory retirement date), until close 
of Panama-Pacific International Exposition, Dec. 4, 1915, when 
he shall be retired from active service; the number of major 
generals on active list of Army shall be increased by one during 
that period only. 

The President is authorized to detail officers of the Army, 
active or retired, for duty with the Panama-Pacific Interna- 
tional Exposition without extra compensation. 

ENLISTED MEN AND CLERKS. 

Hereafter pay and allowances shall not accrue to a soldier 
under sentence of dishonorable discharge, during such period as 
the execution of the sentence of discharge may be suspended 
under authority of the Act of April 27, 1914, and pay which 
has heretofore been forfeited under such suspended sentence 
shall not be held to have accrued to the Soldiers’ Home under 
operation of Sec. 4818, R.S., but shall be covered back into 
the U.S. Treasury. 

The enlisted force of the Quartermaster Corps shall consist 
of not to exceed 15 master electricians, 380 sergeants (first 
class), 1,240 sergeants, 600 corporals, 2,920 privates (first 
class), 750 privates, and 95 cooks, all of whom shall receive 
the same pay and allowances as enlisted men of corresponding 
grades in the Signal Corps of the Army, and shall be assigned 
to such duties pertaining to the Quartermaster Corps as the 
Secretary of War may prescribe. 


In the appropriation for clerks, the chief clerk, office 
of Chief of Staff, is to get $2,250 per annum, and of the 
fifteen higher clerks three are to receive’ $2,000 each 
and twelve $1,800 each per annum. The provision for 
a chief messenger, office Chief of Staff, is stricken out 
and the two higher messengers are to receive $840 each 
as provided in the House. 

RETIRED OFFICERS. 

Provisions for restoring certain retired officers to the 
active list follow: 

Hereafter the President be, and he is hereby, authorized, by 
and with the advice and consent of the Senate, to transfer to 
the active list of the Army any officer under fifty years of age 
and with rank not above that of captain who may have been 
transferred heretofore or who may be transferred hereafter for 
physical disability from the active to the retired list of the 
Army by the action of any retiring board: Provided, that such 
officer shall be transferred to the place on the active list which 
he would have had if he had not been retired, and shall be 
carried as an additional number in the grade to which he may 
be transferred or at any time thereafter promoted: Provided 
further, That such officer shall stand a satisfactory medical and 
professional examination for promotion as now provided for by 
law: Provided further, That the President be, and he is hereby, 
authorized, within two years of the approval of this act, by 
and with the advice and consent of the Senate, to transfer to 
the active list of the Army any officer who may have been 
transferred heretofore for physical disability from the active to 
the retired list of the Army by the action of any retiring board: 
Provided, That such officer shall be transferred to the place on 
the active list which he would have had if he had not been re- 
tired, and shall be carried as an additional number in the grade 
to which he may be transferred or at any time thereafter pro- 
moted: Provided further, That such officer shall stand a_ satis- 
factory medical and professional examination for promotion as 
may be prescribed by the Secretary of War: Provided further, 
That any officer who may have already been transferred from 
the retired list to the active list shall receive the benefits of 
this act. 

New legislation as to quarters follows: 

Hereafter, at places where there are no public quarters avail- 
able, commutation for the authorized allowance therefor shall be 
paid to commissioned officers, acting dental surgeons, veteri- 
narians members of the Nurse Corps, and pay clerks at the 
rate of $12 per room per month; and, when specifically author- 
ized by the Secretary of War, to enlisted men at the rate of 
$15 per month, or in lieu thereof he may, in his discretion, rent 
quarters for the use of said enlisted men when so on duty. 
Hereafter the Secretary of War may determine where and when 
there are no public quarters available within the meaning of 
this or any other act. 


The bill carries the following regarding captains of 
the Porto Rico Infantry: 


The permanent captains of the Porto Rico Regiment of In- 
fantry now holding commissions as such in said regiment shall 
be recommissioned as captains of Infantry of the U.S. Army, to 
take rank on the lineal list of officers of Infantry immediately 
after the junior officers of the same grade whose total commis- 
sioned service equals or exceeds theirs: Provided, further, That 
those officers, of the Porto Rico Regiment of Infantry, recom- 
missioned as captains of Infantry, whose total commissioned 
service is less than that of any officer of Infantry of the next 
lower grade, shall not advance on the lineal list of captains of 
Infantry, nor on the relative list of officers of the U.S. Army, 
until such time as there no longer remains on the lineal list 
of officers of Infantry any officer of the next lower grade of 
equal or greater length of total commissioned service and shall 
take rank in the grade of captain on the lineal list of officers 
of Infantry and on the relative list of officers of the U.S. Army 
immediately after the juniors in rank of such officers of In- 
fantry of equal or greater total commissioned service: Provided, 
That for the purpose of this act total commissioned service 
shall include commissioned service in the Regular Army, in 
the Volunteers, in the Porto Rico Provisional Regiment of In- 
fantry, and in the Porto Rico Regiment of Infantry, and that

the commissioned service of those officers of the Porto Rico 
Regiment of Infantry who were officers of the Porto Rico Pro- 
visional Regiment of Infantry, shall be counted as continuous 
and uninterrupted between June 29, 1908, and Dec. 31, 1908. 

Of the $250,000 appropriated for Encampments and 
Maneuvers, Organized Militia, $50,000 is made available 
for transportation of teams to the National Match. 

For care of horses and matériel for Field Artillery of 
the Organized Militia $200,000 is voted, and the follow- 
ing adopted: 

The total number of horses shall not exceed thirty-two to any 
one battery or four to each battalion or regimental headquarters, 
and such horses shall be used exclusively for Field Artillery pur- 
poses. The men to be so compensated, not to exceed five for 
each battery, shall be duly enlisted therein and shall be de- 
tailed by the battery commander under such regulations as 
the Secretary of War may prescribe, and shall be paid by the 
U.S. disbursing officer in each State. The funds appropriated 
by Sec. 1661, R.S., and by the Act of May 27, 1908, as 
amended, shall be available for the purchase, under regulations 
of the Secretary of War, of horses conforming to Regular Army 
standards, said horses to remain the property of the U.S. and 
to be for the sole continuous use of the Field Artillery of the 
Organized Militia. The Secretary of War may issue to the 
Field Artillery organizations hereinbefore mentioned and _ with- 
out cost to the state condemned Army horses no longer fit 
for service but still suitable for purposes of instruction, the 
same to be sold as now provided by law when the latter 
purpose has been served. 

The Secretary of War is authorized to expend $2,110.32 
for completion of the purchase of certain lands included 
in the reservation of the Front Royal (Va.) Remount 
Depot. 

Of the Barracks and Quarters appropriation $5,000 
may be expended to complete the post chapel at Fort 
Sam Houston. 

The provisions of the Act of March 3, 1885, to provide 
for settlement of claims of officers and enlisted men of 
the Army for loss of private property destroyed in the 
military service of the United States, shall hereafter 
extend to cover loss of or damage to the regulation allow- 
ance of baggage of officers and enlisted men sustained 
in shipment under orders, to the extent of such loss or 
damage over and above the amount recoverable from 
the carrier furnishing the transportation. 

The Secretary of War is authorized td accept, on 
behalf of the Government, land donated for the purpose 
of connecting the monument of the 9th Regiment of New 
York Volunteers with the road system of the battlefield 
of Antietam. 

In the Water and Sewers paragraph $75,000 shall be 
immediately available for improving and increasing the 
water supply at Corregidor Island, P.I. 

Hereafter estimates of appropriations required for 
construction, repair and maintenance of military and 
post roads, bridges and trails in Alaska shall be sub- 
mitted by the Board of Road Commissioners to be 
embraced in the annual estimates for public works to be 
submitted to Congress. 

As to the length of the foreign tour the conferees 
agreed as follows: 

On and after Oct. 1, 1915, no officer or enlisted man of 
the Army shall, except upon his own request, be required to 
serve in a single tour of duty for more than two years in the 
Philippine Islands, nor more than three years in the Panama 
Canal Zone, except in case of insurrection or of actual or 
threatened hostilities: Provided further, That the foregoing 
provision shall not apply to the organization known as the 
Philippine Scouts. 

VARIOUS PROVISIONS. 

Ilereafter, with approval of the Secretary of War and 
at rates not less than contract prices paid therefor plus 
twenty-five per centum, the Medical Department of the 
Army may sell for cash to the American National Red 
Cross such medical supplies and equipments as can be 
spared without detriment to the military service. 

IIereafter in settlement of accounts’ between appro- 
priations of Medical Department and those of any other 
branch of the Army service, or any bureau or office of 
the War Department, or any other executive department 
or establishment of the Government, payment thereof 
may be made by the proper disbursing officer of the 
Medical Department or of the branch of the Army ser- 
vice, office, bureau, department, or establishment con- 
cerned. 

For Hospital Care, Canal Zone Garrisons, $45,000 
is appropriated. 

Where expenses of persons on field work or traveling 
on official business outside of the District of Columbia 
and away from their designated posts are chargeable to 
appropriations of the Engineer Department contained 
in this act, a per diem rate of $4 may be allowed in licu 
of subsistence. ; 

Under “Small-arms Target Practice,’ not more than 
$30,000 of the appropriation may be used for purchase 
of articles not manufactured by the Government, and 
necessary for small-arms target practice. 

For automatic machine rifles, to be available until 
the close of the fiscal year ending June 30, 1917, $150,000 
is provided. The balance remaining available and un- 
expended from the appropriation for above purpose made 
in the Act of Aug. 24, 1912, is reappropriated and made 
available until expended, in addition to the appropriation 
made in this act. 

Not more than $170,000 of the $2,090,000 appropria- 
tion for Militia Field Artillery may be used for the 
purchase of material. Not more than $100,000 of the 
$2,900,000 appropriation for ammunition, Militia Field 
Artillery, may be used in the purchase of reserve 
ammunition. 

The appropriations under “Ordnance Department” 
shall be available for the payment of an allowance not 
to exceed $4 per day in lieu of subsistence to civilian 
employees of the Ordnance Department traveling on 
official business outside of the District of Columbia and 
away from their designated posts of duty. 

There are donated to Gordon Institute, Barnesville. 
Ga., ten condemned 12-pound Napoleon guns now located 
at the U.S. Arsenal in Augusta, Ga. 

Interchange of supply facilities between departments 
is provided for as follows: 

Provided, That hereafter when one bureau of the War or 
Navy Departments procure by purchase or manufacture stores 
or material of any kind or performs any service for another 
bureau of such departments the funds of the bureau or de- 
partment for which the stores or material are to be procured 
or the service performed may be placed subject to the requisi- 
tion of the bureau or department making the procurement or 
performing the service for direct expenditure by it: Provided, 
That when the stores being procured are for current issue dur- 
ing the year stores of equal value may be issued from stock 
cn hand in place of any of those aforesaid. 


PROMOTION OF BRIGADIERS. 

The following legislation provides for the promotion 
of four brigadier generals on the retired list, who were 
veterans of the Civil War, to the rank of major general, 
three of these—Generals Graham, Anderson and Kent— 
to receive no additional pay, and General Baldwin to 
receive the pay of his rank on the retired list. 

The President is authorized to appoint, by and with the 
advice and consent of the Senate, any brigadier general of the 
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Army on the retired list who has held the rank and command 
of major general of Volunteers and performed the duties inci- 
dent to that grade in time of actual warfare, and has been 
honorably discharged, and who served with credit in the 
Regular or Volunteer forces during the Civil War prior to 
April 9, 1865, to the grade of major general in the U.S. Army 
and place him on the retired list with pay of brigadier gen- 
who has also been brevetted for conspicuous gallantry in action, 
and place him on the retired list of the Army with the rank 
and retired pay of one grade above that actually held by him 
eral on retired list; and any officer now on the retired list of 
the Army who served with credit for more than two years as 
a commissioned officer of Volunteers during the Civil War prior

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THE NAVY PERSONNEL BILL. 


We announced last week that the Navy Personnel 
bill was laid aside with the understanding on the part 
of the House Committee on Naval Affairs that it would 
be taken up early in the first session of the next Con- 
gress which does not meet until next December, unless 
it should be called before then by the President in extra 
session. As we stated Feb. 20 Chairman Padgett was 
unable to get the House Naval Committee together to 
hold hearings on the bill and he believes that the com- 


mittee must be educated to an understanding of the bill, 
and the necessity for its passage, before they can be 
asked to act upon it. On page 726 of Feb. 6 we gave 
a table of the Line promotions that would have re- 
sulted had the bill passed at this session, but as Con- 
gress adjourned without acting upon the bill we shall 
correct this table and publish it again when the bill 
comes up for action, together with a table of the corre- 
sponding promotions in the several staff corps. The Per- 
sonnel bill as introduced into Congress Jan. 27 by Mr. 
Padgett (H.R. 21202) appears on page 696 of Jan. 30, 
and the report of the Roosevelt Board formulating the 
bill on page 682 of the same number. The bill is the 
result of a compromise as was the Personnel Act of 1899. 
The efforts of the Roosevelt Board was not only to re- 
concile naval differences, but to recommend their bill to 
Congress by avoiding, so far as possible, any increase 
of expense. ‘There is still an opportunity for the dis- 
cussion and criticism of this bill as suggested in our 
article on page 756 of Feb. 13. 

The Secretary of the Navy on March 1 sent to the 
Chairman of the Senate and House Committee on Naval 
Affairs a detailed discussion by the Roosevelt Board on 
the bill by paragraphs. This shows that an increase 
since 1899 in the number of officers of the Navy from 
768 to 1,850, has resulted in a very different percentage 
of distribution among various grades, and the elimina- 
tion among the various grades requires readjustment. 
Increased transfers to the retired list is unreasonable, 
impossible, expensive and deprives the Service of officers 
physically able to be continued on active duty. Hence 
this proposition for the formation of an active reserve 
list whose status changes only the stoppage of routine 
promotion, the President being given authority to de- 
termine the length and character of service required for 
promotion. By providing some means for officers to gain 
advancement an incentive is offered to greater effort. 
It would require twenty years for the active reserve list 
to reach its maximum of about 900, and the active and 
reserve officers will after the first three years be fewer 
than those of the active list alone under the present law. 

Sec. 2. An active officer should be capable of perform- 
ing all the duties of his grade, as the Service requires 
keenness in every faculty, but physical infirmities that 
may incapacitate him for full duty as a naval officer 
may not greatly handicap him in civil pursuits ashore; 
for instance, imperfect vision or hearing. ‘There is no 
change in the law relating to tetal physical disability, 
but where physical disability is only ‘partial, or where 
the individual can take part in civil pursuits ashore, the 
board recommended retired pay based on length of ser- 
vice as shown in the bill as published. 

Sees. 3, 4. To-day about forty lieutenant commanders 
are assigned to the duties of commander, and 175 lieu- 
tenants are performing the duties of the next higher 
grade. This suggests the ultimate increase in the grade 
of commander and 120 rather than 175 in that of lieu- 
tenant commander. ‘Transfers to the active reserve list 
will in time provide for a proper increase in these grades. 
Even then the active list of the Navy will still be under- 
officered, even if there be no increase of material. “The 
increase recommended is moderate and without question 
is amply justified by the needs of the Navy to-day. and 
is due in fairness to the officers who perform those higher 
duties.” Naval efficiency requires that we should have 
550 lieutenants to enable these officers to perform their 
normal and proper duties as watch and division officers 
of baitleships, executives and navigators of small gun- 
boats, and commanding officers of submarines and _ tor- 
pedoboats. ‘This requires the transfers of some lieuten- 
ants, J.G., to the active reserve list, but this is not 
recommended as it will discourage oflicers from entering 
the Navy. With promotion of junio: lieutenants after 
nine years’ service they will number in 1921, 586, and 
the proposed reduction in the number commissioned 
annually will reduce the normal number to 500, at which 
number it will be maintained shortly afterwards. The 
number recommended falls a little short, but the re- 
serve officers of this rank will in time supply the needs 
of the Service. The yearly casualties in the list of cap- 
tains will maintain the average about as it is to-day. 

Sec. 5. Instead of promotion by seniority alone the 
board proposes to submit officers at the top of the grade 
to competition for the vacancies to secure the promotion 
of the most efficient. By postponing promotion until 
these vacancies are filled and making the test once a 
year more officers will be brought into competition and 
secure a fairer comparison. Now the average age of 
the officers at the top of the grade of captain is greater 
than the ideal—thirty-four years of service and fifty- 
six years of age—while the opposite is true at the top 
of the other grades. Section 5 accordingly prescribes 
when vacancies are to be filled in order to reach the end 
sought in order to secure promotion after the proper 
length of service and at the proper age. 

Sec. 6. The average age at which oflicers reach the 
grade of captain is reduced by about four years to in- 
sure their promotion at an age when they will be of the 
greatest use. Sec. 6 is drafted so as to accomplish this 
purpose. During the first four years there will have been 
extensive vacancies, more than normal percentages 
of promotion. Correct service will be obtained by tak- 
ing each year ten captains as candidates. With casu- 
alties considered officers will pass through the grade of 
captain in seven years. This necessitates a_distribu- 
tion of the remaining twenty-seven years of service in the 
remaining grades. This is done by allowing six years 
to each of the other grades except that of ensign, which 
remains at three years. To insure promotion after six 
years, one-sixth of the officers must pass out of that 
grade, to accomplish which the board has adopted the 








hard and fast rule that one-seventh must either be pro- 
moted or transferred to the active reserve list each year. 
This means, when the list is filled, twenty each year. 
The number of lieutenant commander candidates will be 
about 29, gradually increasing to 46; commanders 26 
for the first six years and thereafter 27, 28 and 22, re- 
spectively. Owing to the present excess of lieutenants 
their elimination for the years 1921 to 1925, inclusive, 
will be little above normal. Ordinarily 70 lieutenants 
will be examined each year and for them will be pro- 
vided about 48 places in the next higher grades. 

If a fixed numbed of ensigns be added to the list 
annually, a number a little below the average strength 
of each class, two beneficial results will be obtained: 
First, it will be possible to have uniform promotion 
without sacrificing officers of high rank to make room 
for the inflow of an unusually large number of untried 
lieutenants (junior grade) ; second, an element of com- 
petition is introduced; all will strive to obtain one of 
the coveted places. Indifferent service among these 
officers will be a thing of the past. The board has recom- 
mended that the selection of the officers to be retained 
be based on the average of the marks obtained on, first, 
the competitive examination; second, the professional 
record, and, third, the Naval Academy multiple. For 
officers who have no Academy multiple is substituted the 
average mark they obtain on being commissioned ensigns. 
This mark averages about the same, or a little higher, 
than the average Naval Academy graduation mark. The 
complete history of all ensigns is considered; and, as a 
choice of assignment to one of several corps is offered 
in the order of the average mark received, the board 
proposes to arrange their seniority according to that 
mark and, in order to prevent partiality, to make the 
assignments to the various corps in the same order. 

Sec. 6 and 7. As the number of lieutenants (junior 
grade) commissioned annually has been 135, the board 
provides that 100 be continued in line of staff and surplus 
discharged to civil life. The number to be thus dis- 
charged annually is estimated at eighteen. An increase 
of ensigns over 100 means a corresponding increase in 
the upper grades or else a larger number of transfers 
from lieutenants to active reserve list. The provisions 
of this section are made inoperative during one year to 
enable the junior officers to adjust themselves to the 
changes. 

Sec. 9, 10 and 11. In determining the fitness of officers 
consideration will be given to professional knowledge, 
past records and professional reputation. Officers of the 
Navy get to know each other in a way which no exami- 
nation or record can register. Through constant associa- 
tion with others an officer establishes his place in the 
opinion of his fellows—his professional reputation— 
which the board believes, for officers of long service, 
should be ascertained and given equal weight with the 
other two factors. Their short service makes this last 
factor inapplicable to lieutenants. 

Reputation in the Navy is the outgrowth of years of 
service. All will have sufficient opportunities with their 
seniors, prior to the completion of twenty-one years of 
service, when the factor of reputation first enters. Be- 
lieving that professional reputation among brother officers 
is a valuable guide in determining professional fitness, 
that it may properly be made an important factor when 
fairly determined, the board has sought a procedure that 
will produce results free from bias, prejudice and political 
or personal influence. Thd@ subject of a much wider 
range, and therefore leave this factor the determining 
one. To give all marks approximately equal weight, the 
bill provides that all candidates shall first be given a 
nominal mark in reputation and that the credits received 
for the recommendations of seniors, when added to this 
nominal mark of 2.5, will make the result range from 
a 2.5 to a 4.0. 

As staff officers do not attain the highest rank now 
existing in the Navy, the bill proposes as an offset to 
omit elimination in the grade of lieutenant and to require 
that the additional time which must be served prior to 
retirement be largely spent with the rank of lieutenant 
commander. Thus, while the line officer will pass 
through the grade of lieutenant commander in six years, 
officers of the staff corps will have this rank for ten years. 

In the Staff Corps the proportion of elimination is that 
of one officer with the rank of captain to two with the 
rank of commander, as is roughly the case in the line 
of the Navy. 

It is estimated that the increase of expense under this 
bill will average $20,715 per year. For the fiscal year

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A common cause for wonder among laymen is that 


guns of the same caliber on a battleship can throw a pro- 
jectile farther than similar guns used by our land forces. 
First Lieut. M. H. Thompson, Coasf€ Art. Corps, U.S.A., 
explains the reason for this range superiority in a dis- 
cussion in the current North American Review of 
“The Problem of Our Coast Defense.’’ The secret of the 
difference lies in the comparative ease with which a naval 
gun can be relined. In the Navy a ship steams into a 
navy yard and a traveling crane lifts the ship’s guns 
into the gun factory at small cost and small loss of time. 
But in the Army the situation is entirely changed by the 
high cost of transportation for the great 12-inch and 
higher caliber guns. The Navy can therefore well afford 
to increase their powder charges, reduce the weight of 
the projectiles and consequently get a longer range, even 
at the risk of shortening the life of the original gun. 
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THE LAKE TORPEDOBOAT COMPANY. 

While some of the allied Powers in Europe and also 
Germany have sought to have the Lake Torpedoboat 
Company, of Bridgeport, Conn., build submarines for 
‘hem, it can be said that the company is working exclu- 
sively in constructing submarines for the United States 
Government. This fact was made known by Capt. Simon 
Lake, the vice-president of the Lake Company, in an 
interesting interview with a reporter of the New York 
Herald on Feb. 26. Captain Lake also said, in part: 
“President Wilson,, I am told, takes the view that sub- 
marines come within the statutory scope of warships, 
and if he does we coincide with that view. It would be 
a great thing for us and for American industry to reap a 
share of the profits from the enormous foreign demand 
for submarines which the war has created. But with us 
country is first, and we would not do or urge anything 








that would embarrass the President in the slightest way.” 

The heavy oil engine, which has proved superior to 
the gasoline engine, was developed first by Germany, 
according to Captain Lake, and is being adopted by the 
other belligerents. “Germany had fewer than thirty 
submarines at the outbreak of the war,” said Captain 
Lake, “and Great Britain had twice that number. Ger- 
many will have forty more submarines in commission in 
June, and Britain will have nearly an equal number of 
submarine acquisitions. The only private submarine 
plants in Europe are the Krupp’s at Kiel and the Fiat 
yard of the Lorenti company in Italy, where our chief 
engineer was in charge for several years.” 

The Lake Company is preparing to lay the keels for 
four coast defense, or fleet, submarines, for which it 
received contracts at $427,000 each from the Navy De- 
partment on Jan. 12. These submarines will be of 400 
tons each. ‘They will be placed in commission in about 
two years. A distinctive feature will be the heavy oil 
engines with which they will be equipped. This type of 
engine will be incorporated in four submarines of 600 
tons each which are nearing completion and which are 
the largest yet built in America. One of these, the L-5, 
has been constructed at Bridgeport, and two, the L-6 
and the L-7, are being built in the Lake yard at Long 
Beach, Cal. The L-8 is being built in the Portsmouth 
Navy Yard, the Lake Company furnishing the plans for 
it and receiving a royalty. The House authorized the 
construction of a seagoing submarine to have a speed of 
twenty knots, at a cost not to exceed $1,400,000, and the 
Navy Department a month ago awarded it to the Electric 
Boat Company at $1,350,000. 

“A surface speed of twelve knots and a submerged 
speed of ten knots seldom has been exceeded,” said Cap- 
tain Lake. “No submarine in service has attained a 
speed of more than seventeen knots for one hour, although 
some are in course of construction that are expected to 
give a speed of eighteen knots on the surface and eleven 
knots submerged for forty hours. It will be two years 
before we shall see a twenty-five knot submarine, if we 
do then. It will require an engine capable of delivering 
5,000 horsepower to a shaft, whereas the limit of the 
largest heavy oil engine yet built is 1,300 horsepower. 
Therefore, the work of the submarine in the present war 
will continue to be confined principally to coast opera- 
tions, and the instances will be rare when it will deal 
destruction to battleships or swift merchant vessels on 
the high seas.” . 
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ANECDOTES OF WAR HEROES. 


That there was a marked difference between the fight- 
ing methods and characteristics of the Western and the 
‘astern soldiers in the Union Army is emphasized by 
Major Gen. Grenville M. Dodge, U.S.V., in his “Personal 


Recollections of President Abraham Lincoln, Gen. 
Ulysses S. Grant and Gen. William T. Sherman.” He 
visited Grant at City Point in August, 1864, where he 
saw the Eastern troops fight. “I was greatly impressed,” 
says General Dodge, ‘‘as I saw the troops move up to 
the enemies’ works and stand so steadily and receive 
the destructive fire without taking cover. In the West 
under the same conditions our men would have gone to 
eover when they saw there was no possibility of carrying 
the works before them, but here they seemed to wait for 
an order. In the West during the time they stood there 
awaiting the order to retire our whole line would have 
found shelter behind trees or buried themselves in rifle 
pits.” This would indicate that the Western soldiers 
of the Civil War were the forerunners of the trench- 
digging soldiers of the present war. In this volume, 
which has just been published, General Dodge tells of 
incidents in his acquaintance with the three great figures 
of the Civil War period which have not found their way 
into the formal “lives.” At City Point the Federal Army 
was lying after the great campaigns of the Wilderness 
and the Potomac. “I saw there,” says General Dodge, 
“the finest of all our armies, the best equipped, the 
best organized, and it had everything that a soldier 
could need. Rufus Ingles [Ingalls?] took us up to 
their sample room, showing me the supplies they had 
ready to furnish to-the soldiers. General Grant said: 
‘Dodge, if you just had this sample room, it would be 
all you would want for your corps.’” Around the camp 
fire Grant would talk freely of the plans that had 
failed to materialize. When he felt at liberty to talk, 
Grant talked freely. After listening several evenings to 
the discussions of these matters, General Dodge very 
innocently and naturally asked Grant who was respon- 
sible for the failures. Looking at the questioner, which 
was his wont, Grant replied: “That, General, has not 
yet been determined.” General Grant, says the author, 
was never known to make a public criticism of an officer. 
General Dodge considers those days at City Point the 
darkest in the career of Grant in the East, “for the 
country had commenced to talk about his campaign as 
not being a success, his great battles as butcheries, and 
there was a great deal of criticism of them. ‘There 
were about as many men deserting from that army— 
drafted men—as there were recruits coming to him, but 
General Grant was certain that his next campaign 
would be a success,” 

On leaving City Point Grant asked General Dodge 
to call on Lincoln. He did not give any reason for 
this request. The visit at the White House was made. 
Lincoln saw that his visitor was ill at ease and read 
aloud from a humorous book by Artemus Ward. When 
Dodge had laughed, Lincoln felt he had his visitor in 
the right mood and then plied him with questions about 
Grant. The questioning went on during lunch. As they 
rose from the table Lincoln asked what Dodge thought of 
Grant and his next campaign. General Dodge said: 
“Mr. President, you know we western men have the 
greatest confidence in General Grant. I have no doubt 
whatever that in his next campaign he will defeat Lee. 
How or when he is to do it, I cannot tell, but I am 
sure of it.’ Lincoln took both his visitor’s hands in his 
and very solemnly said: “You don’t know how glad 
I am to hear you say that.’”’” General Dodge did not 
know then that Lincoln’s table was piled with letters 
demanding the change of Grant, declaring that his cam- 
paign was a failure. 

When in authority in Missouri, General Dodge issued 
an order that any citizens harboring guerrillas or know- 
ing of their whereabouts must report the facts at the 
nearest Federal post or be shot. A few days later one 
lieutenant discovered a citizen harboring some guer- 
rillas and had him shot. This act caused a great deal 
of protest, but General Dodge stood by the lieutenant. 
This single execution had a wonderful effect in restoring 
order by depriving guerrillas of places of refuge and 
driving thousands of Confederate sympathizers out of 
the state. . 

About Christmas, 1863, Generals Grant, Sherman and 
Dodge attended a theater in Nashville, where “Hamlet” 
was being played. The three were in rough campaign- 
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ing clothes. The theater was full of soldiers but none 
recognized the distinguished trio who had seats in the 
front row of the balcony. The Hamlet of the company 
murdered his part to the great mental distress of Sher- 
man, who was a fine critic of Shakespeare and who made 
audible protests. At last in the grave-digger’s scene 
where Hamlet picks up the skull of Yorick and solilo- 
quizes upon it, a soldier in the back part of the house 
rose and shouted, “Say, pard, what is it, Yank or Reb: 
This brought down the house, and in the roar of laughter 
the three officers escaped unnoticed from the theater. 

When Sherman decided early in 1864 not to take any 
colored regiments with him he was severely criticized. 
His answer to General Dodge on that criticism was 
this: “I propose to leave the colored troops to occupy 
our lines of communication where they can have the 
protection of intrenchments and a chance to drill; and 
I do not propose in this campaign that the rebels shall 
say that for me to whip them it was necessary to take 
part of their negroes to do it.” In this European war 
with troops of blacks and whites indiscriminately mixed 
on the firing lines, the Sherman idea does not seem to 
prevail. This very interesting book is published by the 
Monarch Printing Co., Council Bluffs, Iowa. 








THE PANAMA CANAL. 

“The Panama Canal” (John Wiley and Sons) is a 
book which acknowledges a trio of authors singularly 
well fitted to discuss the various phases of national and 
international life touched by that great waterway. It 
is designed to cover the history and construction of the 
eanal and its relation to the Navy, international law 
and commerce. Many and instructive illustrations accom- 
pany the text, especia!ly those with the technical descrip- 
tion by Civil Engr. Reuben E. Bakenhus, U.S.N., of the 
method of construction and manner of taking a vessel 
through the canal. Of great importance to the proper 
understanding of the effect of the canal upon shipbuilding 
and vice versa are some of his remarks, notably at page 
93, where he says that “within the next generation the 
eanal may become one of the elements exercising a 
retardant influence on the size of ships, depending on 
developments in the commerce of the world. More 
important is the effect of the canal on the size of naval 
vessels. If the ratio of increase in size noted between 
1900 and 1912 is maintained, the limiting beam would 
be reached in ships authorized in about 1915.” It is not 
to be assumed that the size of the locks cannot be in- 
creased except at a prohibitive cost. Mr. Bakenhus 
says: “No physical obstacle will prevent the engineer 
of the coming generation from building an additional 
series of locks should experience show wider or longer 
locks to be ‘a real necessity. The cost will be great, but 
not necessarily prohibitive, and will, be but a small 
fraction of the original cost of the canal.’ After dis- 
cussing the character, effect and future possibilities of 
the slides, Mr. Bakenhus says: “It is most fortunate 
that we did not adopt the sea level canal, for with eighty- 
five feet greater depth the slides in the Culebra Cut might 
easily have been fourfold the present extent and might 
indeed have been a problem of the first magnitude.” It 
is his opinion that the fleet of dredges and excavating 
apparatus will be able to meet the slide problems as they 
arise. 

The chapters on “The Navy and the Panama Canal” 
and the “V’anama Canal in International Law” are by 
Capt. Harry S. Knapp, U.S.N. One cannot read his 
remarks on the scope of the Hay-Pauncefote treaty 
without being aware of the chances for important dis- 
agreement as to what constitutes “neutralization” of 
the canal in the event of the United States being at war, 
especially with Great Britain. Toward every other 
nation the treaty with the Republic of Panama which 
ended the foreign character of the canal territory changes 
the rights of the United States in the control and manage- 
ment of the canal, but not toward Great Britain, accord- 
ing to Captain Knapp, who maintains that the United 
States when at war will not allow the war vessels of 
her enemies to use the canal nor her enemies’ private 
vessels unless the character of the voyage be innocent 
as regards the United States. As to the claim that the 
canal will double the effectiveness of the Navy, the author 
says that such an assumption is beside the mark, as it 
will do nothing even approaching it. The views of the 
author on this point were given in our columns several 
years ago when this paper appeared in the Proceedings 
of the U.S. Naval Institute. This book is made up of 
papers which originally were published in the Proceed- 
ings.. T'uey won so favorable a reception that it has 
been deemed fitting to preserve them in book form. The 
commercial importance of the canal is exhaustively dis- 
cussed by Professor Emory R. Johnson, University of 
Pennsylvania. 
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AEROPLANE BIDS. 

Fifteen bidders, representing practically every aero- 
plane manufacturer in the country, took part in the 
first open competition held by the Navy Department for 
seagoing hydroaeroplanes for the fleet. The conditions 
required a hydroaeroplane that would carry two per- 
sons, guns, ammunition, wireless outfit, and a certain 
amount of armor protection, at a speed of from fifty to 
eighty miles an hour. All the machines offered were 
biplanes of what is known as the seagoing type. The 
weights proposed were between 2,500 and 3,000 pounds, 
and the total useful load they are to carry will average 
about 600 pounds. All information as to the details 
of the machines offered was refused by the Navy De- 
partment, and every effort will be made to keep certain 
improvements devised by some of the bidders from_be- 
coming public. The Department, however, expressed its 
satisfaction with the results of the competition and the 
ability shown by American designers to offer machines 
which would stand the most favorable comparison with 
those used abroad. It will take some weeks to go over 
the confidential data submitted and decide which com- 
panies will be given the award. Six machines in all 
were asked for and the following bids were received, the 
price quoted being that for each machine:

$17,925; Gallaudet Company, Ine., $18,000; Grinnell 
Aeroplane Company, $15,000; William C. Hurst,

Company (motor only), $4325; Thomas Brothers Aero- 
plane Company, $8.900; Thomas Brothers Aeroplane 
Company, $12,980; The Tygard Engine Company (motor 
only), $14,000; The Wright Company, $15,000; B. 
Stephens and Son, $6,600; G. HII. Armitage, $8,350; 
A. M. Herring, $6,900. 

One company, the Gallaudet Gompany, submitted a 





bid for one machine only, at $18,000. The B. F. Sturte- 
vant Company submitted bid for the power plants only, 
at a unit price of $4,325. The Tygard Engine Company 
also submitted bid for power plants only a a unit price 
of $14,000. 
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A DISCOVERY AFFECTING EXPLOSIVES. 


Announcement was made this week by Franklin K. 
Lane, Secretary of the Interior, that the Bureau of 
Mines had made two chemical discoveries of the greatest 
importance. One will greatly increase the production 
of gasoline, increasing the amount to be obtained from a 


given quantity of petroleum by 200 per cent.; the other 
will make the United States absolutely independent of 
the rest of the world in the production of materials neces- 
sary for the dye industry and the manufacture of high 
explosives. The discoverer of these two processes is Dr. 
Walter F. Rittman, of the Bureau of Mines, the work 
having been done at Columbia University, New York. 
Application has been made by Dr. Rittman on behalf 
of the Federal Government to patent these processes to 
prevent any monopoly in their use, the patents to be 
dedicated to the American people. 

Of the second process Mr. Lane said that it suggests 
the establishment in this country of important dyestuff 
industries in which Germany has heretofore been pre- 
eminent, adding: “It also promises indirectly a measure 
of national safety of incalculable import. Among neces- 
sary ingredients of high explosives used in modern war- 
fare toluol and benzol are in the first rank. Heretofore 
these products have mainly been obtained in Germany 
and England from coal tar, and the explosives manu- 
facturers have had to depend largely on the supply from 
these sources in making explosives. 

“The Federal Government now proposes to obtain the 
toluol and benzol from crude petroleum. The real com- 
fort is that we have the knowledge that this new source 
of supply is at the command of our people and that in 
time of great national stress, if the nation is ever called 
upon to defend itself, we will be able to manufacture the 
most efficient and most powerful explosives known in 
warfare. 

“Were it not for this discovery it is possible that in 
such an emergency we might be compelled to rely largely 
on the greatly inferior explosives that were used in the 
time of our Civil War, and this would spell national 
disaster. Dr. Rittman concludes from his experiments 
that this process may become more economical than the 
German method of obtaining these products from coal 
tar.’ 
Toluol and benzol are important bases in the produc- 
tion of dyestuffs as well as of explosives. 
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GERMAN AND ALLIED STRATEGY. 

The spring approaches and with its advent we may 
look for an increase of activity in the war zones, espe- 
cially in the western field of action, where the contest 
has been for a time less fierce than at the east. The 
report comes that Great Britain has been for some time 
landing 15,000 troops a day on Belgian and French soil 
by way of Plymouth in England and parts on the west 
coast of France. The policy of the Allies appears to 
have been to keep the Germans sufficiently occupied to 
prevent the transfer of troops to the east, but to avoid 
decisive actions so far as possible. The German method 
of vigorous attack is very wearing, and it is the hope of 
the Allies that it will leave them in the best position 
for the coming contests of the spring. A military cor- 
respondent of the Lahore Civil and Military Gazette, 
summing up Dec. 18, 1914, the results of five months’ 
warfare, says: “The Germans have pinned their faith on 
the mastery of numbers to secure for them, against all 
teaching, those decisive encounters which in the past 
have been won in hours and at most a day or two. The 
cult of the decisive battle has overshadowed all other 
teaching, and in no way, except in the use of artillery, 
can the Germans be said to have profited by the lessons 
of their time. A much wiser school has been that of 
the French army, which believed in prolonged action on 
the front, and that numbers would always prevent num- 
bers from claiming quick results in modern war. Know- 
ing that the Germans would attack day after day in 
massed formations, General Joffre, when the situation 
declared itself, allowed the enemy’s formations to destroy 
themselves against his stone walling tactics. The whole 
spirit of Germany has bruised itself in terrific effort, and 
its local successes have profited them nothing, for along 
the whole line from Switzerland to the North Sea the 
allied line has maintained its position with the minimum 
of men used in the actual firing line. 

“General Joffre has killed the German ideal, and Sir 
John French has greatly helped him to give decent 
burial to the idea of German military supremacy, which 
has been taught at seats of learning other than those 
over which our military chiefs had control. The invasion 
of Belgium and the rapid conquest of France; the occu- 
pation of France with a million men behind a field bar- 
rier which had been selected south of Paris; and the 
employment of four-fifths of the German army against 
Russia, were the cardinal points of their campaign, 
which was based on the assumption of Russia’s unreadi- 
ness, Britain’s neutrality, and the ability to spring upon 
France in the process of the latter’s mobilization. The 
political miscalculations were serious, but not vital, and 
could have been remedied by strategical success in the 
field. Their strategy, however, succeeded only up to a 
point in the very rapid and unopposed march through 
Belgium. Thereafter the German plans were knocked on 
the head one after the other from the day when von 
Kluck tried to bring about the strategic concentration 
east of Paris.” 
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The Army and Navy Gazette of Feb. 27 publishes the 
names of 2,400 British soldiers mentioned in the 
despatches of Sir John French. It includes the names 
of 150 officers who have been killed in action or died of 
wounds. It is the third of similar lists published during 
seven months of war. Of 1,508 cases of diseases reported 
from the field up to Feb. 11, and in the forces at home 
up to Jan. 31, 800 were cases of diphtheria with only 
six deaths, 351 deaths from pneumonia, all at home, and 
only one case of smallpox, not fatal, also at home. While 
there are fewer cases of typhoid among the Indian troops, 
the percentage of deaths is sixteen, to only seven among 
the British cases. There has been no case of typhoid or 
cholera. The Army and Navy, Gazette presents an 
equally satisfactory report of the British fleet. Excellent 
results have followed investigations by specialists of the 
various phases of sea life. Thus if gastric diseases were 





common in this dr that ship an investigation by a 
specialist of the dietary of the men showed means of 
checking such complaints. Similarly, methods for the 
prevention of gangrene were examined and tested by other 
physicians with equally good results. Seeking for an 
antiseptic that would prevent the growth of bacteria, 
a medical committee of research concluded that the most 
suitable base was a paste, through which the antiseptic 
could be diffused, as liquid would run out of the wound 
and a powder could not be used conveniently. Encourag- 
ing results are reported.

THE WAR IN EUROPE. 


A squadron of German aeroplanes bombarded the dis- 
trict behind Nieuport Feb. 27. An official note says 
only two casualties were reported, a woman and an 
aged man having been either injured or killed. The 
note also states that a French aviator dropped three 
bombs on the German barracks at Metz. 

The French Headquarters Staff announced Feb. 19 
that six generals of division have been retired to the 
reserve, the best known being General Michel, formerly 
Governor of Paris. Among the newly promoted gen- 
erals de Mitry was mentioned in the order of the day of 
Feb. 4 for showing brilliant conduct, courage and re- 
sourcefulness. Twelve brigadier generals have also been 
retired to the reserve, while one, General Garquy, has 
been simply retired. Among the colonial troops two gen- 
erals of division have been retired to the reserve. 

A despatch from Christiania Feb. 27 states that 
wreckage picked up near Christiansand appears to indi- 
cate a disaster to the German submarine U-9. She has 
played an important part in the war. She sank the 
British cruisers, Hogue, Aboukir and Cressy in the North 
Sea on Sept. 23 and the British cruiser Hawke on 
Oct. 25. 

Three new German submarines arrived by railroad 
Feb. 24 at Pola (the chief naval station of Austria- 
Hungary), according to a telegram to the Tribuna, and 
will soon begin operations not only in the Adriatic, but 
in the Mediterranean. A despatch from Munich says 
that Germany is arranging to send several other sub- 
marines to Austria. 

The Admiralty have promptly recognized the skill and 
courage of Captain Propert, of the merchant steamer 
Laertes, who refused to obey the summons of a German 
submarine, worked his ship up to sixteen knots and, 
steering in a zig-zag course, outpaced the submarine. 

The destruction of the French torpedoboat destroyer 
Dague in the Adriatic Sea was announced Feb. 26 by 
the French Ministry of Marine: While escorting a con- 
voy with provisions for Montenegro she struck an Aus- 
trian mine off the port of Antivari on Feb. 24 and sank. 
Thirty-eight of the crew disappeared. The accident did 
not hinder finishing the work of provisioning and the 
return of the convoy. The Dague was 256 feet long 
and had a displacement of 720 tons. She was built in 
1911, and was rated at a speed of 33.1 knots. Her com- 
plement was eighty-one men. She was armed with two 
3.9-inch guns, four 9-pounders and four 18-inch torpedo 
tubes. 

The American merchant steamship Evelyn, which was 
blown up by a mine in the North Sea, sank in the 
safety zone off the Dutch coast, according to information 
received at the Navy Department Feb. 27 from Comdr. 
Walter R. Gherardi, U.S.N., Naval Attaché to the Amer- 
ican Embassy in Berlin, who is conducting an investi- 
gation into the circumstances surrounding the sinking 
of the Evelyn and the Carib. Commander Gherardi gave 
the location where the Evelyn sank as longitude 53 deg. 
52 min. north and latitude 6 deg. 7 min. east, which is 
about twenty-five miles off the Dutch coast and consi.l- 
erably to the south of the German island of Borkum, 
which is the first of the German isles. The sinking oc- 
curred, it is said, in shoal water. It is believed now 
that the Evelyn struck a floating mine, possibly one 
which had been broken from its moorings in the North 
Sea mine fields and drifted east toward the Dutch coast. 
Although there must be many 4{2rman mines in this 
region, it also is reported semi-officially that several 
British mines have been found adrift on the coast of 
Holland. Consequently, it is feared that it will be im- 
possible for the United States ever to determine the 
nationality of the mine which sank the Evelyn. 

In a despatch to the New York World of Feb. 26 
Gen. W. A. Soukhomlinoff, the Russian Minister of War 
and Adjutant to the Czar, thus explains a recent move- 
ment: “Following numerous attempts to pierce our 
front in the direction of the Bzura and Rawka Rivers 
and in the Carpathians, the Germans since the beginning 
of January have been putting into execution a new plan 
of operations. based on the German superiority in com- 
munication by rail, and having for its object the destruc- 
tion of our army located along the border of the An- 
gerapp River and in the Mazurian Lake region, This 
plan on the part of the Germans called for a great 
concentration of troops in East Prussia and along the 
right bank of the River Vistula. hither they trans- 
ported several newly formed corps, besides troops who 
had been operating on the western front and on the front 
toward the Bzura and Rawka. They also brought up 
several regiments of Hungarians. Our army, in order to 
fight the battle under more favorable conditions, re- 
treated into Russian territory to the fortfied line of the 
Niemen and the Bobr. The right wing of our army, 
threatened on its flank by the enemy, retreated precipi- 
tately, the left wing finding itself, through this maneu- 
ver and its sequel, in an extremely difficult position for 
effective resistance. The rear guards opposed a gallant 
and effective resistance to the enemy for nine successive 
days, until the bulk of the army had been aligned along 
the directions previously chosen. This last operation was 
completed about Feb. 19.” 

Great Britain has requested the State Department at 
Washington to obtain the permission of the German 
government for an American representative, to be selected 
by the American Ambassador, Mr. W. H. Page, to pro- 
ceed to Germany and inspect the camps of the British 
prisoners of war with the same freedom that a repre- 
sentative from the American Embassy at Berlin was 
allowed to inspect the detention camps in the United 
Kingdom. a 
: lord Lonsdale, who has inspected most of the horses 
in the country occupied by the British troops in France 
and Flanders, says that it is impossible to praise too 
highly the forethought, organization and work generally 
of the Army Veterinary Corps, and he is able to assure 
us that many of the stories of preventable suffering are 
baseless. 

From Jan. 26 to Feb. 16, twenty-one days, the British 
forces in France and Belgium had eighty-four officers 
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killed and 151 wounded, while twenty-five were reported 
missing. This information is given in the official offi- 
cers’ casualty list, issued Feb. 27. The list in its de- 
tail shows that the Coldstream Guards had five officers 
killed and five wounded in three weeks. The other 
-losses were rather evenly divided among seventy differ- 
ent organizations. Added to previous officers’ casualties, 
the list of Feb. 27 shows that Great Britain since the 
beginning of the war has had 1,894 officers killed and 
2,629 wounded, while 690 have een reported missing. 

Regarding the wounds made by modern rifles, Lieut. 
T. M. Nair, M.D., a member of the staff of the British 
hospital ship Madras, which is employed in conveying 
wounded Indian soldiers from East Africa back to 
India, says that the velocity of a bullet fired from a 
high velocity rifle is enormous, but anything, particu- 
larly at close range, will turn it aside. The peculiar 
course taken by some of the bullets was most inter- 
esting. One man was hit over the heart, but the bullet 
struck the rib, and instead of smashing it and inflicting 
a fatal wound as would be expected, it traveled round 
along the rib until it reached the muscles of the back 
where it was found embedded. In another case a man 
was hit in the thigh, and the bullet swerved, came out, 
entered the other leg, turned again and came out, mak- 
ing four wounds, two in each leg. There was a case in 
our Civil War where a soldier was wounded in seven 
places by a single bullet. He had been getting over a 
fence and was doubled up in such a way that the bullet 
struck his ankle, then his knee, elbow, a finger and two 
other places, finally going through his ear. 

With a view to emphasizing the importance of anti- 
typhoid inoculation, the British War Office have issued 
a leaflet for distribution to the troops, which is signed 
by Sir Frederick Treves and the presidents of six royal 
colleges of physicians or surgeons in the United King- 
dom. The leaflet contains some instructive figures. 


In future all British soldiers belonging to the Baptist, 
Congregational, Primitive Methodist, and United Meth- 
odist Churches, who are serving at any given station 
will, as far as possible, be placed under the care of a 
single minister, who will be nominated by a united board 
to represent the four churches concerned. 

A battalion of Welsh Guards is to be added to the 
British Brigade of Guards. 

The old wooden training ship of the British navy, the 
Britannia, is to be broken up, her figure-head being pre- 
served as a memento in the grounds of the Royal Naval 
College at Dartmouth. This is the eighth Britannia. 
She was originally laid down as a sailing three-decker 
in 1848, but launched as a screw ship of 131 guns in 1860 
under the name of Prince of Wales. 


Egypt is described as the ideal country for army ma- 
neuvers. The eastern bank of the Suez Canal for its 
whole length, its western bank from Ismailia to Suez, 
the illimitable desert area lying east and west of Cairo, 
the sandhills and desert coastal strip east of Alex- 
andria, and the Mariut Steppe west of that part are 
admirable training grounds for large bodies of troops. 

The frequency of frost bite among the British soldiers, 
compelled to stand for many hours in deep water in the 
trenches, prompted a number of Englishmen, military and 
civilian, to try to find a remedy. The result has been 
the invention of a sort of wader-stocking, perfectly water- 
proof, which can be worn comfortably with the service 
boots. Experiments with them have proved very satis- 
factory, and the government has given a_ preliminary 
order for 10,000 pairs of them for immediate use at 
the front. 

During some recent operations in the East a British 
man-of-war seized a Turkish dhow, and the officer search- 
ing her trod on a piece of sacking in the bottom with 
something soft beneath it. On investigation four wretched 
Abyssinian girls were found, still decorated with the 
ornaments they had been wearing when kidnapped to be 
taken across and sold into slavery. The poor things 
were taken alongside the man-of-war, and as they were 
too weak to move, a stalwart bluejacket picked up each 
damsel and carried her up the gangway. One of them, 
to more firmly secure her position, put her arm round 
hr preserver’s neck, and he, observing doubtless some 
amusement on the face of his superior officer on deck, 
explained: “I can’t help it, sir, she will do it.” 

The French have been deriving comfort from the re- 
ported saying of Mme. Fraya, a Parisian Sibyl, who is 
supposed to be able to tell what is to happen to an ab- 
sent person by examining the hand of his sister. Ex- 
amining the hand of a stranger brought to her by one of 
her devotees Mme. Fraya said: “I am a little embar- 
rassed. You have a brother?” “Yes, but why do you 
ask?’ Because,’ replied the chiromancienne, “I _per- 
ceive the speedy and disastrous end of an undertaking 
at the head of which is your brother.” The visitor, 
with an outburst of laughter, said: ‘Madame, I think 
on this point you are mistaken.” After the interview 
Mme. Fraya was astonished ‘to learn that she had been 
holding the hand of the Princess of Saxe-Meiningen, 
sister of William IT. 

Discarding the idea that tall men make better soldiers 
than short men the British War Office has sanctioned 
the formation of “bantam” regiments. Combatting the 
current notion that Highlanders are exceptionally tall, 
Mr. J. M. Bulloch points out that the fact is that the 
first recruits to the Gordon Highlanders in 1794 had an 
average stature of 5 feet 51% inches. In 1900 the aver- 
age height of a large sample of the Aberdeenshire rural 
population was found to be 5 feet 5.72 inches. The 
average height of the British recruit in 1900 to 1910 
was 5 feet 6.1 inches. In a discussion in London on 
“Tall versus Short Men for the Army,” Dr. M. S. Pem- 
brey said the test of the soldier’s efficiency is not his 
height, nor his weight, nor his girth, but his ability to 
bear the physical and mental stress of active service, to 
march, shoot straight, and to subordinate his own inter- 
ests to those of the race. The essential organs for life 
are in the head and trunk. ‘These are often better de- 
veloped in short than in tall men. The difference in 
height between a tall and a short man is due chiefly to 
the longer legs of the former. A man 6 feet 41% inches 
was, in the standing position, 1014 inches taller than a 
man 5 feet 6 inches, but in the sitting position the dif- 
ference is only 344 inches. 


“Among the new phases of warfare in Europe,” writes 
a correspondent of the Civil and Military Gazette of 
Lahore, India, “that waged by the aid of petrol is the 
most striking. The retreat of the British forces from 
Mons to Marne gave the Germans an opportunity of 
demonstrating how valuable petrol could be in moving 
troops rapidly from point to point. But for the very 
effective method the Germans developed of constantly 
bringing up to the fighting line fresh troops and material 
by means of motor cars and lorries, the. British would 
have held their antagonists at several points during the 
retirement. Another matter in which the Germans have 
shown initiative, and compelled us to reconsider our 


opinions, is that of machine guns, which they have 
used with remarkable effect both in attack and defense. 
If British military authorities are slow to move they 
never fail to make the most of the lessons once they 
have accepted them. The utility of the mechanically 
propelled vehicle as a means of supply was early grasped 
and put to advantage long before the war, and in this 
the British army stands pre-eminent. Now the possi- 
bilities of combining the machine gun with the mechani- 
cally propelled vehicle are being exploited with remark- 
able effect, by the formation of batteries of machine 
guns mounted on petrol machines to act either as in- 
dependent units or as integral parts of batteries of field 
guns, to which they can act as escorts, so releasing in- 
fantry men. .The gun is an excellent one, but the de- 
‘tails of it I omit for obvious reasons.” 

The secretary of the British Royal Field Artillery 
Institution contributes to the R.A. Journal a state- 
ment of the artillery which the Germans have in the 
field, apart from the siege trains. He states that the 
army artillery allotted to an army of three or more 
Army Corps consists of two batteries of four 21-c.m. 
(8.27-in.) howitzers. The heavy field artillery of a 
German Army Corps consist usually of four batteries 
of four 15-c.m. (5.9-in.) howitzers, firing a 90-lb. shell 
with 985 f.s. muzzle velocity. Some Army Corps have 
4,2-in. heavy field guns, firing a 39.6-lb. high explosive 
shell with a muzzle velocity of 1,970 f.s., and others 
have the new 138-c.m. (5.12 in.) heavy field guns with a 
high explosive shell weighing 66 lbs. with a muzzle 
velocity of 1,970 f.s. The field artillery of a German 
division consists of two regiments each of six batteries 
of field guns or light field guns or light field howitzers. 
Each regiment is divided into two Abteilungen of three 
batteries, and each Abteilung constitutes a tactical unit 
corresponding to our artillery brigade. In the regular 
divisions, three of the four Abteilungen consist of gun 
batteries and one of howitzer batteries, so that there 
are fifty-four field guns and eighteen light field howitzers 
per division. These latter have the same divisional ar- 
tillery as the regular divisions, but no corps artillery. 
Some anti-aircraft guns are no doubt with the German 
armies, but nothing is known as to their numbers. An 
Army Corps has eight field artillery ammunition columns 
and eight heavy artillery ammunition columns. One of 
the former is for light field howitzers. Each division 
has, besides the above, four light field artillery ammuni- 
tion columns, one for each Abteilung. 

Remarking on the fact that the sea fights of this war 
have generally taken place at, or near, the extreme range 
of the heaviest guns on either side, and the victory has 
gone to the side with the most guns of the largest caliber, 
or the longest range, the United Service Gazette says: 
“Even in the battle off the coast of Chile, ships with 
6-inch guns on board had but little chance to use them. 
In the battle off the Falklands Admiral Sturdee sunk 
the two largest of his opponent’s vessels with his two 
battle cruisers, neither of which carried 6-inch guns. If 
the last of the North Sea battles was fought at a dis- 
tance of over eight miles, it was the primary gun that 
settled the business, and as experience has now shown 
that long-range fights will be the rule, only to be broken 
in exceptional circumstances, then the tonnage of our 
bigger ships will be better employed in carrying more 
heavy guns, or in providing extra speed, than in carry- 
ing secondary batteries of 6-inch guns for these ‘ex- 
ceptional’ cases. During the whole of this war, so far 
as we have been told, the enemy has only once attempted 
to attack our heavy squadrons in the North Sea or Adri- 
atic, by surface torpedo craft. This was during the last 
battle and the torpedo craft were then driven off by our 
12 inch gun fire. It is now recognized that such attacks 
could only succeed under the most favorable circum- 
stances. The best defense, also, of heavy craft against 
submarine attack, is now allowed, by common consent, 
to be a vigilant destroyer patrol. Hence, if secondary 
armaments are not neded to beat off surface or under- 
water torpedo craft attack, and can rarely be used in 
eontests between heavy ships, on account of long-range 
fights being the rule, then it is a question if they are 
needed at all, and if the flotation they absorb cannot be 
put to better use.” 
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UNSINKABLE SHIPS. 


To THE Eprror OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

Warfare effects reforms which cannot be effected in 
any other manner, and often it does this automatically. 
A few years hence we may well think it incomprehensible 
that in the early part of the century there should have 
been seen upon the water any structures for the habita- 
tion and activities of human beings and yet capable of 
being sunk—except structures intended to subside at will, 
either for attack upon an enemy or for peaceful exami- 
nation of the sea bottom. The submarine, built expressly 
to go under, will probably force men to build or alter all 
other vessels in such fashion that at no time nor in any 
circumstances can they go under. : 

There is nothing in naval architecture easier to bring 
about than this is. From the time of launching the water 
is man’s friend. Never does it become his enemy, unless 
through his own obstinacy or his lack of thoughtfulness. 
Its constant effort is to buoy up every vessel so con- 
structed as that it can in some way buoy her. But for 
the facts that women ignorant of the dangers of the sea 
are fond of lofty apartments, and that they rule husbands 
who hold the pursestrings, and that money investments 
by stockholders call for dividends, all the liners would 
long since have been provided with shallow horizontal 
watertight compartments on each deck above the water- 
line, and in some cases on one or two decks beneath it. 
The lower such a vessel settles after being wounded, the 
firmer becomes her hold upon the water. The people go 
up the ladders to some upper covered deck where rubber 
boots will not be needed. ‘There they either wait for sea 
and weather in which they can be taken off without 
danger, or, if preferred, they stay on board and soon 
are towed into some port with enough depth of water 
on the bar. 

Putting into a vessel these mezzanine buoy-decks, as 
one might call them, will not cut down too low for com- 
fort the head room, which is usually much higher than 
is necessary; although it may then be found too low to 
please the luxurious who cross the ocean for distraction. 
Such buoy-decks should be filled with medium-sized sheet 
iron watertight tanks of cheap material, fastened firmly 
in position; these should be parted from each -other by. a 
few inches. In the lowest buoy-deck the tank material 
need not be thicker than enough to withstand a water 
pressure of two or three atmospheres, thinning off to 
perhaps the half or quarter of an atmosphere in the 
uppermost buoy-deck. 

Even for only crossing the Channel, and however well 
convoyed, it would seem folly for the British to despatch 


a troopship not thus provided. A few thousand dollars 
expended in materials and labor would within a dozen 
nights and days make any ship absolutely unsinkable and 
perhaps, avoid a drowning massacre. Cut into a number 
of pieces, each piece would still be floating. 

Of all future ships, however, it is the warship proper 
that most needs building in such fashion that she will 
never go down though torpedoed in many places. She 
must be so built as to remain the same formidable battery 
even when her engines have become powefless and when 
she is flooded far above the waterline. 

Just as the coming in of gunpowder did away with 
mail harness for the fighting man, so doubtless will the 
submarine do away with defensive armor except of the 
smallest possible periphery which will protect by all 
means her magazines, her gun apartments (whatever be 
their shape), and the intercommunications, but only the 
essential portions of her machinery. The rest of her body 
must be bared to the enemy. It will be hard for him to 
shoot this so nearly all to pieces that it cannot float her 
fighting section till the last efficient units have been 
killed or wounded. Except as against a fleeing foe, a 
torpedoed ship should be almost as good as ever. -Some 
batteries would call for a special engine of small power 
and a simple hydraulic arrangement for changing her 
heading by a few points. 

It is not mathematics nor some beloved theory, but 
years of personal experiment which have convinced the 
writer that the first principles of hydrostatics and hydro- 
dynamics lend themselves freely to new ship-shape forms 
peculiarly appropriate to warships. Vessels thus modeled 
will chase with a superior speed, and if their engines 
are disabled they can fight to the last gun’s crew and 
never go under. Such forms can be given an immense 
reserve of buoyancy. Also the great saving in weight 
of armor allows heavier guns and more powerful engines, 
and it gives a longer steaming radius. I am aware that 
it would be unreasonable for anyone to believe all this 
except on actual experiments.

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SUGGESTIONS FOR AN ARMY RESERVE. 


Tientsin, China, Jan. 7, 1915. 
To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL: 
From what can be gathered after reading the many 
suggestions of a military reserve, I cannot recall any 
suggestion of this sort. 


It is my belief that there are now several thousand 
soldiers serving in the Regular Army who have twenty- 
five years or more service to their credit. Were these 
men all retired it would make a saving of one-third of 
the pay and allowances attained by these men remaining 
in the Service for the remaining five years required for 
retirement under the thirty-year law now in force. If 
wanted, these men could very readily be called into the 
Service, they being on the retired list and pay roll of 
the Army. 

In time of war, were they grouped together in regi- 
ments of 1,000 men each, there would not be a Regular 
Army regiment that could compare with them. Men with 
twenty-five years’ service are men with a thorough: mili- 
tary training, both in the field and for garrison duty, 
and will accomplish nothing more in the way of training 
should they remain in the Service the remaining five 
years to retirement. In the event of war that would 
require that volunteers be organized these men could be 
distributed throughout the volunteer regiments, which 
would be an encouragement to the volunteers and would 
put them on an equal footing with the Organized Militia. 
In time of peace they could be used to a great advantage 
among the Militia regiments throughout the United 
States, and no Militia regiment, troop, battery or com- 
pany need want for instructors, as this would put several 
thousand men available for this duty, thus relieving the 
details from the Regular Army. It would give a sufli- 
cient number of instructors of all grades and from all 
branches of the Service that even the military schools 
could be supplied.

CAVALRY SADDLE EXPERIMENTATION. 


To THE EpiTror oF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

Under date of Jan. 14, 1915, the Chief of Ordnance 
addressed a letter to The Adjutant General, which has 
been referred to the commanding officers of eight Cavalry 
regiments, and reads as follows: 

“The 125 service saddles of the Cavalry Equipment 
Board model, which were issued to Troops B and D, 11th 
U.S. Cavalry, about eighteen: months ago, have recently 
been returned to this department. An examination of 
these saddles shows that the frames thereof have been 
broken in various places. While the frames of the ser- 
vice saddles, model of 1912, recently issued to designated 
organizations, were strengthened in some ‘points as much 
as twenty-five per cent., still it is not desired to undertake 
the further manufacture of these saddles in quantity 
until it has been ascertained whether or not the frames 
of the saddles recently issued are satisfactory. 

“With this end in view, it is recommended that the 
commanding officers of the 11th, 5th, 13th, 15th, 3d, 
14th, 1st and 6th Regiments of Cavalry, to whom this 
equipment has been directed issued at the rate of one 
complete set per squadron, be called upon to report if 
any breakages are discovered in the frames of the saddles 
issued to these squadrons. It is requested that early 
reports be made if any defects are found in the saddles 
as issued by this department.” 

The above but serves to call attention to an additional 
defect in a saddle which, during several years of con- 
scientious endeavor by officers keenly interested in bring- 
ing out all its good points under service conditions, seems 
to have signally failed to come up to expectations. 

It must be remembered that this saddle is not an 
ordnance saddle, except in so far as the Ordnance De- 
partment has been the medium of its manufacture and 
trial. It is a product of the mounted service, a majority 
of the board being Cavalry officers, and, as such, is a 
saddle for which the Cavalry Service itself must stand 
sponsor. 

If a vote were taken in the Cavalry Service I wonder 
how many or how few would register unqualified approval 
of the saddle. From conversations with officers during 
the past two years, including those at the Winchester 
Cavalry camp and graduates of the Mounted Service 
School, I cannot think that ten per cent. of the Cavalry 
officers believe the saddle will ever be satisfactory to the 
Service. 

Too great credit cannot be given the board of officers 
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who designed the saddle, experimented with it, and who, 
with the most indefatigable zeal and professional spirit, 
have done their level best to produce a saddle which 
would not only be an improvement on the McClellan, but 
which was fondly hoped might be better than any other 
saddle in the world. 

I may be mistaken, but it has apparently been a dis- 
appointment in almost every way. Of course, those most 
interested in its development have consistently explained 
from time t6 time that just) one more defect needed 
remedying, and that done it would give no more trouble. 
But in almost every instance the defect has been but one 
in a continuous succession of disappointments. 

I recall that on arrival at Winchester, Va., in the 
summer of 1913, a squadron of the — Cavalry reached 
camp with the most terrible lot of sore-backed horses it 
has ever been my misfortune to witness. It was com- 
manded by a major of exceptional ability, and was 
equipped with the saddle of the Cavalry Equipment 
Board. Apparently everything had been done that was 
possible, during the long journey of hundreds of miles, 
to march scientifically and to adapt the saddles to the 
condition of the horses. The principal reason given at 
that time for the condition of the backs was that the 
bearing surface of the saddles was too convex, and that 
by flattening the middle third (as had been done experi- 
mentally with a few saddles on the march) the defect 
would be remedied. Whether this has been borne out 
by subsequent trial the writer does not know. It does 
seem, however, to be ill considered and inadvisable to 
continue experimentation indefinitely with this saddle, 
if it has inherent defects which may never be overcome. 

According to my notion, the Ordnance Department is 
most willing and anxious to fabricate for the mounted 
service the type of saddle that it (the mounted service) 
desires. The question now is, Does the mounted service 
desire the saddle of the Cavalry Equipment Board? 

If a change was and is to be made from the old Mc- 
Clellan to a type of fiatter saddle in keeping with the 
seat now taught to the mounted service, why does not 
the Cavalry Service recommend the adoption of one of 
the field saddles of the great Powers? Officers who have 
ridden the French field saddle for officers and enlisted 
men have been most enthusiastic in its praise. It has 
been tried out abroad for a long period of years, and 
there would appear to be nothing in our terrain or our 
method of fighting to require a special type of field saddle, 
differing from that in use on the Continent. 

It is feared that the old bugaboo of antipathy against 
all things foreign must have had much to do with a 
desire to develop a saddle all our own, and to improve 
on a pattern which had gone through a number of wars 
and war maneuvers without disappointing the profes- 
sional soldiers who were using it. 

Should the new saddle prove a grievous disappointment 
after issue to the Service, the Cavalry arm will have no 
one but itself to blame if it displays lackadaisical in- 
difference to what so vitally concerns its future efficiency.

AN ARMY VIEW OF CHRISTIAN SCIENCE.

My attention has recently been called to two references 
to Christian Science in your columns that indicate a 
lack of clear understanding as to what Christian Science 
is and what it teaches.

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AMENDMENTS TO THE LAW OF NEUTRALS. 
To THE EprtoR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

It is a curious fact that little within the volumes of 
those who have attempted to codify the law of nations or 
recite rules which have been formally sanctioned touches 
upon the rights of neutrals. Such law as there is has 
been made by belligerents in war times, and under com- 
pulsion. Therefore the text-books have much to say of 
the duties of neutrals. 

Three things are at present conspiring to bring about 
tremendous changes in this field: 

1. Extraordinary commercial developments accom- 
panied by scientific discovery and the intermingling of 
civilized peoples. 

2. The interweaving of dream stuff into such prac- 
tical theories as have produced the Hague Court of Ar- 
bitration. 

3. A worldwide war with startling characteristics 
which are of enormous importance to neutrals. 

What these changes will be nobody knows. We may 
have a golden age with an international police keeping 
order, and a high tribunal, telling nations—‘to go,” 
“to come,” and “to do”’—as it lists, although it is hard 
to imagine sovereign states either playing the obedient 
or joint coercion role, unless it suits their convenience. 
We may have a world-state with all socialistic refine- 
ments, and we may have an autocratic league of nations 
endeavoring to pack the cards. 

There is ground for hope and ground for fear, as there 
always is, when the order of things is shifted. Meantime 
it will be surprising if the peoples of countries which 
are now vitally affected by the belligerency of their neigh- 
bors do not speak at the close or perhaps even before 
the close of the hostilities which have involved the East- 
ern Hemisphere. If they do so effectively, the law of 
neutrals will be substantially amended within a decade. 

Some one has said that there is a strict analogy be- 
tween the relations of single individuals and the great 
aggregations of individuals called nations. Probably 
there is, but if so, it is not recognized in jurisprudence. 
This is aptly illustrated by the case of Messrs. Brown, 
Jones and Robinson. Mr. Brown has an elaborately 
planned garden (neutral trade), which is fastidiously 
cared for. Mr. Jones (about to pose as a belligerent), 
happens unfortunately to meet Mr. Robinson (another 
prospective belligerent), whom he can’t abide, in the 
vicinity of Mr. Brown’s garden. Something said or 
done by Mr. Jones so lacerates Mr. Robinson's feelings 
that he squares off and damages Mr. Jones’s nose. The 
latter makes reprisals, and the fun gets warm and 
ferocious. At no special moment do either of the com- 
batants get over on to Mr. Brown’s garden, but they 
destroy the pretty fence erected at considerable expense, 








reach inside the enclosure for missiles, and manage when. 


they fail to hit each other, to wreck Mr. Brown’s con- 
servatories, bring down nicely trained fruit, and _ be- 
spatter his flowers. 

In everyday life Mr. Brown would become an ener- 
getic if not a blaspheming participant, and the courts 
would do for him what he was unable to do for himself. 
Under the theory of international law, as promulgated 
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not only by Heffter and Phillimore, but by Hall and 
Lawrence, Mr. Brown might do some discreet cussing, 
but has no regular standing as a fighting man. 

That any such ruling is not only arbitrary, but strained 
must occur to any one. It will appear absurd to the 
observer who knows of the impatience with which the 
modern trader views rules and precepts that are arti- 
ficial. Such a one will not hesitate to say that it is 
unnatural for Mr. Brown to stand by and see his prop- 
erty ruined. . 

So it is unnatural for neutral states to submit to 
many of the inconveniences which they are suffering at 
present and have suffered for many generations. 

Because it is unnatural, new standards will shortly 
be substituted for old, and neutral powers will come into 
their own. Up to the present time the neutral business 
man has not realized that his government is playing the 
fool when it permits warring nations to dictate matters 
which have to do with its internal economy. When he 
wakes up to the fact, he will become the dynamic and 
economic cause of bringing about a readjustment. Then 
rte shall hear more of neutral rights and less of neutral 

uties. 

The merchant and manufacturer were submissive 
enough under the old order of things, but in those leis- 
urely days even the wise failed to appreciate the manner 
in which their interests were affected by a feud between 
stranger states. Now it is quite different. The speed- 
ing-up process has trained men to draw quick conclu- 
sions when their pockets are savagely attacked, and if 
their motives are selfish, the result of their action in 
this case may well be as good and sane as if their ener- 
gies were regulated by conscience instead of greed.

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A former French Minister of Public Works, Yves 
Guyot, occupies fourteen of the valuable pages of the 
North American Review for February with idle specula- 
tions as to the nature of the peace the Allies should 
dictate when they conquer Germany.

unconditionally, withdrawing from Belgium and French 
territory, yielding up Berlin, etc. The Russian armies, 
leaving a part of the German forces sunk in the mud- 
fields cf Poland and East Prussia, and having crushed 
the remainder, pass along the left bank of the Oder to 
Breslau and Dresden.

F. C. asks: (1) Has the Auditor for the War Department 
any funds at present for the payment of ‘‘Arrears for Foreign 
Service Pay in Hawaii’’ prior to the time Congress abolished 
it? (2) And, if funds are available for the payment of these 
claims, about what date will they be settled on? Answer: 
File your claim; it is possible that the Appropriation bills 
passed this week may make funds available immediately; or 
else the Auditor could draw on funds at his disposal after 
July 1 next, when the new fiscal year begins. 


F. L. G. asks: (1) About three weeks ago Senator Cham- 
berlain placed the following bill before the House: ‘‘After 
March 1, 1915, all men who have served three years with 
the colors and have received honorable discharges and have, 
since prior enlistment, served twelve consecutive months with 
the colors, shall be placed on the reserve forces.’’ Has this 
bill been passed? (2) In case this bill was not passed, would 
there be any chance of a man, with five years service, bein 
placed on ‘‘reserve’’ upon application? ‘Answer: (1) The bill 
did not come out of committee. (2) See answer to ALM. 

ALM asks: I served one entire enlistment in the Army, 
from Aug. 20, 1911, to Aug. 19, 1914. Serving in present 
enlistment since Sept. 19, 1914. Could I be furloughed to 
the Army Reserve? Answer: In the discretion of the Secre- 
tary of War, ‘‘any enlisted man, at the expiration of three 
years’ continuous service, with such organizations, either 
under a first or any subsequent enlistment, upon his written 
application, may be furloughed and transferred to the Army 
Reserve.’’ See Army bill of Aug. 24, 1912. 

D. M. K. asks: What has been done or is being done with 
Senate bill 47072 Answer: Nothing has been done to in- 
crease the pay of the chief musicians. 


Ls be S.—The 10th Infantry and other regiments going to the 
Canal Zone are to be stationed there as colonial organiza- 
tions. At this writing Congress is fixing the tour of offi- 
cers and men at three years in the Canal Zone. This would 
not prevent keeping the organization there permanently, as 
the personnel could be relieved and returned to the States at 
the end of their tours as are the officers and men now with 
the colonial troops in the Philippines. Final action on the 
Army bill, which will appear on another page, refers to the 
matter of foreign tour. 

C. S. asks: Was discharged by purchase March 25, 1914; 
re-enlisted May 26, 1914; am now on my eighth year. Please 
inform me what the second purchase price will be at the end 
of the year. Answer: $120 in U.S. A soldier once discharged 
by purchase, in the event of his being so discharged again, 
the purchase price will be determined by the length of time 
he has served since last discharged by purchase.

_ T. W._W. asks: (1) How long has a foreigner got to serve 
in the U.S. Army to become a citizen of the U.S.? (2) What 
are the requirements for an enlisted man to pass the examina- 
tion for a commission in the U.S. Army? (3) An enlisted man 
is required to have two years service in the Army before 
being allowed to apply for commission. In case he is a for- 
eigner, do the years previous to his becoming a citizen of 
the United States count? Answer: (1) One enlistment period, 
or he may become a citizen after five years’ residence the 
same as a civilian. (2) Apply through channel for circular. 
(3) He may count actual service as enlisted man, whether 
as citizen or as one who has applied for citizenship, but he 
must be a citizen when he takes examination. 
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Capt. Ralph McCoy, Infantry, U.S.A., on duty with 
the Massachusetts Militia as an inspector-instructor, 
gave an interesting talk Feb. 15 on the needs of na- 
tional defense to the members of the Rotary Club in 
Worcester, Mags. The talk was given in the armory of 
the Worcester battalion of the 2d Infantry, M.V.M., 
and previous to it, the members of the club witnessed 
some interesting drills. Captain McCoy said, in part: 
“The United States has been very aptly described as in 
the position of a dowager, fat, rich, bedecked with jewels, 
surrounded by crooks, and the nearest policeman six 
miles away. This has been her position among the 
nations for so many years that military men and stu- 
dents of history had about reached the conclusion that 
nothing but a disastrous war would ever awaken her to 
the necessity of providing adequate military protection. 
Fortunately within the last six months the situation has 
changed. The subject of our national defense is being 
discussed from one end of fhe country to the other; 
certain it is that with a true understanding of our _mili- 
tary necessities, there will come from the people so 
strong a demand for proper protection that it cannot be 
ignored. Did you ever stop to think of the rise and fall 
of the great nations of ancient history, how each as it 
grew rich, powerful, and arrogant, allowed its military 
forces to fall into neglect? Consider, if you will, the 
fate of Egypt, Persia, Greece, Carthage, Rome. There 
seems to be an invariable natural law that a nation can 
become really great only through force of arms, and that 
when that force is neglected, she will fall. What reason 
have we to believe that modern nations will be excepted 
from this ancient law? It seems to me that the history 
of those old countries, no less than people of our own 
contemporaries, has for us but one lesson—to train our 
people in the use of arms.” Captain McCoy gave an im- 
partial review of the country’s belligerent movements 
— the establishment of its independence from Eng- 
and. 


_— 
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Admiral Dewey, president of the Navy Relief Society, 
in his annual report for 1914, says that “it is most 
gratifying to note the steady and healthy growth of its 
activities.’ The bonds in the hands of the treasurer 
have been increased by ten thousand dollars, the total 
now being $65,000. “The maintenance of this reserve 
fund and its gradual increase is considered essential to 
the future welfare of the society and the wise policy 
of using for this purpose the money donated so gener- 
ously by the University of Pennsylvania from the pro- 
ceeds of the Army and Navy football game should be 
continued.” The report of the corresponding secre- 
tary, Lieut. D. McD. Le Breton, U.S.N., chairman of 
the relief committee, shows that 194 cases of the 384 
deaths in the Service came within the scope of the com- 
mittee. Aid was given in every case where, after due 
investigation, it was found warranted. ‘There were 
thirty-nine new instances of aid needed which with the 
old cases made an aggregate of 101 divided thus: Fam- 
ilies of commissioned officers, 12; of warrant officers, 10, 
and of enlisted men, seventy-nine. The number on 
the current list to whom payments were made in De- 
cember, 1914, were sixty-nine. The total aid dis- 
bursements for the year were $13,486, a substantial in- 
crease over 1913. The amount contributed by the ships 
of the fleet aggregated $5,957.90, exceeding the 1913 
amount by $492.96. The football game receipts go over 
to the 1915 report. The object of the Society is to aid 
the mothers, widows and orphans of officers and en- 
listed men of the U.S. Navy and Marine Corps, in ob- 
taining employment for them and in furnishing educa- 
tional facilities for such orphaned children. The an- 
nual dues of all members of the Relief Society should be 
forwarded to the assistant treasurer, room 502 Navy 
Building, Washington, D.C. 
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The report of the sub-committee of the House of Rep- 
resentatives Committee on Mines and Mining, which in- 
vestigated the Colorado coal strike, was submitted to 
the House March 2. It characterizes the conduct of 
John D. Rocekfeller, jr., in scathing terms, and asserts 
he was obstinate and preferred to win the strike by 
starvation methods. The Militia of Colorado is also de- 
nounced. The report relating to the Militia says: “It 
seems the Militia was on the side of the operators in 
this controversy. The sooner men armed in the service 
of the state learn that the men with whom they may 
deal may be poor and ignorant and even violators of the 
law, but are still human, the better it will be for all 
concerned. The recruiting of mine guards as members 
of the Militia, in our judgment, was a mistake, since 
intense animosity had existed for some time between 
the mine guards and the miners. Some of the Militia- 
men seized the opportunity, while clothed with the au- 
thority of the state, to engage in various lawless acts. 
In other instances the acts were of an immoral kind 
and of such a nature as to be unfit for publication in 
this report.” The committee denounces John M. Chase, 
Adjutant General, for his refusal to testify except upon 
condition that he be not questioned by representatives 
of the miners, and declares that he “was overbearing to 
all who came in contact with him.” The report con- 
demns as inexcusable both the attack on Berwind Camp 
by men alleged to have been strikers, as well as the 
assault upon the Forbes tent colony by armed guards 
using a machine gun. The committee criticizes the 
state authorities for failing to prevent the sale of fire- 
arms to the contending forces.

In view of the doubt expressed by many whether the 
British battleship Queen Elizabeth and Admiral Stur- 
dee’s flagship actually are in the Mediterranean, the 
following extract from a private letter, received in New 
York city, is of interest. It was written by a passenger 
on the White Star liner, S.S. Canopic, dated Feb. 12, 
1915, and mailed from Italy. The writer says: ‘While 
we have had no rough weather on this trip, it has other- 
wise been very interesting. Every night the ship was 
darkened by stuffing the port holes with newspapers, and 
stretching the canvas outside the decks, so no German 
ship might find us. i 





No news was given out to the 
passengers, no wireless was sent, and no lattitude and 
longitude or course of the ship posted. At the Azores 
we got a Portuguese newspaper, which we translated 
the best we could. But Gibraltar was the most inter- 
esting. There lay the Carmania, now all fepaired and 
coaling; also the Invincible which was Sturdee’s flag- 
ship at the Falkland Island fight, and also the Queen 
Elizabeth, which was apparently the very newest of the 
English ships, only out on the sea one month. She 
anchored very close to us, and I got a number of pic- 
tures of her. Just there there was a flash followed by 
a roar. Everyone got excited, fearing a submarine at- 
tack, but it was only practice of the breakwater guns 
within 100 yards of us.” ° 
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Answering a suggestion that slides in the Panama 
Canal showed a mistake in building a lock instead of a 
sea-level canal, Charles Whiting Baker, of Montclair, 
N.J., an engineering authority, said on Feb. 28 that 
the few engineers who were advocates of a _ sea-level 
canal do not like to be reminded of it now. “Bad as 
the slides are and costly as the work of cleaning them 
away is proving to be,” said Mr. Baker, “they would 
be vastly greater if the canal cut at Culebra were made 
eighty-five feet deeper, as it would have to be to lower 
the canal to sea-level. But even this is not the worst. 
In a sea-level canal there would be slides to contend with, 
not merely in the nine-mile-long Culebra cut, but all the 
way across the isthmus—in the deep morasses along the 
lower Chagres, for instance, where in some places the 
soft mud is a hundred feet in depth. I myself when at 
Panama, saw a slide move into the cut which was being 
made for the Gatun locks foundation in which half an 
acre or so of soft ground flowed down the slope like 
stiff molasses. We owe a great debt to President Taft, 
President Roosevelt, Colonel Goethals and the late Al- 
fred Noble and other great engineers, who threw all the 
weight of their influence in favor of a lock canal, that a 
correct choice was made. There is no dissent from this 
in the engineering profession, and the public ought also 
to understand it.”

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Why is it that all public officials are permitted to 
discuss military topics excepting those who are especially 
fitted by long study and practical experience to do so? 
It is not a violation of our neutrality for Congressmen 
who really have power to involve the country in war 


‘to discuss the European conflict from every point of 


view. But the most academic discussion of the war 
by Army or Navy officers is regarded with such grave 
concern that it might be imagined that the discussion 
of the lessons of the war by an officer of the Regular 
Army would be taken by foreign governments as a 
declaration of war. If the country would give as serious 
consideration to the recommendations of Army and Navy 
officers in military affairs the policy of the Govern- 
ment in dealing with the question of national defense 
would take some definite form. Instead of indulging in 
an academic discussion of the patriotism and the bravery 
of trained citizenry, Congress would have received some 
definite recommendation which would have resulted in 
legislation at this session which would have strengthened 
our national defenses. There might be objections to a dis- 
cussion by Army and Navy officers of the military situa- 
tion abroad, but why they should be restrained frou dis- 
cussing our own situation passes the understanding of 
those who are interested in having the country prepared 
to defend itself.

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In the Army AND Navy JourNaL of Oct. 10, 1914, 
page 191, were reported the results of an investigation 
by Loewy and Von der Heide in Berlin, which discussed 
the fact that methyl alcohol in quantities as small as 
two-tenths of one per cent. in the inspired air may lead 
to the slow absorption of the product into the body in 
no inconsiderable amounts.

It would require 
about half a pint of the liquid to be evaporated in a 
room 10x 12x 20 feet, and not allow for any change of 
air. The amount of sulphur dioxide present in the air 
to produce coughing, irritation and injurious effects is 
thirty parts per million, or 0.008 per cent. Please ob- 
serve that I raise no question as to .the character of the 
observations by Loewy and Von der Heide, or the con- 
clusions which they draw. I am only calling attention 
to the fact that the figures as given by, them are not 
small but large. I have had occasion to investigate this 
matter quite thoroughly.”

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A battle between Villa and Carranza troops at San 
Mateo, Chihuahua, and the capture of Acambaro, Guana- 
juato state, is reported to have taken place Feb. 27. The 
forces of Zapata and Gonzalez Garza, in conjunc- 
tion, attacked Mexico City March 1 and were driven off 
according to information by the Carranza agency. Re- 
ports to the State Department indicate that train ser- 


vice between Mexico City and Vera Cruz has been sus- 
pended. According to an announcement of the Carranza 
agency in Washington General Villa has abandoned his 
campaign on the west coast after a defeat at Manzanillo 
and has gone in the direction of Tampico to take com- 
mand of operations against the Carranza forces there. 
Thirty Mexicans, including five women, were killed 
in the harbor of Progreso, Yucatan, Feb. 28, 1915, when 
the gunboat Progreso was blown up by bombs sent 
aboard by a ruse, it is reported. According to the in- 
formation received, a large package of high explosives, 
with a time attachment, was sent aboard the gunboat 
under the guise of supplies. It is said that what pur- 
ported to be a barrel of rice sent on board was in 
reality a bomb prepared by persons opposed to the Car- 
ranza régime. The Progreso had keen used by the Car- 
ranzistas in transporting troops and supplies between 
Vera Cruz and Yucatan. 
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At the recent meeting of the American Istitute of 
Electrical Engineers Mr. C. S. McDowell read a paper 
describing the Beck searchlight, which the U.S. Navy 
has just ordered and with which the German savy is 
equipped. This searchlight is the invention of a Ger- 
man, Heinrich Beck, of Meiningen. The Beck light is 
said to be two and one-half times as powerful as the best 
searchlights previously in use, as shown at the New 
York Navy Yard when it underwent severe service tests 
on the battleship Texas at sea in heavy, wet and misty 
weather. There in gunfire practice it was found that 
the Beck light clearly illuminated a target more than 
three miles distant though the atmosphere was far from 
clear at the time. 
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Accused of conspiracy to defraud the United States 
Government by means of false manifests, prominent 
officers and employees of the Hamburg-American Steam- 
ship. Line were indicted by the Federal Grand Jury at 
New York city March 1, 1915. The indictments were 
the result of a two months’ inquiry into charges made by 
Sir Courtenay Walter Bennett, Consul General of Great 
Britain in New York, that coal and food supplies had 
been sent to German warships in contravention of the 
neutrality laws. The accused pleaded not guilty, and 
were held in $5,000 bail each and have until March 15 
to make their final pleading. They were released on 
bonds furnished by the United States Fidelity and 
Guaranty Company. 
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The amendment to the Army Appropriation bill placing 
company officers of the Porto Rico Regiment of Infaatry 
in the line of the Army is the result of persistent effort 
upon the part of Representative Anthony, of Kansas, 
who four or five years ago took an interest in the Porto 
Rico Regiment and at each session of Congress has been 
proposing amendments for the benefits of the officers of 
the organization. Mr. Anthony is not through yet, for 
he believes that the regiment should be enlarged to con- 
form to the organization of the Army. He would have 
proposed this amendment at this session of Congress had 
he thought that it could get through both houses. 





A Princeton, N.J., despatch of March 4 tells us that 
Princeton will offer a voluntary course in military train- 
ing after Easter, according to an announcement made 
by the university faculty. This is the result of an {in- 
vestigation which has covered several months, and it has 
the vigorous indorsement of President Hibben. The 
course will consist of one hour lecture every week, a 
series of tactical excursions for about two hours every 
fortnight, and regular practice in rifle shooting over 
indoor and outdoor ranges. The work will be under the 
direction of Army officers.

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NAVY OFFICERS SUBJECT TO RESTORATION. 


While the Naval Appropriation bill repeals Section 
9 of the Navl Personnel Act, which established the 
“Plucking Board,” it does not change Section 8, which 
permits voluntary retirements upon June 1 of each year 
when the vacancies for a year have been less than thir- 
teen above the grade of commander, less than twenty 
above lieutenant commander, less than twenty-nine above 


— pee and less than forty above lieutenant junior 
grade. 
With the assurances of the passage of a personnel act 
next year which will provide for an active reserve list, 
it is thought that there will be quite a large number of 
applications for voluntary retirement by officers pre- 
ferring the retired list to the active reserve list. There 
are indications that the Secretary has modified his policy 
in respect to permitting voluntary retirements and has 
become convinced that retired officers form a part of 
the reserve for the Navy as well as former enlisted men. 
The amendment in the Appropriation bill providing 
that the “plucked” officers may be reinstated on the 
active list by and with the consent of the Senate, is 
construed to mean that the President is not authorized 
to give the reinstated officers recess commissions. Aside 
from this it would be unwise to reinstate officers when 
an objection on the part of a Senator might prevent 
any of their confirmations. Officers upon making appli- 
cation for reinstatement must take a physical and pro- 
fessional examination. If all shold be restored there 
would be eight additional rear admirals, thirty addi- 
tional captains, twenty additional commanders and 
twenty additional lieutenant commanders on the active 
list. There are quite a number of lieutenants on the 
retired list who would go up to the grade of captain on

RECENT DEATHS. 

Major Charles Heywood, U.S.M.C., retired, died 
at his home in Washington, D.C., Feb. 26, 1915, after a 
long illness. He was born in Maine Oct. 3, 1839, and 
entered the Marine Corps April 5, 1858. He served until 
retired for age Oct. 3, 1903, and for twelve years was 
its Commandant. During those twelve years the Marine 
Corps was increased from an organization of 2,175 officers 
and men to one of 7,510 officers and men, and was 
thoroughly reorganized. The service of its personnel was 


extended to twenty-nine posts throughout the United 
States, on board ship and to the overseas stations in 
the Far East. The foundation was laid for the incom- 
parable enlisted personnel which the corps prides itself 
upon to-day. A system of training and target practice 
was established and opportunities were given the enlisted 
men to obtain commissions. The first modern quarters 
were built for the corps, and its efficiency was increased 
in many ways. In his Civil War service the then Lieu- 
tenant Heywood served on board the steam frigate 
Cumberland in many engagements incident to the Atlantic 
coast blockade, and commanded the after gun deck divi- 
sion in the fight when the Cumberland went down under 
the attack of the Merrimac. Lieutenant Heywood fired 
the last gun in this fight, saving himself by jumping 
overboard as the vessel went to the bottom. For this 
service he received the brevet of major. He later served 
under Admiral Farragut on board the Hartford in the 
battle of Mobile Bay. As a major of marines he com- 
manded a battalion during the labor riots in Philadelphia, 
Baltimore and Reading in 1877. He was made Colonel 
Commandant of the Marine Corps in 1891. With the 
increase of the corps under his command he was twice 
promoted, first to the grade of Brigadier General Com- 
mandant and later to be Major General Commandant.

Ile has made his home in Washington since his 
retirement. The remains of General Heywood were 


buried February 28 with military honors in Arilngton 
National Cemetery. Religious services were conducted 
at the Portner by Rev. J. M. E. McKee, of the 
Episcopal Cathedral. The escort to the cemetery con- 
sisted of Cavalry and Artillery, U.S. marines and 
bluejackets. The honorary pallbearers were Lieutenant 
General Bates, Major General Ainsworth, Major General 
Humphrey and Major General Merriam, representing 


the Army; Rear Admiral Watson and Rear Admiral 
Osterhaus, representing the Navy; and Major General 


Barnett, Colonels Lauchheimer, Richards, Lejeune, Kane, 
McCawley and Lieutcrant Colonel Russell, representing 
the Marine Corps. 

In Orders 10, March 2, U.S.M.C., announcing with 
deep regret the death of Major Gen. Charles Heywood, 
U.S.M.C., retired, on Feb. 26, Major Gen. George 
Barnett, Commandant, U.S.M.C., says: “General Hey- 
wood entered the Marine Corps in 1858, and from that 
time to the time of his retirement his service was of a 
most distinguished character. He served with marked 
distinction during the Civil War, for which he received 
successively brevet commissions as major and lieutenant 
colonel. In 1891 he was appointed Commandant of the 
Marine Corps, and served in that office until the time 
of his retirement, Oct. 3, 1903. During his incumbency 
as Commandant the corps which he commanded, due to 
his personal efforts, increased not only in number, but 
markedly so in efficiency.” 

Major William Arthur, U.S.A., retired, and a brother 
of the late President Chester A. Arthur, died at his resi- 
dence in Sandy Cove, Cohasset, Mass., Feb. 28, 1915. 
He had been ill for some time, but his death was un- 
expected at this time. He is survived by a widow and 
two daughters. Major Arthur was born in Vermont May 
28, 1834, and served in the Civil War. He was appointed 
first lieutenant, 4th New York Volunteer Artillery, Jan. 
29, 1862; was promoted captain in January, 1863, and 
major the following December. He was_ honorably 
mustered out in April, 1865, and was appointed a captain 
of the Veteran Reserve Corps, from which he was honor- 
ably mustered out in February, 1866. He was appointed 
second lieutenant, 3d U.S. Artillery, Feb. 23, 1866; was 
promoted first lieutenant in July, 1866, and was appointed 
major and paymaster July 26, 1875. He was awarded 
the brevet of captain, U.S.A., for gallant and meritorious 
services in the battle of Spottsylvania, Va.; the brevet 
of major, U.S.A., for gallant and meritorious services in 
the battle of Reams Station, Va., and the brevet of 
lieutenant colonel of Volunteers for gallant conduct in 
the battles of Spottsylvania and Reams Station. During 
the Civil War he served with the Army of the Potomac 
in the campaign of 1864-65; through the Wilderness and 
Spottsylvania Court House, and subsequent operations 
terminating with the surrender of the Confederate Army 
under General Lee. After the Civil War he served at 
various stations on the Atlantic coast, and also in the 
West as paymaster to frontier posts. He was in the field 
with General Crook's column in the campaign against 
the famous chief, Sitting Bull, and hostile Sioux Indians. 
Ile was also stationed at Omaha, New York city, San 
Antonio, Texas, and other points. Ile was retired April 
30, 1898, on his own application. 

Lieut. John M. Trilck, of the Coast Guard Service, 
died suddenly in his room at the Hermitage Hotel, New 
York city, Feb. 28, 1915, following an attack of heart 
disease. Lieutenant Trilck after his graduation at New 
London, Conn., Jan. 18, 1911, was later stationed for a 
time in Porto Rico. He recently obtained a leave to go 
to New York, and was then assigned to the service at 
(Quarantine. Registering at the Hermitage Feb. 27, Lieu- 
tenant Trilck left a call for eight o’clock the next morn- 
ing.

HONORS FOR PANAMA CANAL BUILDERS. 


Col. George W. Goethals, Corps of Engrs., U.S.A., 
who had charge of the building of the Panama Canal, 
and a number of other officers prominent in the work, 
were advanced in rank on March 4. Senator George FE. 
Chamberlain, of Oregon, chairman of the Military Affairs 
Committee, reported the nominations to the Senate in 
open session and they were promptly confirmed. This 
action was taken in accordance with a bill which Con- 
gress passed extending the thanks of Congress to these 
officers and their subordinates “for their distinguished 
services in constructing the Panama Canal.” Colonel 
Goethals was made a major general; Col. H. F. Hodges 
and Lieut. Col. William L. Sibert were made brigadier 
generals of the line, and Brig. Gen. William C. Gorgas, 
Surgeon General, was made major general, Medical De- 
partment, and Civil Engr. H. H. Rousseau, U.S.N., is 
promoted to the rank of rear admiral of the lower nine. 


The promotions in the Corps of Engineers resulting 
from the advancement of Colonel Goethals to be major 
general and Colonel Hodges and Lieutenant Colonel 
Sibert to be brigadier general are as follows: To be 
colonels, Lieut. Cols. Joseph E. Kuhn and William EF. 
Craighill; to be lieutenant colonel, Majors Jay J. 
Morrow, James B. Cavanaugh and James P. Jervey. No 
promotions below that of major can be made at present, 
until the examination of Capt. Arthur C. Williams. 

Other provisions of the bill as adopted of interest 
to the Army and Navy are the following: 





Sec. 3. Such officers of the Army and Navy as were detailed 
for duty with the Isthmian Canal Comission on the Isthmus 
of Panama for more than three years, and who shall not have 
been advanced in rank by any other provision of this bill 
shall be advanced one grade in rank upon retirement: Pro- 
vided, That any officer of the Army or Navy now on the re- 


tired list with similar service shall be immediately advanced 
one grade in rank on the retired list of the Army or Navy. 
Sec. 5. The numbers in such grades provided for in Sec.

2, except where vacancies occurring in any grade by this 
Act can be filled by such officers in a lower grade as are 
entitled to benefits of this Act, shall be temporarily increased 
during the time such offices may be held: Provided, That the 
officer who may be advanced and appointed major general in 
the Medical Department shall thereupon become the head of 
such department, and the operation of so much of Sec. 26 of 
the Act of Feb. 2, 1901, as limits the term of office of the 
head of the Medical Department, U.S.A., shall be suspended 
during the incumbency of the head of the department who 
may be appointed under this Act. Whenever the head of 
the Medical Department appointed under this Act shall be- 
come separated from the active list, by retirement or other- 
wise, the extra office or grade to which he shall have been so 
advanced or appointed shall cease and determine, and there- 
after the rank of the head of the Medical Department, U.S.A. 
shall be that of a brigadier general. Nothing in this Act 
shall operate to interfere with or retard the promotion to 
which any officer would be entitled under existing law: And 
provided further, That the officers advanced to higher grades 
under this Act shall be junior to the officers who now Tank 


them under existing law when these officers have reached 
the same grade. 

Sec. 6. That at any time after the passage of this Act any 
officer of the Army or Navy to be benefited by the provisions 
of this Act may, on his own application, be retired by the 
President at seventy-five per centum of the pay of the rank 
upon which he is retired.

OPINIONS OF JUDGE ADVOCATE GENERAL. 


Refusal on the part of an Army officer to pay the 
Lincoln Express and Van Company, of New York, the 
balance of a bill for packing his household effects is ‘not 
sufficient reason, in the opinion of the Judge Advocate 
General, for the officer’s being held under the 61st or 
62d Articles of War. This officer has already paid the 
company $14.15 and protests against paying any more, 
as he states that the company is responsible for the 
breakage of a mirror and that the general packing of his 
goods was careless in the extreme. 

Despite the fact that the private soldier in Troop G, 
5th Cavalry, who was injured by the explosion of his 
pistol while cleaning it for inspection, was undoubtedly 
aware of the instructions forbidding the carrying of 
loaded pistols when not on duty, the Judge Advocate 
General is of the opinion that he is not guilty of culpable 
contributory negligence and that his wound was received 
in the line of duty. 

A written application of the Boise Military Rifle Club, 
with the permission of the state of Idaho indorsed 
thereon, to use one of the buildings at the abandoned 
Army post at Boise for the storage of guns and equip- 
ment, is approved. The state of Idaho must be respon- 
sible, however, for any damage that may result, and the 
Judge Advocate General further recommends that as 
there are a number of buildings at the post the applica- 
tion should state specifically the building it is desired 
to occupy.

PROGRESS OF THE WAR IN EUROPE. 
THE WESTERN THEATER OF WAR. 


Both sides nave continued their general defensive 
tactics in Belgium and France, making only local attacks. 
Most of the fighting has been along the southern or 
eastern half of the line. The cannonading from the sea 
to the Aisne has continued with varying intensity. Rain 
and snow have hindered operations at many points on 
the front. The Germans have gained some ground north 
of Verdun, improving their situation with respect to the 
investment of that place, and east of Badonviller, about 


eighteen miles west of Alsace. They also continued the 
bombardment of Rheims. ‘The French have advanced 
their lines in the vicinity of Perthes, in Champagne. 
About Hossweier, in Alsace, both French and Germans 
appear to have made some gains. Soissons has been 
subjected to a heavy bombardment. 

Large German reinforcements are reported unofficially 
to be assembling in the center of the German line and on 
the Belgian frontier of Holland. 


THE EASTERN THEATER OF WAR. 


Here the two opposing armies have retained their 
general relative positions, the Russians presenting a 
convex, the Germans a concave front to the enemy. If 
the Russians had 2 sufficient preponderance in numbers 
and were better equipped with artillery their formation 
would favor their breaking through the German center 
and beating the two wings in detail. Being restricted 
as they are to the defensive, their formation would seem 
to give them an advantage over the Germans by shorten- 
ing the distance between their flanks and so facilitating 
their reinforcement. The Germans have nullified this 
advantage by their effective use of the superior railroad 
system in their rear. In case of a victory on either 
flank the result will be less effective or decisive if Russia 
wins than it would be if Germany wins. A Russian 
victory might straighten the line out; a German victory 
would carry the Germans to at least one important line 
of communication, a railroad, the loss of which would in 
itself mean the practical reduction of the Russian forces 
by something like 100,000 men. 

It is to accomplish this that the Germans have been 
driving principally from Eastern Prussia on their left 
and Eastern Galicia on their right against the bow-like 
line of their enemy. 

The German forces in North Poland are concentrating 
their efforts to break through the Russian fortified lines 
and are directing a vigorous attack against Ossowetz. 
They have succeeded in bringing up some of their heaviest 
and most effective guns and claim to have reduced two 
of the forts. Ossowetz is a link in the chain of fortresses 
covering the railroad that connects Warsaw with St. 
Petersburg. It is located only about thirty miles from 
this railroad. The Russians have regained some ground 
lost nearer the center, about Prasnysch, but do not 
threaten the forementioned advance of the Germans. 

In Eastern Galicia the Austrians are pressing, if not 
driving, the Russians north of Stanislau. In the Car- 
pathians the passes are generally, if not all, in the hands 
of the Austrians, but their advance beyond them has 
not succeeded. According to an official Russign report, 
the Russians in one instance won by the use of the 
bayonet, having no artillery in the fight. The opera- 
tions of the allied fleet on the Dardanelles will be 
found described in an article below. 


SOUTHEASTERN THEATER OF WAR. 


According to Russian official reports, the Russians 
have driven or are driving’ the Turks out of Trans- 
Caucasus, or Russian territory, and are advancing into 
Turkey, having taken the port of Choppa, in Turkey. 
It is unofficially reported that they are marching in two 
columns on Erserum and on Alaschkert. 

The most active fighting has been in the center be- 
tween the Lupkow and Uzsok Passes. 


BOMBARDMENT OF THE DARDANELLES. 


Thus far success has marked the work of the 
allied British and French warships in reducing the forts 
in the Dardanelles. In less than two weeks all the forts 
at the outer entrance have been destroyed, and landing 
forces have hauled down the Turkish flag and have 
raised the British and French flags over the battered 
fortifications. The bombardment of the inner forts has 
commenced, and the waters in the Dardanelles have been 
swept clear of mines for fourteen miles toward Constanti- 
nople. Relays of battleships keep up an ‘almost con- 


tinuous bombardment against the forts, weather per- 
mitting. They have cleared the outer straits and are now 


attacking the forts which line the narrows and which 
are much the most difficult to deal with. 

The work of the French ships in bombarding from 
the sea the Saros-Bulair line of forts, which stretches 
across the peninsula of Gallipoli at a point where it is 
only three miles wide, is highly important. So long as 
the guns of the warships command this neck of land 
communications between the forts on the European side 
of the straits and Constantinople are cut off. 

The Allies, it is reported, have landed troops 
in command of General D’Amade, of the French army, 
consisting of Canadians, Australians, French troops from 
Morocco, native Egyptian troops and Senegalese. It is 
assumed that the greater part of the English forces were 
transferred from lower Egypt upon the collapse of the 
Turkish campaign against the Suez Canal. The landing 
has been made on both sides of the straits. 

The attacking ships had by far the greater range and 
weight of metal in the first stage of the bombardment. 
The great 15-inch guns of the Queen Elizabeth with a 
range unknown in naval warfare first battered the forts, 
and then vessels with 12-inch guns closed in and finished 
them. The largest Turkish guns brought to bear against 
the British and French ships were 11-inch guns. Fuller 
details as to the smashing power of the 15-inch guns 
will be awaited with great interest. The gun has a 
weight of ninety-six tens and fires a projectile of 1,950 
pounds. Its muzzle velocity in foot seconds is 2,500, and 
its muzzle energy in foot tons is 84,510. 

The Allied warships in bombarding the remaining and 
more powerful forts have yet a serious problem before 
them. Although none of the inner forts have guns equal 
to those on the better attacking ships, the forts have the 
advantage of a fixed location on land, while the Allies 
will have the worst of the mines yet to deal with. 

The British Admiralty in its report issued on Feb. 28 
stated that the four principal forts, namely, Cape Elles 
battery, Fort Seddul-Bahr, Fort Orkhanieh and Fort 
Kum-Kaleh, at the entrance to the Dardanelles, were 
destroyed. These forts were armed with 9.2, 10.2 and 
5.9 guns. The Queen Elizabeth, the Agamemnon, the. 
Irresistible and the French warship Gaulois began by 
deliberately bombarding forts. 

One shell at 11,000 yards from Cape Elles hit the 
Agamemnon, killing three men and seriously wounding 
five. The Irresistible and the Gaulois made excellent 
practice on forts, while the Queen Elizabeth concentrated 
with great accuracy on Fort Elles, putting both its guns 
out of action by about half-past eleven o’clock. The 
Vengeance and the Cornwallis then ran in under cover 
of long range fire and reduced Fort Elles at close range. 
The Suffren and the Charlemagne next delivered an 
attack on Forts Orkhanieh and Kum-Kaleh, advancing 
to within 2,000 yards of them. The Vengeance; - the 
Triumph and the Albion completed the reduction of the 
forts by a quarter past five o’clock. The official report 
also says: 

“Sweeping operations, covered by a division of battle- 
ships and destroyers, were immediately begun. The 
enemy set fire to a village at the entrance as darkness 
fell. After being shelled from inside the straits the enemy 
retired from the forts at the entrance, and during the 
afternoon demolishing parties were landed at Kum-Kaleh 
and Seddul-Bahr (Sedd-el-Bahr) from the Vengeance and 
the Irresistible. ‘The enemy encountered in Kum-Kaleh 
were driven out over the Mendere Bridge, which was 
partly destroyed. Two new 4-inch guns concealed near 
the Tomb of Achilles also were destroyed. Our casualties 
on the 26th were one killed and three wounded.” 

The Secretary of the Admiralty on March 1 reported 
“one marine was killed on Feb. 26 aboard the Vengeance 
and three were wounded.” An official British report on 
March 3 said that the Dublin had demclished an observa- 
tion station on the Gallipoli Peninsula and the Sapphire 
bombarded guns and troops at various points in the Gulf 
of Adramyti. The total number of guns demolished in 
the forts is forty. French battleships bombarded the 
Bulair forts and wrecked the Kavak bridge. 

The French Ministry in a statement March 3 said: 
“Numerous trawlers dragged the entire strait from its 
entrance to the south of Derech (on the European side, 
almost opposite Dardanos) in order to permit the war- 
ships bombarding Chanak Kalessi to move about with 
security. The observation post at Kaba Tepeh (on the 
Aegean side) has been destroyed by a cruiser. At various 
points on the coast field batteries) and formations of 
troops have been cannonaded by the Allies’ vessels. On 
the Syrian coast the French cruiser d’Entrecasteaux 
demolished semaphore D at Arsus (in the Gulf of 
Alexandratta, north of Mitylene Island), and the battle- 
ship Jauréguiberry destroyed the oil depot at Saide (in 
Palestine, about thirty miles south of Beirut).” 

The British battleships Agamemnon, Irresistible, 
Vengeance, Cornwallis, Albion and Majestic each carries 
12-inch guns, and the Triumph 10-inch guns. The French 
battleships Gaulois, Suffren and Charlemagne’ each 
earries 12-inch guns. Other vessels, including the French 
battleship Bouvét and one or two British battle cruisers, 
are in the vicinity to render assistance should it be 
required. These vessels have been assembled without any 
weakening of the fleets in other waters. The Russian 
cruiser Askold has joined the Allied fleet, and is the first 
of the Czar’s warships to enter the engagement. 

As the Queen Elizabeth is now in commission, it fis 
more than probable that her four sister ships, the War- 
spite, Valiant, Barham and Malaya, are also in active 
service. The keel of the Queen Elizabeth was laid in 
October, 1912, as was also that of the Warspite. The 
keel of the Barham was laid in January and that of the 
Valiant in February, 1913, while the keel of the Malaya 
was laid in October, 1913. The average time set for 
the completion of these ships was two years, but as work 
on the latest ships laid down was rushed it is reasonable 
to believe they are all in commission. They are heavily 
armored, and although designed for a speed of twenty- 
five knots, the Queen Elizabeth has made twenty-eight 
on her trials. The French battleships named above are 
of the older class. with armor belts of from twelve to 
sixteen inches amidships.

NOTES OF THE WAR. 
(Continued from page 843.) 

An official British statement gives the total loss of 
officers up to the end of February as 1,394 killed, 2,629 
wounded and 690 missing. 

The British report a loss of about 111 killed and 


wounded in the battle of the Suez Canal, Feb. 2-4. The 
Indian troops bore the brunt of the fighting and were 
well ‘supported by the British and French warships and 
by the Egyptian troops. The Turks fought bravely and 
their artillery shot well if unluckily. 


The first party of wounded British soldiers sent home 
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from Germany—211 non-commissioned officers and men 
and eight officers—reached England Feb. 17. 

The London Times Fund for the Sick and Wounded 
amounted last accounts Feb. 13 to £974,600 7s. 5d., exclu- 
sive of motor cars valued at £205,200, a total of nearly 
$7,000,000. 

An English court awarded a plaintiff £50 damages 
because the defendant had called him a German in a 
newspaper article. 


Five Austrian warships have been bombarding Anti- 
vari, the seaport of Montenegro, according to a despatch 
of March 3, received by the. Montenegrin Consul Gen- 
eral in London. The despatch states that the ships 
also destroyed a quantity of valuable stores, sank the 
royal yacht, which was at anchor, and killed one 
civilian. 

The French Ministry of Marine on March 4 announced 
that the German submarine U-8 had been sunk by 
destroyers belonging to the Dover flotilla and the crew 
were taken prisoners. The submarine U-8 was built in 
1908 and was a vessel of 300 tons displacement. She 
had a speed of thirteen knots above water and. eight 
knots submerged. She was a sister of the famous U-9, 
which early in the war sank the British cruisers Hogue, 
Aboukir and Cressy in the North Sea and in October sent 
the British cruiser Hawk to the bottom. 

In an article published by the Literary Digest Dr. 
Gonsiglio, a celebrated physician, says: “Of 26,950 Rus- 
sian wounded examined in Moscow, 1,908 were found to 
be suffering from nervous or mental disease, or 7.5 per 
cent.; and of 1,350 officers, 404 were so alfected, or 
30 per cent. This was largely due to the disturbing and 
disorganizing effect of intense and sudden emotion on 
the nervous system. During the siege of Port Arthur, 
especially toward the close, the Russian soldiers were so 
subject to mental aberration that they frequently _at- 
tacked one another under the impression that the Jap- 
anese were making an assault.” 

An English observer assuming the dearth of statesmen 
in modern Germany ascribes it in part to the industrial 
and military expansion of the state. The more gifted 
and intelligent men, those endowed with shrewdness, 
sound judgment and, above all, quick decision, have 
entered the field of industrialism. The slower, more 
ponderous lovers of precision and order have, when 
socially practicable, been absorbed by the army. “The 
failure of Germany to secure the support of Italy, the 
loss of Roumanian friendship, the alienation of the 
sympathy of neutral states, and other equally serious 
blunders, all prove,” he says, “the absence of a guiding 
hand.” 

A well known German quoted the saying, “Hell hath 
no fury like a woman scorned,” to explain the hatred 
of the English toward their German cousins. Among the 
“people” the feeling against England is that of a living 
antagonism, summed up in the words “they want to 
starve us,” but it is in the highest social, intellectual 
and political circles that the hatred flames forth with 
greatest ferocity. A correspondent of the London Times 
reports that the Germans feel that they have been 
wronged, abused, fooled, maltreated by England. ‘With 
Kngland’s aid we could have ruled the world,” I heard 
expressed many times. ‘Their hatred seems to be based 
on resentment, on disappointment. It has in it a feminine 
quality not usually associated with the Germanic mind. 
Military men as a whole were very contained and reserved 
in their comments. It is reported that in Dresden, 
Saxony, there is little or no feeling of animosity against 
the British, accounted for in part by the friendship 
which had existed between the inhabitants and the former 
British colony. 

There was an interesting discussion in the British 
Parliament Feb. 15 as to whether it was best to continue 
under the conditions of the present war the rule of court- 
martialing an officer who lost a ship. Mr. Churchill 
reported that the Admiralty had decided that a court- 
martial under present circumstances would be inappro- 
priate or even harmful, as in the case of loss by mine 
or submarine. Mr. David Bonar Law in reply contended 
that the court-martial is intended quite as much, to 
defend the honor of an officer as to condemn him. He 
said that “the right hon. gentleman said you cannot 
have a court-martial upon a submarine disaster with 
advantage. Why? If the damage inflicted by a sub- 
marine were an act of God which no precaution could 
guard against, then there would be something in the 
claim of the right hon. gentleman. Courts-martial have 
always been held upon ships which run aground, and if 
it be true, as I believe it is, that the danger from sub- 
marines can be guarded against by proper precautions, 
then surely there is more need rather than less for 
courts-martial being held in order to see whether every 
available precaution was taken to guard against the 
danger.” One reason given by the British Admiralty for 
suspending courts-martial was that it would interfere 


with the action and employment of naval captains whose 


daily services were urgently needed. The debate on the 
subject was carried on for some time pro and con. 

“The announcement of the creation of new British 
armies and the appointment of their commanders—all of 
them fighting generals,” says the Civil and Military 
Gazette of Lahore, India, of Jan. 5, “in the best sense 
of the term, appears to foreshadow the early appearance 
of the newly raised troops in the field. The exact or- 
ganization is not clear, and it is not to be expected that 
the details should be given to the world, but a few 
general conclusions may be drawn. Six armies, each 
containing three army corps, would give a total of nearly 
800,000 men in the field. The divisions of the new 
armies are numbered according to the Army List from 
9 to 36, and these, with the eight infantry divisions of 
the old army already at the front, would give eighteen 
army corps of two divisions each. Over and above these 
there are the Indian Corps, the Oversea Dominions’ 
contingents and the Territorial Force. From this cal- 
culation it would appear that the first and second armies 
are composed of troops alzeady in the field and the 
remaining four of those under training at home. This 
supposition is borne out by the selection of Gens. Sir 
Douglas Haig and Sir Horace Smith-Dorrien for the 
command of the first and second armies, for their services 
are too valuable to be spared from the front even for 
the work of preparing and organizing the new troops 
for war. Their places as army corps commanders are 
taken by Major Gen. C. C. Monro and Lieut. Gen. Sir 
Charles Fergusson. Another army corps commander is 
Lieut. Gen. Sir H. Plumer, who up to now has been 
holding the northern command at home.” The other 
army commanders named are Sir Ian Hamilton, com- 


‘manding-in-chief at home; Sir Archibald Hunter, in 


command of the Aldershot training center; Sir Leslie 
Rundle, Governor.and commander-in-chief of Malta; and 
Sir Bruce Hamilton. All these officers rendered notable 
service in the South African war. 


The only means of obtaining absolute invisibility, in 
the opinion of the Army and Navy Gazette, is to make 
use of a broken color effect, which might be useful but 
which would under no circumstances be attractive, or 
even distantly martial. “But there is something, too, 
to be said against complete invisibility; in these days 


when guns of extreme range are being brought in in- 
creased numbers into the field, the gunner requires to 
be sure that he is not dropping his shells among his own 
attacking infantry; the infantryman, also, wants his 
attack to be supported by his own guns up to the very 
last possible moment, but with an ultra-invisible service 
uniform the gunner must either cease fire too soon or 
run the risk of smothering his infantry attack with shells. 
A correspondent at the front lately described the satis- 
faction the French artillervmen felt in being able to 
distinguish the twinkling red legs of the piou-piouw up to 
the last moment prior to the assault.”

Bulletin 3, War D., 1915. Requisitions of commanding officers 
upon the War College Division, General Staff, will therefore be 
limited to those books which directly pertain to, and are re- 
quired for the instruction and training of, the particular or- 
ganization making the request. 

3. Publications having no bearing on the instruction and 
training of any particular organization, but which are desired 
— to provide reading material in libraries, will not be fur- 

ished. 

II.—Hereafter changes in the several unit accountability 
equipment manuals will be published separately, beginning with 

0, 1, for each revision of each manual, instead of being con. 
solidated under the one series of “Unit Accountability Equip- 
ment Manuals,” as was done in the case of the last three 
changes pertaining to these manuals. 

Of those three changes, No. 1, dated Nov. 21, 1914, pertains 
to all the Manuals; No. 2, dated Dec. 2, 1914, pertains to the 
Infantry Unit Accountability Equipment Manual (revised Aug.

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That the old Bay State has been well stirred up by 
the efforts of its aggressive Congressman, Augustus P. 
Gardner, and others was shown by the decisive vote that 
gave the verdict to Gen. William A. Pew, of the state 
military establishment, in a debate with the Rev. Ulysses 
S. Milburn, of the Universalist Church, at the Now and 
Then Association in the historic city of Salem, Mass., 
en Feb. 25. The question discussed was, “Should the 
United States Reduce Its Armament?” The ministerial 
disputant used the customary arguments for his side that 
have been worn threadbare by every peace advocate, such 
as that armaments invite war, that militarism is a 
national and international evil, and that arbitration is 
the best rule for maintaining the peace of the world. 
General Pew did not trim or hedge in speaking for the 
negative. He flatly declared that things have not 
materially changed in the last two thousand years. We 
ourselves a few years ago took out an army across the 
broadest of oceans and the compliment may be returned 
any day, he asserted. “If I slap your wife on the cheek 
do you tell me to hit her on the other cheek? You do 
not. So it is with nations. If evil is directed against 
a nation force must likewise often be brought into play. 
My opponent would have us disinfect the country against 
the Army officers on the ground that their efforts create 
too much of a professional spirit, but I want to tell him 
that the officers of the Army are just as peace loving 
as are the ministers. In the event of war they will 
have to be on the firing line, and naturally their minds 
are directed toward the subject of armed conflict. 
Millions of dollars each year in this country are spent 
on rum, other millions are spent on soft drinks, and still 
other millions go for tobacco; then why should not a few 
millions go to making the nation safe against invasion?” 
Clergymen and military men were a considerable part 
of the audience. Among the latter was noticed Major 
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Herbert M. Lord, Q.M. Corps, U.S.A. After the debate 
the vote taken showed 36 for the affirmative and 188 
against. 
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Brig. Gen. Hugh L. Scott, Chief of Staff, accompanied 
by Lieut. Col. Robert E. L. Michie, Gen. Staff, left 
Washington on March 3 on another peace mission. They 
go, at the request of Secretary Lane, of the Department 
of the Interior, to Utah to open negotiations with the 
Piute Indians with a view to quelling the uprising which 
has been keeping the authorities busy for two or three 
weeks. The plan of General Scott when he left Wash- 
ington was to go by rail and then take a wagon trail for 
170 miles to Bluff Canyon. But on March 4 advices were 
received at the War Department and forwarded to Gen- 
eral Scott that the Piutes had gotten away from the 
deputy marshals and gone down into the Navajo country, 
in the vicinity of Santa Fé. This, it is thought, will 
make it necessary for General Scott to change his route. 
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The relief of Major George T. Langhorne, Cav., as 
Military Attaché at our Embassy at Berlin, Germany, 
created a sensation in diplomatic circles. The Adminis- 
tration refused to give any reason for Major Langhorne’s 
relief, and this only increased the interest in his move- 
ments. In some quarters it was believed that Germany 
would object to Major Langhorne’s coming home at this 
time. According to current reports, he has been with 
the German troops and has had a thorough opportunity 
to watch the operations of the armies both on the eastern 
and western frontiers of Germany. He is supposed to 
know more about the operations of the German army 
than any other military observer and must be well 
qualified to advise the Administration as to the real 
progress of the war. Some of the speculators have con- 
nected this fact with the effort of the Administration to 
bring about peace in Europe. It is thought that after 
consulting Major Langhorne the President will be better 
prepared to make suggestions of peace. ; 








The principal topic in the Navy Department just at 
present is the selection of the admirals and vice admirals 
provided for in the Naval Appropriation bill, given on 
page 854 in this issue. Rear Admirals Fletcher, Howard 
and Cowles, commanding the Atlantic, Pacific and Asiatic 
fleets, respectively, have been mentioned as President 
Wilson’s probable selections as the three new admirals 
authorized. Discussion of possible selection of the three 
vice admirals authorized included the names of Rear 
Admirals Fiske, Winslow, Caperton, Knight, Mayo and 
McLean. Captain Winterhalter, according to current 
rumor in Washington naval circles, is slated for the new 
office of Chief of Operations. Admiral Fiske would prob- 
ably be appointed but for his differences with the Secre- 
tary upon some points of nayal policy.

RIGHTS OF NEUTRALS IN WAR. 


The complications likely to arise out of the present 
effort of two great nations to dictate terms upon which 
neutral nations shall use the waters around the British 
Isles may grow out of two elements of the situation 
which are still in an unsettled status so far as interna- 
tional agreement is concerned. ‘These are the distine- 
tion as to contraband seizures and the destruction of 
vessels by underwater explosives. On June 8, 1798, a 
British order in council aimed at the starving out of 
France, even as the starving of Germany is now said 
to be sought. This order authorized all English war- 
ships and privateers to stop and detain all vessels con- 
taining foodstuffs bound to any port in France. Thomas 
Jefferson, then our Secretary of State, contended that 
provisions were not contraband and could not law- 
fully be made such for the purpose of starving out a 
belligerent. As to the plan of England he said on Sept. 
7, 1793: “She may indeed feel the desire of starving 
an enemy nation, but she can have no right of doing 
it at our loss nor of making us the instrument of it.” 
The United States succeeded in maintaining this posi- 
tion. 

In view of the present discussion the following lan- 
guage by the British Prime Minister, Lord Salisbury, 
during the South African war has been used by our- 
State Department against the present English view: 
“Foodstuffs, though having a hostile destination, can be 
considered as contraband of war only if they are for 
the enemy’s forces; it is not sufficient that they are 
capable of being so used, it must be shown that this was 
in fact their destination at the time of their seizure.” 
The neutral trader selling his grain in the best of faith 
to the private individuals of a belligerent state should 
not be compelled to prove that no part of it might 
eventually come to the hands of the enemy’s forces. 
Secretary Hay on this point said in 1904 that such 
proof is of an impossible nature, ‘and it cannot be ad- 
mitted that the absence of proof, in its nature impos- 
sible to make, can justify seizure and condemnation.” 
In direct opposition to this American view as laid down 
ten years previously was the order of council of Oct. 
29, 1914, by which his Britannic Majesty’s Government 
announced that conditional contraband (including food- 
stuffs) would be liable to capture on board a vessel 
bound for a neutral port if the goods were consigned to 
“order’ or if the ship’s papers did not show who was 
the consignee of the goods, or if they showed a con- 
signee of the goods in territory belonging to or occupied 
by the enemy. 

Discussing this point in the New York Sun of Feb. 
28, Prof. Charles Heney Hyde, professor of law in the 
Northwestern University, in charge of the courses on 
international law, said: “The right of neutral shippers 
to send foodstuffs to private individuals in belligerent 
territory is too important to be destroyed by presump- 
tions of hostile use established by the will of a single 
belligerent for by such process a belligerent can render 
every transaction nefarious and so destroy the impor- 
tance of the distinction between absolute and condi- 
tional contraband.” However, Professor Hyde admits 
the whole law of contraband is unsettled, and that a 
new law must be framed to bring harmony of opinion, 
but his suggestions as to this new law seem to muddle 
things up as badly as ever. He wants this new law to 
affirm the “illegality of supplying a belligerent with any 
article adding to the fighting power of any army or a 
fleet; the belligerent must have freedom to prevent from 
reaching the enemy any article peculiarly adapted to 
increase its military or naval strength.” On the other 
hand he would give the neutral the right to supply food- 
stuffs both to the civilian and the military population 
of a belligerent; freedom of shipment of foodstuffs to 
belligerent states no matter what its destination must 
be granted to a neutral. That the unrestricted supply- 
ing of food to a belligerent nation might be construed 
as furnishing an article “adding to the fighting power” 
of the enemy forces may well be supposed. 

Coming to the second element one finds that there is 
much diversity of opinion as to the proper use of under- 
water explosives. So cautious a writer as John Bassett 
Moore has recently said that the use of automatic con- 
tact mines must be regarded “not only as an atrocity 
which no nation is at liberty to perpetrate, but also a 
direct violation of a clear and international right which 
governments are justified in asserting on all occasions.” 
The atrocity of one age may become the accepted method 
of warfare in another if it is true, as reported, that 
Napoleon refused to consider the idea of underwater 
attack as partaking of barbarous warfare. Admiral 
Stockton, U.S.N., delegate plenipotentiary of the United 
States to the international conference that framed the 
Declaration of London in 1908-09 in his work published 


a few weeks ago on international law, says: “The Hague 


conference of 1907 left the subject of floating mines on 
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the high seas in an unsatisfactory condition. There is 
nothing in the convention treating of the subject pro- 
hibiting the use and laying of mines on the high seas. 

* * * Since the Hague convention which forbids 
the laying of automatic contact mines off the coasts and 
ports of the enemy with the sole purpose of intercepting 
commercial shipping and also restricts the nature of 
the mines used against the enemy, opinion has become 
more and more opposed to either blockading a port by 
mines or their general use in waters outside those within 
the area of siege operations. Germany made a reserva- 
tion as to this article and cannot be considered as bound 
by it.” 

There are so many reservations and exceptions by the 
different nations as to the forces of certain conventions 
that one is at a loss to say which convention, which 
principle of international agreement is operative in a 
particular case. That there is a general haziness among 
laymen on these subjects may be judged from the ap- 
peals which are blindly made to certain Hague con- 
ventions without account being made of the reservations 
and the exceptions in connection with them. John Bas- 
sett Moore would solve the problem of contraband, by 
doing away with the distinction of conditional contra- 
band and having all the nations agree on a single list 
of what is contraband. Professor Hyde is convinced that 
the situation is very grave, for he concludes this admir- 
able paper with these words: “Unless we remain firm 
as a neutral the right to enjoy the freedom of the seas 
will pass away forever. Unless we maintain the right 
to feed the hungry, neutral commerce with belligerent 
states will shrivel into insignificance.” 

Professor Stowell in the March Outlook holds that 
as a submarine cannot secure the merchantman’s papers 
or comply with the rule requiring that it take passen- 
gers and crew aboard, it must either let the merchant- 
man go or sink her and let the passengers and crew shift 
for themselves. This would not only be a disregard of 
the international rule in such case, but would be a vio- 
lation of the dictates of common humanity, on which 
the rule was founded. 

“Submarines may therefore remain within or without 
the pale of international law. If they remain within 
the pale of international law, they must accept their 
lack of equipment as a limitation upon their action. 
If they do not do so, they have to be placed outside the 
pale of international law and be treated as pirates with- 
out involving any reproach upon those who do treat them 
as pirates. If an American merchant vessel is de- 
stroyed, or Americans are destroyed on a merchantman 
belonging to a belligerent, in violation of the principles 
reported in this article, the indignation which the Amer- 
ican people would feel would be a righteous indignation, 
and the American nation would have the right to de- 
mand, not only apology and reparation, but satisfactory 
assurance from the offending Power that it would not 
again violate the principles of international law to the 
injury or peril of a neutral neighbor.”

THE ARMY BILL. 


After three prolonged conferences the Senate and House 
conferees reached an agreement on the Army Appropria- 
tion bill. The Senate conferees objected to the House 
Committee provision eliminating the use of the Taylor 
system of scientific management in Army shops, and 
the House conferees insisted upon the elimination of the 
proviso for the reyision of the Articles of War, which 
had previously passed the Senate as a bill and had been 
held up so long in the House Committee largely through 
the opposition of Chairman Hay. The Senate conferees 
receded on the Taylor system provision, and the House 
restriction against the use of stop-watch methods in 
Army shops remains in the bill. The House conferees 
agreed to an amendment of the Senate provision relating 
to Army disciplinary methods, which places the detention 
and disciplinary barracks under the jurisdiction of the 
Adjutant General’s Department. The only explanation 
for the House conferees’ attitude on this feature of the 
legislation is that they are opposed to the reforms which 
the Judge Advocate General has inaugurated in the treat- 
ment of enlisted men of the Army. As far as can be 
learned, The Adjutant General made no request for juris- 
diction over the detention barracks, and it is known that 
the Secretary of War is highly pleased with the manage- 
ment of the detention barracks by the Judge Advocate 
General’s Department. The Secretary of War has taken 
more pride in what has been accomplished through the 
Judge Advocate General’s Department in inaugurating 
reform methods in dealing with military offenders than 
any other feature of his administration. 

Under this system over a hundred enlisted men of the 
Army who were convicted of military offenses have been 
restored to the colors and sent to their organizations. 
Five of these men, who under the old system of treating 
general prisoners would have been discharged from the 
prison at the end of their terms as common criminals, 
after being returned to their organization have been pro- 
moted to non-commissioned officers. The work that has 
been done at the disciplinary barracks at Fort Leaven- 
worth has been attracting the general attention of those 
interested in the prison reform movement. The barracks 
are now regarded as a model reformatory institution. 

While this policy in the management of the disciplinary 
barracks will doubtless be continued under The Adjutant 
General’s Department, the change is generally construed 
as an expression from the House conferees of disapproval 
of the reform methods of treating enlisted men in the 
Army inaugurated by the Judge Advocate General. 





During the time that the Secretary of War and the 
Judge Advocate General have been endeavoring to secure 
the legalization of their reforms they have met with 
uncompromising opposition from Chairman Hay. Now, 
when he is forced in the conference committee by Senator 
Chamberlain to approve part of the recommendations, 
he casts a reflection upon the Secretary of War and the 
Judge Advocate General by inserting in the bill an 
amendment which transfers the disciplinary barracks 
to other management. 

Despite the opposition of Chairman Hay, the Secretary 
of War and the Judge Advocate General secured . the 
passage of a provision which will permit them to 
inaugurate the parole system in dealing with prisoners. 
This is another reform which is in liné with progressive 
prison management. For years it has been in effect in 


the most progressive states with the most satisfactory 


results. 

The net result of the adoption of the Taylor system 
amendment, so strongly insisted upon by the House con- 
ferees in response to certain labor advocates, will be a 
reduction in the pay of the more efficient employees of 
the arsenals and a loss to the Government in the manu- 


facture of material for the Army. Under the provisions ° 


of the law the amendment is not effective until July 1, 
and in the meantime the Ordnance Department will 
attempt to devise some system by which the law can be 
complied with and cause least interference with the 
economic and scientific management of tbe plants. 

As most of the work done at the Watertown Arsenal 
is with money appropriated by the Fortifications bill, it 
will not be necessary to make much change at that plant. 
A more difficult problem is presented at Frankfort, where 
the work is paid for from the Army Appropriation Act. 
In order to give efficient employees an opportunity to 
secure an increase in their pay, a piece work system will 
probably be inaugurated there. Under the Taylor 
system, providing for the payment of bonuses and 
premiums, a great many of the employees increased their 
pay from twenty to twenty-five per cent.. While this 
system of pay will be abolished, it is hoped that a piece- 
work scheme can be devised which will reduce to a 
minimum ‘the loss in wages to efficient employees. 
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COURTESY TO FOREIGNERS. 


The recent arrival of Admiral Dewa, of the Japanese 
navy, at New York gave our Department of State a 
splendid opportunity to give practical expression to the 
internationally altruistic sentiments of its chief. The 
Japanese admiral is one of the most distinguished for- 
eigners that have visited our shores for some time. Apart 
from the fact that he commanded a division under Ad- 
miral Togo in the great naval battle of Tshusima, Ad- 
miral Dewa is here as the special envoy of the Emperor 
of Japan to the Panama-Pacific Exposition at San 
Francisco. 

The rather delicate diplomatic relations which have 
existed between the United States and Japan in con- 
nection with the California land legislation in the last 
few years should have indicated the importance of see- 
ing that the official reception of the Japanese admiral 
accorded not only with the dignity of. his mission to 
this country, but also with his rank as a naval officer. 

But the State Department appears to have left the 
Admiral to shift for himself, or rather imposed upon 
private persons the responsibility of entertaining him. 
Fortunately Gen. Francis Vinton Greene undertook to 
do what officials neglected. General Greene had a pri- 
vate car placed at the disposal of Admiral Dewa at New 
York and in this he was conveyed over the New York 
Central to Niagara Falls. There, with the generous 
use of the telegraph, General Greene saw to it that his 
further journey to Chicago was made in a style be- 
fitting his rank. He wired Brig. Gen. H. A. Greene, 
U.S.A., at Army headquarters, Chicago, notifying him 
of the hour of the Admiral’s arrival in that city so that 
General Greene might call upon him and provide for his 
entertainment. Gen. F. V. Greene, through Capt. Al- 
bert H. Payson, formerly of the U.S. Army, assistant 
to the president of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe 
Railroad, also arranged for the fitting transportation of 
Admiral Dewa to California, suggesting that the Gov- 
ernor of California should meet the Admiral at the 
state line and welcome him to the chief state on the 
Pacifie coast. 

This enterprise of General Greene, commendable as 
it was in every respect, would not have been necessary 
if the proper procedure in the case of the visit of for- 
eigners of distinction had been observed. When Gen- 
eral Grant was President two visitors came to this coun- 
try, one the Grand Duke Alexis, then a captain in the 
Russian navy, and the other King Kalakaua, of the 
Sandwich Islands. Both came as tourists without any 
special mission. Neither compared in importance with 
Admiral Dewa, who is here in the capacity of a special 
envoy. Yet the State Department sent its representa- 
tive to meet them on the steamer, together with an offi- 
cer of the Army and one of the Navy who were detailed 
as special aids and remained attached to the distin- 
guished visitors every day that they remained in the 
United States. The foreigners traveled everywhere at 
the expense of the Department of State as guests of the 
nation. 

In the case of the Grand Duke Alexis, General Sheri- 
dan took charge of the party at Chicago, personally con- 
ducted him in a trip of several weeks across the plains 
and organized in his honor the greatest buffalo hunt 
ever seen, with “Buffalo Bill’? Cody as chief scout. It 








will be recalled also that in 1911 when Admiral Togo, 
of Japan, visited the United States he was received as 
the guest of the nation, being attended officially through- 
out his stay in this country. 
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THE NAVAL APPROPRIATIONS. 


Perhaps no other Secretary of the Navy has had 
more of his recommendations put into the annual Ap- 
propriation bill by Congress than Secretary of the Navy. 
Daniels did.in this session’s bill. Practically every recom- 
mendation in his annual report was carried out in the 
bill as agreed to. His most notable achievement was 
that of the naval reserve provision of the bill. The pro- 
vision of the Naval Appropriation bill creating a Chief 
of Operations opens the way for a complete reorganiza- 
tion of the Navy. The Secretary if he sees fit can dis- 
place the council of aids by placing the Chief of Opera- 
tions at the head of the organization and detailing as- 
sistants to perform the duties of the different aids. The 
importance of the new office is emphasized by the fact 
that the law will virtually make its incumbent a third 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy. In the absence of the 
Secretary and the Assistant Secretary the Chief of Op- 
erations becomes Acting Secretary. In addition to this 
he is charged with the duty of keeping the fleet in con- 
dition for war. This provision of the bill admits of the 
widest construction and it depends largely upon what 
the Secretary thinks the Chief of Operations must do 
to prepare the fleet for war. The Chief has in some re- 
spects the same authority as the Chief of Staff of the 
Army. The Secretary of the Navy has indicated that 
he intends to build up the organization of the Navy 
around the new office that has been created by Congress. 

In all probability the battleships authorized by the 
Naval Appropriation bill will be built at private yards, 
as the Arizona will be on the ways at the New York 
Yard tor five or six months, after which the California 
will Be laid down there, this keeping the New York Yard 
busy so long that the building program of the Navy 
will be interfered with if the Secretary should undertake 
to construct one of the ships authorized by this Con- 
gress at New York. Senator Tillman is insisting that 
the United States should wait until the close of the 
Kuropean war before building any more dreadnoughts, 
It is not thought, however, that the Secretary of the 
Navy will assume the responsibility of delaying the build- 
ing program because some of the members of Congress 
have become stampeded by the submarine craze. All 
warships attacked by submarines so far as known are 
of the older type and second line warships. None 
of the fast or first class merchantmen has been struck 
by submarines. In some quarters it is believed that 
submarines have never been able to hit the fast ships. 
Of course there will be no complete information on the 
subject until the close of the war, but in the meantime 
it is not safe for the United States to stop building 
battleships so long as Great Britain maintains the control 
of the sea with its dreadnoughts. All of the operations 
up to this time have been coast defense work with the 
exception of the battle between cruisers. 
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The U.S. Naval War Code, 1900, Art. 10, Par. 3, 
says: “The personnel of merchant vessels of an enemy, 
who, in self-defense and protection of the vessel placed 
in their charge, resist an attack, are entitled, if cap- 
tured, to the status of prisoners of war.” Admiral Stock- 
ton, U.S.N., one of the best American interpreters of 
the sentiments on maritime warfare as reflected in the 
international naval conference in London in 1908, in 
his recently published work says: “The most authorita- 
tive statement as to a resistance to search upon the 
part of an enemy merchantman, as well as the part of 
a neutral merchant vessel, is found in the Declaration 
of London in Article 63 and in the accompanying report 
made by the draughting committee of the London Naval 
Conference. The article states that “forcible resistance 
to the legitimate exercise of the right of stoppage, search 
and capture involves in all cases the condemnation of 
the vessel. The accompanying reports state that in 
case the vessel summoned does not stop, the belligerent 
cruiser may employ force, and if the vessel is damaged 
or sunk she has no right to complain as she has failed 
to comply with an obligation imposed upon her by the 
law of nations.” 
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“A lot of wheezy undersized old stuffed puddings,” is 
the way “an ex-President of the United States’ de- 
scribed certain old officers of the Navy whose useful- 
ness he believed had passed, according to Senator Root 
in a speech in the Senate on Wednesday during the dis- 
cussion of the Naval Appropriation bill. Senator Root 
was condemning the Democratic Senators for abolish- 
ing the “Plucking Board” and quoted approvingly the 
language above. “We are appropriating millions upon 
millions for the improvement of the Navy,” said the 
Senator, “but when we come to the personnel we act 
like a lot of incompetent schoolboys.” The Senator also 
condemned the conferees for yielding to the demand of 
labor organizations for the elimination of the so-called 
Taylor efficiency system heretofore prevailing in the 
manufacturing plants of the Navy.

to April 9, 1865, and who subsequently served with credit for 
more than forty years as a commissioned officer of the Regular 
Army, including service in command of troops in five Indian 
campaigns, the War with Spain, and the Philippine insurrec- 
tion, and to whom the Congressional medal of honor for most 
distinguished conduct in action has been twice awarded, and 
at the time of his retirement from active service in the Regu- 
lar Army. 

The Secretary of War, is authorized to appoint a 
commission of not more than three Army officers to re- 
port upon the advisability of the acquirement by the 
Government of land near the Bay of San Dievo, San 
Diego county, Cal., and elsewhere on the Pacific, Gulf 
and Atlantic coasts, for an aviation school and trainin; 
grounds of the Signal Corps. 

The conferees struck out the section rewriting the 
Articles of War, but adopted 1 modification of the Sen- 
ate provisions for charging the system of military 
penology. Final action on this subject and on the re- 
striction against using the Taylor shop-efficiency sys- 
tem in Army shops is noted in an editorial on the Army 
bill in this issue. We reserve publication of the law on 
these subjects for another ssue. 


THE NAVAL APPROPRIATIONS. 


The naval program for the year, as adopted in final 
conference on the Naval Appropriation bill, is as follows: 
Two battleships, six or more torpedo destroyers, two sea- 
going submarines, sixteen coast defense submarines and 
one oil ship. 

The total of appropriations carried by this act is $147,- 
538,981.88, of which $45,053,801 is for increase of the 
Navy, exclusive of $1,000,000 for aeronautics, which 
should be added, making $46,053,801 for increase of 
the Navy. The last session of this Congress authorized 
the sale of the Idaho and Mississippi for $12,535,275.96 
and the construction of the battleship California. Of 
this amount $4,635,000 has been expended under last 
year’s bill, and the total naval expenditures of the present 
session of this Congress should therefore be reduced 
$5,827,410, the sum still available to be expended on 
the California. 

The various items of new legislation enacted in the 
measure follow: 


ITEMS OF NEW LEGISLATION, 


Newspapers and periodicals for the naval service.—Here- 
after subscriptions may be paid for in advance; advertising 
for recruits is not permitted. 

Chief of Naval Operations.—There shall be a Chief of 
Naval Operations, who shall be an officer on the active list 
of the Navy appointed by the President, by and with the ad- 
vice and consent of the Senate, from among the officers of 
the line of the Navy not below the grade of captain for a 
period of four years, who shall, under the direction of the 
Secretary of the Navy, be charged with the operations of 
the fleet, and with the preparation and readiness of plans 
for its use in war: Provided, That if an officer of the grade 
of captain be appointed Chief of Naval Operations, he shall 
have the rank, title and emoluments of a rear admiral while 
holding that position. 

During the temporary absence of the Secretary and_ the 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy, the Chief of Naval Operations 
shall be next in succession to act as Secretary of the Navy. 

Contingent Navy.— The Act of Feb. 16, 1889, is amended 
so that accumulations in the files of navy yards and naval 
stations that have no permanent value may be disposed of. 

Engineering Officers.—Hereafter officers who now perform 
engineering duty on shore only and officers of the Construc- 
tion Corps shall be eligible for any shore duty compatible 
with their rank and grade to which the Secretary of the Navy 
may assign them. 

Aeronautics.—The sum of $1,000,000 is reappropriated out 
of unobligated balances of appropriations ‘‘Construction and 
repair of vessels and steam machinery’’ for naval aeronautics. 

An Advisory Committee for Aeronautics is established, and the 
President is authorized to appoint twelve members, two from 
the War Department (office in charge of military aeronautics) ; 
two from the Navy Department (naval aeronautics); a repre- 
sentative each of the Smithsonian Institution, of the U.S. 
Weather Bureau, and of the U.S. Bureau of Standards; five 
additional persons acquainted with needs of aeronautical sci- 
ence, civil or military, or skilled in aeronautical engineering or 
its allied sciences. Five thousand dollars a year for five years 
is appropriated for experimental work, investigations and ex- 
penses, 

Medals of honor.—The President is empowered to prepare 
a suitable medal of honor to be awarded to any officer of the 
Navy, Marine Corps, or Coast Guard who shall have distin- 
guished himself in battle or displayed extraordinary heroism 
in the line of his profession. 

The Hydrographic Office.—May print nautical books, charts, 
and sailing directions, and receives $25,000 additional for 
this purpose. 

Projectile plant.—If the Secretary of the Navy is unable 
to purchase projectiles at which he considers a reasonable 
price he is authorized to construct and equip a plant for the 
manufacture of projectiles, cost not to exceed $500,000, which 
sum is hereby appropriated, said plant to be located on such 
site now owned by the Government as may be determined by 
the President; the amount appropriated to be available until 
expended. 

Marine barracks.—The appropriation of $400,000 for erec- 
tion on the Isthmus of Panama of barracks and quarters for 
marines, contained in the Act of March 4, 1913, is reappro- 
priated, and $200,000 thereof made available for erection of 
marine barracks at Mare Island, and $200,000 for marine bar- 
racks at Norfolk, Va. 

The six months’ gratuity—No deduction shall hereafter be 
made from the six months’ gratuity pay allowed under the 
naval Act of Aug. 22, 1912, on account of expenses for 
preparation and transportation of the remains: Provided, That 
the sum herein appropriated shall be available for transporta- 
tion of the remains of officers and men who htve died while on 
duty at any time since April 21, 1898, and shall be available 
until June 30, 1917. 

PLUCKING BOARD REPEAL. 


Plucking Board repeal.—Sec. 9 of the naval personnel Act 
of March 3, 1899, entitled ‘‘An Act to reorganize and increase 
the efficiency of the personnel of the Navy and Marine Corps 
of the United States,’’ be, and the same is hereby, repealed. 
The President is authorized, within two years of date of ap- 








proval of this Act, by and with the consent of the Sen- 
ate, to transfer to the active list of the Navy or Marine 
QGorps any officer who may have been transferred from 


the active to the retired list of the Navy under pro- 
visions of Sec. 9 of said personnel Act: Provided, That such 
officer shall be transferred to the place on the active list 
which he would have held if he had not been retired and 
shall be carried as an additional number in the grade to 
which he may be transferred or at any time thereafter pro- 
moted. Such officer shall stand prescribed examination. Any 
officer transferred to the active list shall not by the passage 
of this Act be entitled to back pay or allowances of any kind. 

Restoration of Lieutenant Colonel Perkins.—The President 
is authorized to restore Constantine Marrast Perkins, now a 
lieutenant colonel retired, to the active list of the Marine 
Corps, in the grade of colonel, to take rank is said grade 
next after George Barnett, who was immediately above said 
Perkins in the list of lieutenant colonels at date Perkins was 
retired with rank of lieutenant colonel. Said Perkins to 


pass prescribed examination and shall be carried, while on 
active list, 


as additional number until a vacancy occurs in 
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said grade. He shall not, by the passage of this Act, be 
entitled to any back pay or allowances. 
NAVAL AVIATION. 


Naval aviation.—Hereafter officers of the Navy and Marine 
Corps appointed student and naval aviators, while lawfully 
detailed for duty involving actual flying in air craft, in- 
cluding balloons, dirigibles, and aeroplanes, shall receive the 
pay and allowances of their rank and service plus 35 per 
centum increase thereof; and those officers who have _here- 
tofore qualified, or may hereafter qualify, as naval aviators, 
under such rules. and regulations as have been or may be 
prescribed by the Secretary of the Navy, shall, while lawfully 
detailed for duty involving actual flying in air craft, receive 
the pay and allowances of their rank and service plus 50 
er centum increase thereof. Hereafter enlisted men of the 
Navy or Marine Corps, while detailed for duty involving 
actual flying in air craft, shall receive the pay, and the 
permanent additions thereto, including allowances, of their 
rating and service, or rank and service, as the case may be, 
plus 50 per centum increase thereof: Provided, That not more 
than a yearly average of 48 officers and 96 enlisted men of 
the Navy, and 12 officers and 24 enlisted men of the Marine 
Corps, detailed for duty involving actual flying in air craft, 
shall receive any increase in pay while on duty involving 
actual flying in air craft, nor shall any officer in the Navy 
senior in rank to commander, nor any officer in the Marine 
Corps senior in rank to major, receive any increase in pay or 
allowances by reason of such detail or duty. 

In the event .of the death of an officer or enlisted man of 
the Navy or Marine-Corps from wounds or disease, the result 
of an aviation accident, not the result of his own misconduct, 
received while engaged in actual flying in or in handling air 
craft, the gratuity to be paid under the provisions of the Act 
of Aug. 22, 1912, making appropriations for the naval service, 
shall be an amount equal to one year’s pay at the rate received 
by such officer or enlisted man at the time of the accident re- 
sulting in his death. In all cases where an officer or enlisted 
man of the Navy or Marine Corps dies, or where an enlisted 
man of the Navy or Marine Corps is disabled by reason of any 
injury received or disease contracted in line of duty, the re- 
sult of an aviation accident, received while employed in actual 
flying in or in handling air craft, the amount of pension al- 
lowed shall be double that authorized to be paid should death 
or the disability have occurred by reason of an injury received 
or disease contracted in line of duty, not the result of an avia- 
tion accident. 

All acts or parts of acts’in so far as they are inconsistent 
with the provisions of this act are hereby repealed. 

Death gratuity account and Ensign Billingsley—The Pay- 
master General of the Navy shall cause to be paid to Mrs. 
Connie Billingsley, mother of the late William D. Billingsley, 
ensign, U.S. Navy, an amount equal to six months’ pay at the 
rate received by that officer at the date of his death, less 
not exceeding $75, expenses of interment. 


NAVAL RESERVE ESTABLISHED. 


U.S. Naval Reserve—There is hereby established a United 
States naval reserve, which shall consist of citizens of the 
U.S. who have been or may be entitled to be honorably dis- 
charged from the Navy after not less than one four-year term 
of enlistment or after a term of enlistment during minority. 
The naval reserve shall be organized under the Bureau of 
Navigation and shall be governed by the Article for the 
Government of the Navy and by the Naval Regulations and 
Instructions. Whenever actively employed with the Navy, 
or whenever employed in authorized travel to and from pre- 
scribed active duty with the Navy, its members shall be em- 
ployed as members of the naval reserve and shall while so 
employed be held and considered to be in all respects in the 
same status as enlisted men of the Navy on active duty, 
except that they shall not be advanced in rating in time of 
peace. When not actively employed with the Navy, members 
of the naval reserve shall not be entitled to any pay, bounty, 
gratuity, or pension except thé pay expressly provided for 
members of the naval reserve by the provisions of this Act, 
nor shall they be entitled to retirement by reason of such 
service in the naval reserve. 

Enlistments in the naval reserve shall be made in the rating 
in which last honorably discharged from the Navy for a period 
of four years unless sooner discharged by competent authority. 
No man shall be first enlisted in the naval reserve after eight 
years from the date of his last discharge from the Navy nor 
unless he be found to be physically fit to perform the duties 
of the rating in which last discharged, nor shall any man whose 
last service in the Navy was terminated by any means other 
than by an honorable discharge be eligible for enlistment in 
the naval reserve. Re-enlistments in the naval reserve shall be 
made under such regulations as may be prescribed by the Sec- 
retary of the Navy. 

Enlistments in the naval reserve shall be made in two classes. 
Class one shall consist of those men who enlist in the naval 
reserve within four months from the date of their last honorable 
discharge from the Navy. Class two shall consist of those men 
who enlist in the naval reserve after four months and within 
eight years from the date of their last honorable discharge from 
the Navv. 

In addition to the enlistments in the naval reserve above pro- 
vided, the Secretary of the Navy is authorized to transfer to 
the naval reserve at the expiration of an enlistment any en- 
listed man of the Navy who may, after two years from the 
date of approval of this act, complete service in the Navy of 
sixteen, or twenty or more years and be entitled at the 
expiration of his enlistment to an honorable discharge. 
Such transfers shall only be made upon voluntary application 
and in the rating in which then serving, and the men so trans- 
ferred shall be continued in the naval reserve until discharged 
by competent authority. 

Members of the naval reserve of class one and men trans- 
ferred to the naval reserve shall be required to keep on hand 
such part of the uniform clothing outfit as may be prescribed 
by the Secretary of the Navy, and all members of the naval 
reserve shall be issued a distinctive badge or button which may 
be worn with civilian dress. 

Members of class one who have served less than eight years 
in the Navy shall be paid at the rate of $30 per annum, and 
those who have served eight years or more and less than 
twelve years in the Navy shall be paid at the rate of $60 per 
annum and those who have served twelve years or more in 
the Navy, $100 per annum. All members of the naval reserve 
of class two shall be paid at the rate of $12 per annum, and 
when first called into active service on board a vessel of the 
Navy shall receive an allowance for an ovtfit of clothing not 
exceeding $30 in value, to be expended under regulations pre- 
scribed by the Secretary of the Navy. 

Members of the naval reserve who have, when trans- 
ferred to the naval reserve, completed service in the Navy of 
sixteen or twenty or more years shall be paid at the rate of 
one-third and one-half, respectively, of the base pay, plus perma- 
nent additions thereto, which they were receiving at the close 
of their last service in the Navy. 

Members of the naval reserve may, in time of peace, be 
required to perform not less than one month’s active service 
on board a vessel of the Navy, during each year of service 
in the naval reserve, and such active service shall not exceed 
two months in any one year: Provided, That the aforesaid ac- 
tive service with the Navy may be required at any time after 
entrance in the naval reserve. In time of war they may be 
required to perform active service with the Navy throughout 
the war, not to exceed the term of enlistment in the case of 
those enlisted in the naval reserve. Any pay which may - be 
due any member of the naval reserve shall be forfeited when 
so ordered by the Secretary of the Navy upon the failure, under 
such conditions as may be prescribed by the Secretary of the 
Navy, of such man to report for muster and inspection. 

Those members of the naval reserve of class one, and those 
members who have been transferred to the naval reserve, who 
re-enlist in the Navy within four months from the date of their 
discharge from the naval reserve, shall not be entitled to a 
gratuity of four months’ pay, but their re-enlistment in the 
Navy shall be held and considered to have been made within 
four months from the date of discharge from the Navy for 
the purpose of continuous-service pay. The period of time dur- 
ing which members of the naval reserve were actively employed 
with the Navy while enlisted in the naval reserve shall, for 
the purposes of retirement, be counted as active service in the 
Navy in the case of those who re-enlist in the Navy after 
service in the naval reserve. 

The Secretary of the Navy is authorized in time of war, or 
when, in the opinion of the President, war is threatened, to 
call any enlisted man on the retired list into active service for 
such duty as he may be able to perform. While so employed 
such enlisted men shall receive the same pay and allowances 
they were receiving when placed on the retired list: Provided, 
That enlisted men on the retired list shall not be eligible for 








enlistment in or transfer to the naval reserve. 
The sum of $130,000 is hereby appropriated to carry into 
effect the foregoing provisions relating to a naval reserve. 
ADMIRALS AND VICE ADMIRALS. 


Admirals and vice admirals.—That hereafter the commander 
in chief of the U.S. Atlantic Fleet, the commander in chief of 
the U.S. Pacific Fleet, and the commander in chief of the 
Asiatic Fleet, respectively, shall each, after being designated 
as such commander in chief by the President, and from the 
date of assuming command of such fleet until his relinquish- 
ment of such command, have the rank and pay of an admiral; 
and in each of the above-named fleets the officer serving as sec- 
ond in command thereof shall each, after being designated as 
such second in command by the President, and from the date 
of assuming duty as such second in command until his re- 
linquishment of such duty, have the rank and pay of a vice 
admiral; and the grades of admiral and vice admiral in the 
Navy are hereby re-established and authorized for the purposes 
of this section. The annual pay of an admiral shall be $10,000, 
and of a vice admiral $9,000: Provided, That in time of peace 
officers to serve as commander in chief and as second in com- 
mand of the three said fleets shall be designated from among 
the rear admirals on the active list of the Navy: Provided 
further, That nothing herein contained shall create any vacancy 
in any grade in the Navy nor increase the total number of 
officers allowed by existing law, and that when an officer is 
detached from duty as such commander in chief or as such sec- 
ond in command, as above provided, he shall return to his 
regular rank in the list of rear admirals and shall thereafter 
receive only the pay and allowances of such regular rank. 


NAVY PAY CLERKS. 


Pay Clerks.—The title of paymaster’s clerk in the U.S. 
Navy is changed to pay clerk, and hereafter all pay clerks 
shall be warranted from acting pay clerks, who shall be ap- 
pointed from enlisted men in the Navy holding acting or 
permanent appointments as chief petty officers who have 
served at least three years as enlisted men, at least two years 
of which service must have been on board a cruising vessel 
of tue Navy. All appointments as acting pay clerks shall be 
made by the Secretary of the Navy; appointees, in addition 
to above qualifications, must be citizens of the U.S. Acting 
appointments shall be made permanent under regulations es- 
tablished by the Secretary of the Navy: Provided, That pay- 
masters’ clerks now in the Navy whose total service as such 
is less than one year and who are citizens of the U.S. may, 
upon passage of this Act, be given appointments as acting 
pay clerks without previous service as enlisted men: Pro- 
vided further, That paymasters’ clerks now in the service 
and former paymasters’ clerks whose appointments have been 
revoked within six months next preceding the passage of this 
Act, who have had not less than one year's actual service as 
such, and who are citizens of the U.S., may, upon passage 
of this Act, be warranted as pay clerks witheut previous 
service as enlisted men or as acting pay clerks: And pro- 
vided further, That pay clerks and acting pay clerks shall 
have tne same pay, allowances, and other benefits as are now 
or may hereafter be allowed to other warrant officers and 
acting warrant officers, respectively. 

That all pay clerks shall, after six years’ service as such, be 
commissioned chief pay clerks and shall on promotion have the 
rank, pay and allowances of chief boatswains: Provided, That 
in computing the six years’ service herein provided for credit 
shall be given for all service in the Navy as pay clerk, acting 
pay clerk, and paymaster’s clerk: Provided further, That pay- 
masters’ clerks now in the Navy and former paymasters’ clerks 
whose appointments have been revoked within six months next 
preceding the passage of this act, who have had not less than 
six years’ actual service as such, and who are citizens of the 
U.S8., may, upon the passage of this act, be commissioned as 
chief pay clerks without previous service as enlisted men, acting 
pay clerks, or pay clerks. 

That the total number of chief pay clerks, pay clerks and 
acting pay clerks allowed wv this act shall not exceed one for 
each 250 enlisted men in the Navy now or hereafter allowed 
by law, and such chief pay clerks, pay clerks and acting pay 
clerks shall be assigned to duty with pay officers under such 
rules as the Secretary of the Navy may prescribe: Provided, 
That no person shall be appointed a chief pay clerk, pay clerk 
or acting pay clerk under any provisions contained in this act 
until his physical, mental, moral and professional qualifica- 
tions have been satisfactorily established by examination before 
a board of examining officers appointed by the Secretary of the 
Navy, from officers of the pay corps when practicable and ac- 
cording to such regulations as he may prescribe: Provided 
further, That no person shall be apyointed a chief pay clerk, 
pay clerk or acting pay clerk unless his accumulated previous 
service in the Army, Navy. and Marine Corps, together with 
his possible future service prior to obtaining the age of sixty- 
two years, will amount to at least thirty years, except that 
this proviso shall not apply to such persons as were serving 
in the Navy as paymasters’ clerks during the period from 
Sept. 1, 1913, to Oct. 31, 1913. 

That the limitation as to age contained in Sec. 1379, R.S., 
U.S., relating to appointment of assistant paymasters in the 
Navy, shall not apply to chief pay clerks and pay clerks ap- 
pointed under the provisions of this act, who must be between 
the ages of 21 and 35 years at time of appointment as assistant 
paymasters in the Navy: Provided, That this shall not be con- 
strued as giving any preference in said appointment of assistant 
paymasters to said chief pay clerks and pay clerks except as 
to the limitation of age. 

That Sees. 1386, 1387 and 1388, R.S., and all acts and 
parts of acts so far as they are in conflict with the provisions 
of this act, are hereby repealed. 

Fuel and transportation.—Hereafter. when the lowest ob- 
tainable cost of transportation of fuel between the Atlantic 
and Pacific coasts of the U.S. by merchant carriers is con- 
sidered excessive, the appropriation ‘‘Fuel and _ transporta- 
tion’’ may be charged with the expense of pay, transporta- 
tion, shipping and subsistence of civilian officers and crews, 
and such other incidental expenses as cannot be paid from 
other appropriations, of naval auxiliaries engaged in the 
transportation of fuel: Provided, That the appropriation 
‘*Maintenance of naval auxiliaries’’ is insufficient therefor. 

Assistant naval constructors.—Officers of the line of the 
Navy who have had not less than three years’ service in the 
grade of ensign and have taken or are taking satisfactorily a 
post-graduate course in naval architecture under orders from 
the Secretary of the Navy shall be eligible for transfer to the 
grade of assistant naval constructor: Provided, That there 
shall not be more than five such transfers in any one calen- 
dar year and that the total increase in the number of naval 
constructors and assistant naval constructors by reason of 
such transfers shall not exceed twenty-four. 

Radio stations.—The sum to be paid out of the Engineer- 
ing appropriation for the purchase of land for sites for radio 
shore stations shall not exceed $10,000. Toward purchase 
and preparation of necessary sites, purchase and erection of 
towers and buildings, and purchase and installation of ma- 
chinery and apparatus of high power radio stations (cost not 
to exceed $1,500,000), to be located as follows: One in the 
Isthmian Canal Zone, one on the California coast, one in the 
Hawaiian Islands, one in American Samoa, one on the island 
of Guam, and one in the Philippine Islands, $400,000 is ap- 
propriated, to be available until expended. ‘ 

Foreign service Marine Corps.—The increased compensation 
as now fixed by law for the Marine Corps for foreign shore 
service shall hereafter be paid to the officers and enlisted 
men of that corps while on sea duty, in the same manner and 
under the same conditions as is provided by the Act approved 
Mav 13, 1908, for officers of the Navy. 

The number of gunnery sergeants (Marine Corps) hereto- 
fore authorized is increased by twenty; the number of cor- 
porals heretofore authorized is increased by twentv: and the 
number of corporals heretofore authorized is increased by sev- 
enty; and the number of vrivates heretofore authorized is de- 
creased by 110. In all (53) ®&° 932,764.05. 

Shipbuilding at navy yards.—Until a year ago none of our 
navy yards were prepared to build ships except New York 
and Mare Island. The Naval bill passed at the first session 
of this Congress carried an appropriation for a building slip 
that would enable Boston and Philadelphia to build ships for 
the Navy. The present bill carries an appropriation to en- 
able Norfolk and Charleston to construct ships in these yards 
and during the year the Secretary has arranged to build sub- 
marines at the Portsmouth (N.H.) Yard. 


IMPORTANT PROVISOS UNDER NAVY INCREASE. 
Provisos attached to the shipbuilding appropriations, 
“Increase of the Navy,” follow: 
That the committee appointed by the Act of June 30, 1914 
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(Public, No. 121), is hereby continued to the regular session 
of Congress convening in December, 1915, for the purpose 
of making such further investigation and report as may be 
deemed advisable. 

The Secretary of the Navy is hereby directed to submit to 
the next regular session of Congress a report on building four 
warships of the type, power and speed which, in his judgment 
based on the knowledge gained from the prevailing war in 
Europe, are best suited for war on the sea; also to report, in 
the light of that war, the value and uses in naval warfare of 
aeroplanes, dirigibles, balloons and submarines. 

That no‘part of the appropriations made in this act shall be 
available forethe salary or pay of any officer, manager, superin- 
tendent, foreman or other person having charge of the work 
of any employee of the U.S. Government while making or 
causing to be made with a stop watch or other time measuring 
device a time study of any job of any such employee between 
the starting and completion thereof, or of the movements of 
any such employee while engaged upon such work; nor shall 
any part of the appropriations made in this act be available to 
pay any premium or bonus or cash reward to any employee in 
addition to his regular wages, except for suggestions resulting 
in improvements or economy in the operation of any Govern- 
ment plant. 

That no part of any sum herein appropriated shall be ex- 
pended for the purchase of structural stcel, ship plates, armor, 
armament, or machinery from any persons, firms, or corpora- 
ions who have combined or conspired to monopolize the inter- 
state or foreign commerce or trade of the U.S., or the com- 
merce or trade between the States and any territory or the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, in any of the articles aforesaid, and no pur- 
chase of structural steel, ship plates, or machinery shall be 
made at a price in excess of a reasonable profit above the 
actual cost of manufacture. But this limitation shall in no 
ease apply to any existing contract.

THE SIXTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 


THIRD SESSION. 

The Sixty-third Congress expired at noon on March 4. 
The provisions of the two big Service appropriation bills 
will be found on other pages of this issue. In the closing 
hours of this short session there was time for little else 
than consideration of the bills providing the funds to 
run the various departments of the Government. The 
Ship Purchase bill failed to be called up for final con- 
sideration, and is therefore dead. 

In agreeing upon the Sundry Civil bill the conferees 
struck out the Senate provision of $25,000 for continuing 
the work of collecting the Revolutionary War records, 
but retained the appropriation of $99,500 for the Frank- 
ford Arsenal buildings and the paragraph continuing the 
availability of an appropriation for semaphore signals 
at Rock Island Arsenal. 


Concurrence by the House in a Senate amendment 
March 2 sent to the President the bill extending the 
thanks of Congress to and authorizing the promotion of 
members of the U.S. Army, Navy and Public Health 
Servic2 who participated in the construction of the 
Panama Canal. The bill authorizes the promotion of Col. 
George W. Goethals and Surg. Gen. William C. Gorgas 
to the rank of major general; Col. H. F. Hodges and 
Lieut. Col. William IL. Sibert to brigadier general, and 
Comdr. H. H. Rousseau, U.S.N., to captain. These offi- 
cers are declared to have “rendered distinguished service” 
ns members of the Canal Commission, and the bill provides 
that at any time hereafter any of them, upon his own 
application, may be retired at three-fourths pay. 

One of the last measures to be passed by both Houses 
on March 3 was the following resolution to give the 
President authority to control the shipment of war muni- 
tions from the United States to warships of belligerent 
nations : 

Resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the United States of America in Congress assembled that 
from and after the passage of this resolution, and during the 
existence of a war to which the United States is not a party 
and in order to prevent the neutrality of the United States 
from being violated by the use of its territory, its ports, or 
its territorial waters, as the base of operations for the armed 
forces of a belligerent, contrary to the obligations imposed 
by the law of nations, the treaties to which the United States 
is a party, or contrary to the statutes of the United States, 
the President be, and he is hereby authorized and empowered 
to direct the collectors of customs under the jurisdiction of 
the United States to withhold clearance from any vessel of 
American or foreign registry, or license, which he has reason- 
able cause to believe to be about to carry fuel, arms, am- 
munition, men, or supplies to any warship, or tender, or 
supply ships of a belligerent nation in violation of the obli- 
gations of the United States as a neutral nation. 7 
~ In case any such vessel of American register or license 
shall depart or attempt to depart from the jurisdiction of the 
United States, without clearance, for any of the purposes, the 
owner or master, or person or persons having charge or com- 
mand of such vessel, shall severally be liable to a fine of not 
less than $2,000, nor more than $10,000, or to imprisonment 
not to exceed two years, or both; and in addition, such ves- 
sels shall be forfeited to the United States. ; 

That the President of the United States be, and he is 
hereby authorized and empowered to employ such part of the 
land or naval forces of the United States as shall be necessary 
to carry out the purposes of this resolution. 

That the provision of this resolution shall be deemed to 
extend to all lands and water, continental or insular, within 
the jurisdiction of the United States. 

Conferees on Feb. 25 agreed to an amendment of the 
bill H.R. 2642, authorizing the President to reinstate 
Joseph Eliot Austin as an ensign in the U.S. Navy: 
Strike out the new matter inserted in the Senate amend- 
ment and in lieu thereof insert the following: ‘‘to 
appoint Joseph Eliot Austin an ensign in the U.S. Navy 
and after one year’s service as ensign he shall be pro- 
moted to the grade of lieutenant, junior grade, as an 
additional number in that grade and in any grade to 
which he may thereafter be promoted, to take rank with 
and next after the officer at the foot of the list of lieu- 
tenants, jsnior grade, at the date of the approval of this 
act; Provided, That the said Joseph Eliot Austin, after 
one year’s service as ensign, shall establish to the satis- 
faction of the Secretary of the Navy, by examination 
pursuant to law, his physical, mental, moral, and pro- 
fessional fitness to perform the duties of lieutenant, junior 
grade, in the Navy.” 

The Senate on March 1 passed S. 6857, which provides 
that any officer now on the active list of the Army who 
served not less than 100 days in the Regular or Volun- 
teer forces of the United States during the Civil War 
and prior to April 9, 1865, who was honorably discharged 
therefrom, and who shall since have served not less than 
forty years as a commissioned officer of the Regular 
Army, shall, at his own request, be placed on the retired 
list of the Army, with the rank of major general. 

The bill (S. 5104) to authorize the Secretary of War 
_to furnish transportation to the Oregon Agricultural 
College by a U.S. Army transport, to be used for trans- 
porting the Oregon Agricultural College Cadet Corps 
to San Francisco and return for the purpose of visiting, 
as a military body, the Panama-Pacific, International 
Exposition, was passed by the Senate March 1. 





The Senate on March 1 passed S. 6829, to provide for 
the construction of two revenue cutters. It authorizes 
the Secretary of the Treasury to construct one steam 
revenue cutter for service in the waters of California, 
at a cost not to exceed , and one steam revenue 
cutter for service as anchorage patrol boat in New York 
Harbor, at a cost not to exceed $110,000, the vessel to be 
specially constructed for ice breaking. 

The Senate on March 1 passed H.R. 3305, relief of 
Major George H. Penrose, Q.M.C., in the sum of $267.87 ; 
also H.R. 3485, to pay $1,000 to Mrs. Max S. Retter, 
widow of Max S. Retter, late a commissary sergeant in 
the U.S. Army and superintendent of the national ceme- 
tery at Fort Leavenworth, on account of the death of 
Max S. Retter, due to infection of the blood brought about 
while as superintendent he received and reinterred, in 
line of duty, in July, 1907, several human bodies in a 
state of putrefaction contained in unsealed wooden boxes.

PAY IN HAWAII AND PORTO RICO. 


The Auditor for the War Department has settled a 
large number of claims for foreign service pay follow- 
ing the decision of the Supreme Court in the case of the 
United States v. Vulte . All of the cases which were 
allowed up to Feb. 26 were reported to Congress for an 
appropriation and are included in the General De- 
ficiency bill as it passed the House and Senate. The 
expectation is that the Treasury Department will issue 
the warrants in settlement as rapidly as possible, prob- 
ably beginning the latter part of next week, and it is 
expected that they will all be disposed of in the Treas- 
ury before the end of the current month. 

Originally the accounting officers refused to pay offi- 
cers the foreign service increase for service in the Ha- 
waiian Islands and Porto Rico. Officers and men who 
were interested employed the firm of King and King, of 
Washington, D.C., who brought a test case in the Court 
of Claims and obtained a favorable decision there. The 
Government appealed the case to the Supreme Court 
and it was tried before that court twice. It was first 
argued before eight judges and was then remanded for 
re-argument before the full bench. The final decision 
was announced last May, and following that the ac- 
counting officers decided to take up and settle the 
cases. A very large number of them were presented and 
they have been disposed of as rapidly as the force avail- 
able for that work would permit.

THE AMERICAN LEGION. 


The daily papers have been occupied during the past 
week with an account of the formation of the American 
Legion. Its purpose is “to promote patriotism and to 
organize American citizens not in the military or naval 
service of the United States or any of the several states 
who are especially qualified to serve the United States 
in the event or imminence of war.’’ Membership is 
limited to citizens between the ages of eighteen and 
fifty-five years who do not at the time of their applica- 


tion belong to the Army, the Navy or the Militia. 

The Legion is to consist of two practically distinct 
branches. First, the line, composed of men who formerly 
served with our Army and Navy and of other men with 
somewhat similar training, who can at least handle a 
modern high power rifle and take care of themselves 
roughing it in the open; second, civilians without mili- 
tary training, but who have a thorough understanding 
of certain professions which will make their services 
useful in war; such as doctor, railroad man, aviator, 
chauffeur, radio operator, blacksmith, ete. As explained 
by Mr. Arthur S. Hoffman, one of its incorporators, “it 
is not the intention of the Legion to ‘raise an army.’ 
It asks for absolutely no military service of any kind 
whatsoever during peace. It means no additional national 
expenditure for materials of war. It means only the 
listing and organizing in advance of already existing 
material—of the men who would be needed at the first 
call for volunteers. To do this now is comparatively 
simple. To do it during the terrifically crowded and 
confused days following a declaration of war would be 
not only difficult, but perhaps fatally slow when speed 
had become one of the most vital things in the United 
States.” 

Acting in his unofficial capacity, Capt. Gordon John- 
ston, 11th Cav., aid to General Wood, consented to pass 
judgment upon the qualifications of persons applying for 
membership in this organization, all of which was in the 
line of information and advice Governors Island is con- 
stantly asked to give and which it is always ready to 
give within proper limits. As soon as announcement 
was made of the organization of this Legion the officers 
of the American League to Limit Armaments hastened to 
send to the Secretary of War a telegram protesting 
against the activity of Major Gen. Leonard Wood and 
Captain Johnston, asserting that they were “attempting 
to influence public opinion in regard to the military forces 
of the country.” The telegram was signed by Bishop 
Greer, Mornay Williams and L. Hollingsworth Wood. It 
said: “The activity of Gen. Leonard Wood, commanding 
the Department of the East, and of his aid, Capt. 
Gordon Johnston, and of other officers of the Army, and 
the issuing from a recognized Army headquarters of’ such 
propaganda as that of the American Legion, is subversive 
of the interests of democracy and in violation of the 
policy and tradition of the United States of America.’ 

General Wood promptly telegraphed to the Secretary 
of War on March 2 saying: “Bishop Greer’s telegram 
to you and to the President, published in the New York 
Evening Post, just brought to my attention. I immedi- 
ately called Greer up and asked him his authority, and 
he replied the press only. I informed him that his state- 
ments that propaganda had been issued from these head- 
quarters is untrue ,and demanded that he correct it, 
and he promised to do so. A more audacious misstate- 
ment made without inquiries or investigation has seldom 
come to my attention, and I have so informed him, the 
Bishop.” 

Being called upon by the Secretary for all the in- 
formation he could obtain regarding the projected Ameri- 
= Legion, General Wood sent a letter in which he 
said: 

“No one at these headquarters has, or has had, any 
official connection with the American Legion, so-called, 
of which I sent you the details in my letter of Feb. 27. 
inclosing with it the circular relating to it. I find on 
inquiry that Mr. Roosevelt was asked to join at the 
time former Secretaries of War Wright, Stimson and 
Dickinson were asked—also former Secretary Meyer, of 
the Navy, and others. I believe that a number of them 
have joined. Mr. Roosevelt has never communicated 
with me concerning it, directly or indirectly. My con- 
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nection is limited wholly to an interview two or three 
weeks ago with two gentlemen who were the founders 
of the movement, one a former officer of volunters in 
the Army, and the other an editor of one of the Ridg- 
way magazines. Their idea was to build up throughout 
the country a list of men who had qualifications or 
training to make them useful in a military way in case 
a reserve should ever be established under legislative 
enactment which would make a reserve possible; or, in 
case a reserve should not be established, to have a list 
which in case of necessity, would be useful to the Gov- 
ernment, as it would give the addresses, names and 
qualifications of a large number of men. 

“T have no doubt some effort will be made to twist 
this into a political move, but I don’t believe there is 
even a tinge of politics connected with it—certain'y no 
indications of such a tendency have reached me here. 

“Tt has no connection with the Army up to the pres- 
ent time, other than as I have indicated to you. John- 
ston’s activities in connection with it have been purely 
unofficial. He. simply aided them with suggestions con- 
cerning their list of special qualifications and talked the 
matter of the organization over with them. He appreci- 
ates fully the fact that he cannot take any official posi- 
tion in an organization of this sort. He has tried to 
steer them into a line of procedure which would fit in 
with the War Department plans. This has been purely 
in an unofficial and personal way.”

AN EARTHQUAKE EXPERIENCE. 


Somewhat more than forty years ago Marston Niles, 
then a lieutenant commander in the U.S. Navy, published 
in the Galaxy Magazine, Vol. VI., an article entitled, 
“Algir in a Finger-bowl.” ‘This gave an account of the 
wrecking of the U.S.S. Wateree at Arica, Peru, Aug. 8, 
1868, when this vessel was carried by a tidal wave, 
following an earthquake, two miles inland and left high 
and dry on the land when the water receded. In an 


article, “Some Personal Experiences with Earthquake,” 
in the National Geographic Magazine for January,- Rear 
Admiral L. G. Billings, U.S.N., retired, again tells the 
story of the Wateree, which has been forgotten by this 
time, even in the Navy. As he sat in the cabin with 
the commanding officer on the day named Admiral Billings 
saw Arica overwhelmed and destroyed by a gréat cloud 
of dust rapidly approaching from the southeast. A tidal 
wave next overwhelmed the land; then receded until the 
shipping was left stranded and the rocky bottom of the 
sea was exposed to human gaze, with struggling fish 
and monsters of the deep left high and dry. The Wateree, 
having a flat bottom, rested easily on the floor-like 
bottom, while round-bottomed ships were keeled over on 
their beam ends. A midshipman with a crew of thirteen 
men was sent from the Wateree to rescue persons seen 
floating around on wreckage. He was not able to reach 
them and his boat was dashed against the Peruvian 
man-of-war America and crushed like an egg-shell. The 
Yankee sailors managed to scramble aboard the Peruvian 
vessel, whose crew was so utterly overcome by fear that 
they were an ungovernable mob. The gallant young 
midshipman, a lad of eighteen, accordingly took command 
and brought order out of chaos and saved the ship. 
“When men are taught self-discipline and control,” says 
Admiral Billings, ‘as were our sailors during the four 
years of battle and storm which we had just passed 
through in our Civil War, not even nature’s greatest 
convulsions can shake their nerve, and in this awful 
test of courage they determined if they could not live 
they would at least emulate the example of the heroes 
of the Fredonia (U.S. ship lost at the time with all on 
board) and show how American sailors could die.” 

The Wateree was overwhelmed beneath a semi-solid 
mass of sand and water, but, groaning in every timber, 
she struggled to the surface with her gasping crew still 
clinging to the life-lines. The Wateree was practically 
uninjured, but as it was impossible to get her to the sea 
she was stripped and sold for a hotel. 

Admiral Billings tells us that up to 1908, it is com- 
puted by an eminent scientist, Compte de Balloré, there 
had been 159,782 recorded earthquakes. Of later years, 
when more accurate records have been kept, they have 
averaged about sixty per annum. One well defined belt, 
called the Mediterranean, has fifty-three per cent. to its 
credit, and another, the Circum-Pacific, forty-one per 
cent., while the remainder of the world has only six 
per cent., widely distributed. 
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VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The Roosevelt, used by Civil Engr. Robert FE. Peary, 
U.S.N., in his discovery of the North Pole, has been 
sold by Arbuckle Brothers to John W. Sullivan and 
Company. The Sullivan Company is to refit the Roose- 
velt with oil-burning machinery, and, after other im- 
provements have been made, to sell her to the Bureau 
of Fisheries of the Department of Commerce and Labor. 
The Roosevelt will be used in connection with the 
fisheries service in Alaskan waters, and will proceed 


there through the Panama Canal as soon as the refitting 
shall have been completed. 


The first of a series of tenders for torpedoboat flo- 
tillas in the United States now in course of building 
was launched at Camden, N.J., March 2, 1915. The 
craft was christened the Melville. Miss Helen Neel, of 
Philadelphia, granddaughter to the late Rear Admiral 
George W. Melville, U.S.N., was sponsor. The Melville 
is 400 feet in length, has a breadth of 54 feet, a depth 
of 36 feet and a draught of 25 feet. She is constructed 
to develop a speed of sixteen knots an hour. As a 
tender the Melville will have no active service to per- 
form in naval engagements. She is a floating machine 
shop and will be attached to some flotilla of torpedo- 
boats when she is completed. Her cost ready for ser- 
vice will be $1,300,000. 

The U.S.S. San Diego, flagship of Rear Admiral E. B. 
Howard, commanding the Pacific Fleet, stands first in 
turret gun practice in the United States Navy as a re- 
sult of target practice which ended Feb. 25 on the 
range near the Coronado Islands, according to an an- 
nouncement made Feb. 28 by Lieut. Comdr. F. M. 
Freeman, of the San Diego. With 8-inch guns the 
crew of the San Diego’s forward turret made 100 per 
cent. of hits, firing at a rate of more than three and 
one-half shots per gun per minute. The performance 
gives the San Diego the Spokane Cup, held last season 
by the U.S.S. Arkansas, and $2,000 in Navy prize 
money. 

Work on the 31,400-ton battleship Arizona, under 
construction at the navy yard, New York, is so far pro- 
gressing that it seems certain that the vessel can be 
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launched next June, and she will, it is expected, be 
ready for commission about December next. The 
31,400-ton battleship Pennsylvania will be launched at 
Newport News, Va., March 16, 1915. As soon as the 
Arizona is launched construction of battleship No. 40, 
which will be known as the California, will be begun 
at the navy yard, New York. Parts of her hull will 
have been constructed at the yard, and these will be 
set up as soon as the keel has been laid. The cost of 
the Arizona will be in the neighborhood of $14,000,000. 
The New York Navy Yard bid lower than private com- 
panies, and it is said that the work is being done within 
the estimates. 

In connection with the winning of prize money in 
elementary target practice by the U.S. battleship Georgia 
we recently noted, we give some additional facts below 
which may be of interest. Three-inch guns Nos. 3, 14 
and 9 were the highest guns in the Navy in their class 
(3-inch 50 caliber), standing in the order named, and 
each was awarded an “E.” Three-inch guns Nos. 3, 7, 
9, 14, 16 and 17 were awarded first prizes, $20 per man 
for each member of the crew; Nos. 1 and 18 were awarded 
second prizes, $10 per man; No. 4 was awarded third 
prize, $5 per man, the total amount of prize money paid 
out amounting to $1,050. Twenty-eight 3-inch pointers 
qualified first class and eleven qualified second class. 
This is believed to be the best record ever made by guns 
of this class in the U.S. Navy.

The Navy Department has announced the result of 
the G.C.M. of Asst. Paymr. Richard E. A. Lambert, 
U.S.N., who was found guilty of charges alleging cul- 
pable negligence, inefficiency, violation of a regulation 
and rendering a false and fraudulent return. The court 
sentenced him to lose two numbers in his grade. Secre- 
tary Daniels approved the findings and sentence “in 
view of all the circumstances in the case although the 
sentence adjudged is a nominal one and inadequate to 
the charges found proven.” Assistant Paymaster Lam- 
bert was appointed to the Pay Corps of the Navy in 
September, 1912, after having served for more than 
three years as an enlisted man. His resignation from 
the Navy has been accepted, to take effect on March 20.

A court-martial of one officer, one commissioned war- 
rant officer and three enlisted men of the U.S.S. San 
Diego, aboard which there was an explosion recently, 
is ordered. The court of inquiry on board the San 
Diego presented the five following names submitted by 
Admiral Howard for court-martial: Lieut. K. L. Hill, 
Chief. Mach. Thomas O’Donnell, Chief Water Tender 
W. I. Appleby, Water Tenders W. B. Redmon and A. 
Priddy. Secretary Daniels will approve the recommenda- 
tion of court-martial. The original report declared 
specifically that low water was responsible for rupturing 
the fore boiler at the close of the speed trials. The San 
Diego has been ordered to San Francisco, where she was 
due about Feb. 26.

SPLENDID WORK OF OUR OFFICERS ABROAD. 


That the war widened largely the civilian circle of 
friends of the Army, Navy and Marine Corps of the 
United States through the assistance rendered by their 
officers in connection with the relief work for stranded 
Americans abroad we have not doubted after talking 
with returned travelers who were caught in the war zone 
by the sudden beginning of the war in the first days of 
August. The correctness of this view is borne out by 
the splendid tribute to these officers in the report of 
Assistant Secretary of War Henry D. Breckinridge, 
Special Commissioner of the United States, on the opera- 


tions of the U.S. Relief Commission. This report of Mr. 
Breckinridge is addressed to the Secretary. Among those 
whom he selects for special mention are “The officers 
of the Army, Navy and Marine Corps who mastered novel 
conditions with perseverance and effectiveness, who were 
tireless, patient and resourceful in all circumstances, and 
who, as always, handled large sums of money with 
economy and fidelity.” 

Thus but for this war situation these Americans might 
never have known that this Republic had what: Mr. 
Breckinridge so happily calls “the great reservoir of 
character and efficiency,” and to them officers of our Ser- 
vices might have seemed little more than remote beings 
connected in some mysterious way with the workings of 
the great government machine with which the common 
citizen was not expected to bother himself. Now they 
have personally learned that the training of these officers 
for war splendidly equips them for all kinds of service 
where organization, efficiency, rapidity of execution and 
honesty of administration are prime essentials. 

The ignorance of some members of the commission on 
certain points threatened to be a great obstacle in the 
path of suecess, but during the passage across in the 
‘Tennessee several citizens trained in banking and diplo- 
matic usages gave lessons each day until when the war- 
ship arrived on the other side the members were in a 
position to proceed intelligently about their duties. A 
committee which included Lieut. Col. Henry T. Allen 
and Major James A. Logan, jr., U.S.A., drew up a manual 
of instruction as a guide for the commission. In Holland 
Capt. A. H. Sunderland and Capt. E. D. Ardery, U.S.A., 
were detailed to look after the problem of transportation. 
Capt. B. Enochs, U.S.A., had accompanied a_ speciti 
train of Americans from Berlin to Holland and was of 
great assistance in arranging the details of transporta- 
tion, deserving special credit for his work. In Berlin 
Major James A. Bryan and Capts. M. A. Cross and C. L. 
Fenton, U.S.A., took over the relief and transportation 
work as fast as possible. The situation these officers 
had to face may be imagined from this language in the 
report: “It is impossible for one who has not seen it to 
imagine the condition about the Embassy in the early 
days of the war. Hundreds of Americans, uncertain and 
perplexed, besieged the interior and exterior of the Em- 
bassy seeking information, advice and assistance.” 

But organization was immediately effected, order was 
brought out of confusion, and confidence restored. Capt. 
F. J. Miller, U.S.A., at The Hague, was wired to bring 
another $100,000 to Berlin. In Switzerland it was found 
that special trains had been arranged for and managed 
by Lieut. Col. Samuel Reber, Major C. A. Hedekin, 
1.S.A., and the American consul at Geneva, Mr. Francis 
B. Keene. In Paris Major Hedekin, with Captains 
Ralston, Brinton and Coleman, of the Relief Commission, 
gave eflicient support to the management of the Embassy. 
It is instructive to note that the commission gave assist- 
ance to South American citizens on the same basis as to 





Americans excetp in advancing funds. Capt. G. Sevier 
and Lieuts. J. G. Quekemeyer and C. S. Hoyt, U.S.A., 
proceeded to Italy, where they took charge of the handling 
of stranded Americans. Capt. S. J. Bayard Schindel, 
Capt. William M. Colvin and Lieut. F. H. Phipps, jr., 
U.S.A., went to Norway, Sweden and Denmark and re- 
lieved the situation there, while Capt. R. H. Williams, 
U.S.A., was in turn sent to Denmark and Turkey. Of 
the 100,000 Americans who sailed to America from Eng- 
land after Aug. 6 only a few had not been directly or 
indirectly assisted by the presence of the commission. 

The action of the Government in sending the commis- 
sion abroad, Mr. Breckinridge says, was “essential and 
wise.” The mere departure of the Tennessee with the 
public and private gold and the commission of officers 
aboard had a psychological effect of large import in quiet- 
ing the minds of Americans in Europe. Other officers 
associated with the relief work were Major D. W. 
Ketcham, Major P. M. Boyer, Capt. W. W. K. Hamil- 
ton, Capt. H. F. Dalton, Major J. H. Ford, Major George 
W. Martin, Major Edward P. Lawton, Major Spencer 
Cosby, Major Morton J. Henry, Capt. Allan J. Briggs 
and Lieut. Edwin St..J. Greble, jr., all of the U.S. Army. 
Reports of officers in charge of the relief work in the 
different cities speak of the co-operation extended by 
citizens, soldiers and government officials of the various 
countries.

The theory that on the whole men of the U.S. 
Navy are more likely to “marry money” than men of 
the Army Judson C. Welliver in the March Munsey seeks 
to explain by the supposition of a retired officer that the 
naval service takes Navy men to those social centers 
where they have more opportunity to meet the daughters 
of wealthy families, as when the Atlantic Fleet cruises 
up and down the Eastern coast. Vessels touch at Bar 
Harbor, Newport, Boston, New York, Hampton Roads, 
Charleston and New Orleans. On the other hand, the 
men of the Army to a large extent are stationed at posts 
on the frontiers or at small inland cities where social 
conditions are different and wealth is less the rule. The 
newly-weds of the Army off for foreign service are far 
happier than naval newly-weds, for the Navy men may 
not take their better halves with them. If there is enough 
of the family income to permit, the wife may, and not 
infrequently does, parallel the voyagings of her husband. 
In the matter of the houses provided by Uncle Sam at 
the Army posts, a land officer again beats his brother 
of the wave, and he also gets light and fuel. Army and 
Navy officers marry young, and as a rule the marriages 
are happy. Officers who have served in the Philippines 
say it is easier on the whole to maintain the domestic 
establishment within the limit of thé professional income 
there than at home. Counting all his allowances, the 
general income-account of an Army first lieutenant* who 
has been in his rank for five years is $3,000. Younger 
sons in Great Britain enter the army and navy, in which 
they are supported in large part by private means. In 
Germany an officer may not wed unless he can prove that 
between himself and wife there is sufficient income to 
insure their maintenance of the domestic establishment 
in a way befitting their social requirements. The United 
States asks no such questions. It simply goes ahead and 
pays the officer enough to support his family properly.

COAST GUARD NOTES.

PORTSMOUTH NAVY YARD. 
Portsmouth Navy Yard, N.H., Feb. 27, 1915. 

The keel of the first submarine to he constructed by the 
Government at any naval station was laid in the historic 
Franklin shiphouse at this yard Wednesday morning. The 
honor of driving the first rivet in the midsh‘p frame fell to 
Capt. Thomas Snowden, U.S.N., commandant, and Naval 
Constr. Laurence S. Adams, U.S.N., industrial manager. 
Constr. Edward C. Hamner, jr., U.S.N., headed the first rivet, 
which was passed along by Surg. B. L. Wright. U.S.N., to 
Paymr. Charles Conard, U.S N., who carried out the work of 
helder-on. The necessary material for the construction of the 
submarine has been assembled and the work will now proceed 
‘rapidly. The boat will be known as L-8 and the officers and 
men at this station intend to make a record in submarine 
construction. 

The erection of an Army and Navy Home for enlisted men 
staticned at th's yard and at Forts Stark and Constitution is 
now assured, as $12,000 of the necessarv $20.000 is now 
available: $6.000 was on land and an additional $6.000 has 
heen collected by subscription within a few davs. This was 
made possible mainly through the energetic efforts of Chief 
Rtsn. William L. Hill, U.S.N., commanding the Sout*ery and 
Topeka, at th's yard, who has worked faithfullv in advanc'ng 
the project, and the erection of the building will be a lasting 
memorial to his efforts in hehalf of the enlisted men. It is 
planned to erect a building 100 x 35 feet. having three stories 
and a basement, and the city of Portsmouth is to donate a 
plot of land.

NATIONAL GUARD NEWS. 


The 2d Battalion of Naval Militia, N.Y., will be reviewed 
by Commo. Robert P. Forshew, commanding the Naval Militia, 
N.G.N.Y., in its armory on Wednesday night, March 25, and 
on April 17 by Mr. Franklin D. Roosevelt, Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Navy. 

The match for the Council of Officers trophy for rifle teams 
of six men from the various companies of the 23d N.Y. has 
been won by Co. A, Captain Congdon, with a score of 354. 
This is the second time it has won this cup, which will become 
their permanent property if won three times. Company K was 
second in the match, with a score of 220, and Company I 
third, with 316. The trophy-cup is much covetted by Company 
A. as it was designed by their commander, Captain Congdon. 

Brig. Gen. John G. Eddy, 2d Brigade, N.G.N.Y., will re- 
view the 14th N.Y., under command of Col. John H. Foote, 
in its armory Saturday night, March 6, 1915. 

The nomination of 1st Lieut. George E. Cole, Co. K, Ist 
Inf., Conn. N.G., to be assistant inspector of small arms prac- 
tice, with rank of captain, is approved. Major J. Moss Ives, 
of Danbury, has been appointed judge advocate. 

Believing that it would be a good thing to have brigadier 
generals in the Pennsylvania National Guard hold office only 
one term of five years, as is provided for major generals in 
Sec. 9 of the new Military Code for the state, now before 
the Legislature, Senator O. B. Tenkins, of Philadelphia, has 
offered an amendment to Sec. 9 to limit brigadier generals to 
hold command for the same period. ‘‘While this is a good 
thing as applied to the major general,’’ says the Philadelphia 
Inquirer, ‘‘it is not good when applied to brigadiers, for the 
reason that if it were put in force three brigadier generals, 
Generals Price, Coryell and Clement, whose commissions 
expire at nearly the same time, would retire from the Guard 
the same time that Major Gen. C. B. Dougherty would retire, 
which would be a wholesale move-up and would be a big loss 
to the Guard. In addition to this, it would deprive some 
very efficient brigadiers from ever attaining the major general- 
ship, to which their long service and ability justly entitle 
them. The amendment, it is believed, will be recalled.’’

Owing to the ingenuity of several member of Battery E, 
2d Field Art., N.G.N.Y., Capt. J. J. Stephens, which is 
quartered in the Bronx armory at 166th street and Frank- 
lin avenue, with several other batteries, the organizations 
have what is considered to be the most practical indoor tar- 
get for sub-caliber in the country, This target measures 
sixty-seven feet long, and fourteen feet wide, and repre- 
sented a mountainous country, and is painted in colors on 
canvas with a sheet iron backing in its lower part. Hidden 
artillery is represented on the target, also a bridge and some 
houses. Explosive bullets are fired at the target, and the 
flashes from them show where they hit. If the guns of the 
enemy are hit, or the bridge, or houses, the bullets also 
cause an explosion and the flash from the same is quite 
realistic. The target was painted by Battalion Q.M. Ser- 
geant Love, Pvt. W. E. Stockbridge performing the electrical 
work, and Sergt. A. Schmidt the mechanical work.

47TH N.Y.—COL, E, E. JANNICKY. 

There was no lack of interesting variety, including exhibi- 
tions of a most practical nature, at the review of the 47th 
N.Y., under command of Col. Ernest E. Jannicky by Major 
Gen. John F. O’Ryan in the armory on the night of Feb. 27. 
The work of the evening included what was perhaps the 
most realistic and practical exhibition of battle exercises 
ever given in an armory. as one of the companies taking part 
fired from behind a dirt entrenchment, thrown up from the 
dirt floor space in the old drill hall, which adjoins the mod- 
ern drill shed. 

Another interesting and practical demonstration which we 
believe has not been heretofore given in a review indoors, 
was that of the Army Field Bakery, two units of which, or- 
ganized for the N.G.N.Y., are undergoing instruction in the 
47th Regiment armory in charge of Sergt. Charles J. Kal- 
berer, 29th U.S. Inf., sergeant-instructor, U.S.A., a graduate 
of the Army School of Cooks and Bakers. 

One of these units was in full operation under Sergeant 
Kalberer, assisted by competent student bakers, who have 
been undergoing training for several months. The field oven 
and two tents, with all the utensils necessary to make, bake, 
and store the bread, was open for public inspection after 
General O’Ryan and staff had inspected it, and tasted the 
fine bread taken from the oven perfectly baked. The flour 
used for the baking was furnished gratuitiously by the New 
York representative of the Washburn-Crosby Milling Com- 
pany (Gold Medal Flour). Fleischman’s compressed yeast 
is used exclusively by the field bakery. The bakery can 
turn out from 3,000 to 3,600 pounds of bread per day, and 
is one of the most valuable innovations ever introduced in 
the National Guard. 

The bread baked on the night of the review was dis- 
tributed to the audience as far as it would go, and a rush at 


a bargain counter in a drygoods store was nothing to the rush - 


on the bakery. Numerous good housewives, finely dressed, 
went home, each with a big loaf under her arm, guarding 
it like a gold nugget, and the field bakery in the 47th is 
destined to be one of the most popular spots on Long Isl- 
and. On a week day after the class is instructed the bread 
is distributed to the poor. 

A very large audience was present, and during the eve- 
ning the regiment and its lesser units, giving exhibitions, 
made an excellent display generally. First came the review 
by General O’Ryan, the regiment parading twelve com- 
panies of sixteen files each, in field service uniform with 
equipment. The review was in line of masses, the men 
being steady during the standing review, and in th passage 
the companies went by in fine shape. Colonel Jannicky was 
in command, the battalion commanders being Majors Snyder, 
‘ecke and Corwin. General O’Ryan was accompanied by Lieut. 
Cornelius Vanderbilt, H. C. Sternberger, Major W. L. Halla- 
han, Capt. E. Olmstead and Lieut. J. H. de Rivera, of his 
staff. 

Following the review there was evening parade in line 
under command of Colonel Jannicky, an exhibition of the 
bayonet exercise by Company C, under Capt. M. C. Hend- 
ricks, an extended order drill by Company H under Capt. i. 
C. Billings, with commands by signal and whistle, in which 
blank cartridges were used. The company moved forward to 
attack a dirt trench held by Company L, under Capt. H. W. 
Eldred. It was noticed that in the early stages of the ad- 
vance, by rushes, continuous fire so essential was not fully 
maintained, but it improved latterly. This continuous fire 
to cover the men advancing is the most important feature of 
the work, and there must be no let up to it. 

Company L was finally driven out of its first trench, but 
quickly threw up another in its rear, which it was success- 
fully holding when the fight was ordered discontinued. Gen- 
eral O’Ryan expressed himself very much pleased at the ex- 
hibition and the efforts being made to treat National Guard 
service seriously. After this exhibition there was an_ in- 
spection of the field bakery made by General O’Ryan, who 
also watched the building of camp fires and the erection of 
shelter tents by details of men, and there was dancing for 
members and guests. The reviewing officer and staff and 
special guests were entertained at a collation by the officers 
of the 47th. Among the special guests were Brig. Gens. John 
G. Eddy, W. H. Morris and W. H. Barthman, N.G.N.Y., and 
Capt. W. H. White, 1st Lieut. Dawson Olmstead and Lieut. 
A. T. Rich, U.S.A., inspector-instructors. 


MISSOURI. 


The annual inspection of the 1st Infantry, N.G. Mo., at 
St. Louis, was completed Feb. 24. A total of 614 officers 
and men reported to the inspector, Capt. F. L. D. Carr, 3d 
Inf., N.G. Mo., Kansas City, Mo., who has been absent sick, 
has returned, but is still unable to report for duty. The 
equipment of the new battery at Independence has arrived 


and been installed in the new armory. The resignation of 
Lieutenant Sharpe, 3d Inf., N.G. Mo., has been accepted by 
the commanding officer. His successor has not yet been se- 
lected.

MICHIGAN. 


Major M. J. Phillips, inspector of small-arms practice, 
Michigan National Guard, in his annual report for 1914 says, 
in part: 

“‘The figure of merit for 1914 is 43.15, as compared to 
36.35 for 1913, an apparent gain in efficiency of about one- 
fifth, The total number of men on the rolls in the 1913 
report was 2,333, as compared with 2,549 in 1914, a gain in 
strength of 216. The 1914 qualifications total 1,714, as 
against 1,572 in 1913, a gain of 142. There was a gain over 
the previous year of 94 experts, 107 sharpshooters, and 127 
marksmen, a total of 328. 

‘“‘T recommend the following award of trophies in accord- 
ance with the report: For the greatest number of marksmen, 
the first honors National Defense Trophy to Co. G, 2d In- 
fantry, 44 marksmen; second honors National Defense Trophy 
to Co. K, 2d Infantry, 41 marksmen; third honor National 
Defense Trophy to Co. D, 1st Infantry, 36 marksmen. Co. 
K, 3d Infantry, also developed 36 marksmen, but the total 
number developed in all classes was but 39, as compared to 
59 by Co. D. For the highest figure of merit it is recom- 
mended that the Boer-Nevada Trophy be awarded to Co. K, 
of the 2d Infantry, 87.70. 

‘‘The greatest efficiency with the rifle is secured by the 
plan of giving each company two days’ instruction on the 
range under pay, in my opinion, and it is recommended that 
this be followed during the season of 1915.’’

WASHINGTON’S BIRTHDAY AT DOUGLAS. 


Douglas, Ariz., Feb. 23, 1915. 
The greatest military parade in the history of Arizona passed 
in review before Brig. Gen. Thomas F. Davis and Mayor C. O. 
Ellis at the Hotel Gadsden yesterday morning. There were 
over 4,000 men in line. It was a sight to stir the feelings 
of any real American and the crowd that lined the route of 


march gave vent to frequent bursts of applause. The column 
was led by Brigadier General Davis, commander of the 6th 
Brigade, accompanied by Col. Charles M. O'Connor, command- 
ing the 2d Cavalry Brigade. They were followed by the 18th 
Infantry, 11th Infantry, 22d Infantry, 6th Field Artillery and 
9th Cavalry. The Infantry marched in column of: companies 
while passing the reviewing stand, but at other times during 
the parade were in column of squads. This was the first time 
that a regiment of Artillery has been seen in parade here. The 
men were dressed in the regulation uniform and sweater, while 
the officers wore blouses instead of sweaters. 

The field sports began at the ball park at 1:45 o'clock that 
afternoon in the presence of between 9,000 and 10,000 civilians 
and soldiers who thronged the park to a point where it would 
have been almost impossible to squeeze in more and still 
have given room for maneuvers. Picked men from the regi- 
ments encamped in Camp Douglas gave the best military show 
ever seen in Arizona. From early in the afternoon until the 
last event was completed the vast andience held their places. 
To say that the people were delighted is but feebly expressing 
their appreciation. 

The most striking feature of the exhibition was the pitching 
of the pyramidal tents bv a company of the 22d Infantry, who 
came into the arena at double time to the music of their band. 
The men hastily stacked arms, and as the wagon containing 
the tents drove past the bundles of tents and poles were thrown 
out. At the word of command there was a scamper, and in less 
time than it takes to tell it the four pyramidal tents and one

wall tent fly were in place, with a camp fire burning before 
the tent fly.
